Monday Meeting Votes Down Public Works Dept. 


School Com,, Selectmen 
To Appoint Successor ; 
Finance , Schools Meet 

Two inter-board meetings are dictated to put things back to- 
gether after the School-Town Meeting confrontation on the 1969 
budget. 

The Finance Committee was scheduled to meet last night with 
the School Committee to work toward the budget cut that it requested, 
which was subsequently upheld 1 T. Town Meeting. 

The vote to table the motion ‘allowed the Schools some elasticity 
in absorbing a cut. Without it cuts would have come from personnel 
services, equipment, and other services, as requested by Finance. 

Next week, as per by-law, the School Committee will meet with 
the Board of Selectmen, together to uppoint a member to serve 
in the place of Mrs. Barbara Walsh, whose official resignation was 
received by Town Clerk Elsie Nelson. 

Mrs. Mary Mears has been elected chairman of the School Com- 
mittee to serve throughout Town Meeting. 

In her letter to Mrs. Nelson, Mrs. Walsh said, 

“/ believed when I was re-elected to the Winchester School Com- 
mittee in 1967 that the people of the town desired a high standard of 
education. I have become convinced that the direction that I believe 
the town should take in education differs significantly from the direc- 
tion that the Winchester Town Meeting feels it should take. 

“ Consequently , I feel that I should neither serve as chairman or 
be a member of the Winchester School Committee."

For the first .time in its 80- 
y oar-old history, the Winchester 
Firemen’s Relief Association will 
present to the citizens the oppor- 
tunity .to attend its annual bene- 
fit show by way of mail, instead 
of by foot ait their doorstep.

In two big meetings the Town Government has taken some meaningful steps: 

—it has voted a $100,000 cut in the School budget, thereby precipitating the resignation of the School 
Committee Chairman Mrs. Barbara Walsh— both historic firsts; 


—By a two to one vote it resoundingly defeated the Town Government Study Committee’s motion to 
pull seven of the Town departments together in a Department of Public Works under a paid director; 

—in addition, in another strong vote it reversed its 1968 decision and gave the Conservation Com- 
mittee not only a go-ahead to purchase land on the West Side hill, but authority to use eminent domain if 
needed in the process. 

The Meeting of March 27 which took the School action reflected serious commitment on the part 
of both the School and Finance Committees each to their responsibilities— the former to plan and finance 
a quality school program for all children in town: the latter to work to contain the escalating tax rale. 
The differing but cooperative tones set by these groups was dispelled, however, later in the meeting. 

Although by State law the School Committee’s authority is autonomous neither it nor the present ad- 
ministration wishes legal action to evolve from its disagreement with the Town Meeting, it was said. 

The March 31 Meeting was informative and constructive throughout. 

The session tonight was voted off due to Holy T hursday, the Town Meeting reconvenes on Monday 
night for its fifth session. All sessions are broadcast over WHSR-FM (91.9 Megacycles) . 


March 31 Meeting; 

DPW Gets 118-64 Turn-Down; 
Conservation Accepted 140-18 


Moderator Harrison Chadwiek 
asked a moment of silence in 
honor of Dwight David Eisen- 
hower and then opened the fourth 
session of the Town Meeting Mon- 
day night by offering a prayer 
which related the late President’s 
service to his country to the civic 
endeavor of (the Meetings. 

The session wont immediately 
into the Department of Public 
Works discussion, after voting 
acceptance of the report of its 
sponsoring group, the appointed 
Town Government Study Com- 
mittee. 

Chairman Robert Armstrong 
spoke for his group which includ- 
ed David Ashton, Calvin Bowker, 
Clarence Feldmann, Barbara Han- 
kins and Edward Hicks. 

His plea for Public Works was 
low keyed, factual, sometimes 
crisp. 

He reviewed the “proliferation 
of autonomous boa ills, commit- 
tees and commissions” — elected 
and appointed — which are now 
involved in administering the de- 
partments which the DPW plan 
would ask to unify: Highway, 
Sanitation, Forestry, Water und 
Sewer, Cemetery, Park and Town 
Hall custodians. 

He queried the present status 
of the “three C’s”: coordinating, 
cooperation and communication. 

He showed a chart which de- 
picted (areas of duplicate effort — 
including .that Highway, Park, 
Cemetery and Water and Sewer 
all do separate purchasing; ex- 
cavating and earth moving; und 
personnel recruitment; and that 
all bult the Cemetery Commission 
contracts separately for outside 
help. 

Should (they have a separate 
board or (the Selectmen under 
DPW? The Committee had an- 
swered this question by deciding 
.that since (the Selectmen now ad- 
minister Highways, it would be 
most efficient bo put them over 
the united departments with a 
“highly qualified, professional 
admin isbralbor” ibo be in direct 
charge. 

All employees would remain. 
They would keep their salaries 
and pensions. 

“We feel it would professional- 
ize the whole service. We feel we 
cun save money,” he suid. 


Mr. Armstrong complimented 
the departments on doing “very 
good work.” However, he said, the 
Town is growing rapidly. And he 
pointed ito a 34% increase in ithe 
aggregate budget of the depart- 
ments over the past three years, 
and ibs present total of $1,325, 
500. 

He cited duplication ami lack of 
cooperation between the groups, 
saying that during the recent 
snows “fewer than half the em- 
ployees” of the Water and Sewer 
Board and Park Departments 
made themselves available for 
snow 'and ice work. 

“The superintendent is power- 
less -to commandeer the employ- 
ees,” and because of this, on 
those who do work there is an 
increased burden and for the 
Town, more overtime and more 
outside contracting to be paid for, 
he said. 

Savings in equipment and build- 
ing maintenance and advantages 
of central purchasing, improve- 
ments in personnel recruitment 
and long range planning were 
pointed up as gains. 

The chairman gave examples of 
discrepancies between depart- 
ments in purchase prices of the 
same material. 

“No town in Massachusetts has 
gone back (to separate depart- 
ments) which has moved to a 
DPW,” the chairman concluded, 
strongly recommending on the 
unanimous urging of his group, 
“this step toward streamlining.” 

Backing of the Boards 

Mr. Cullen asked first how 
many towns with DPW have civil 
service. No one could answer him. 

Ormond Hesslcr then made a 
very strong recommendation for 
his Finance Committee. 

“A favorable response is al- 
most mandatory,” he “suggested” 
for his group. 

Labor costs are now 69% of 
■bile budgets. "It is absolutely es- 
sential we utilize the best pos- 
sible (methods).” 

Speaking for four out of five 
of the supporting Board of Se- 
lectmen, Chairman Charles Dou- 
cut/tc said that though the Board

School Law Reviewed 

The Moderator opened the 
School budget review by ; is king 
Town Counsel Leonard Mullen to 
review ithe luw. 

Mr. Mullen told that for 150 
years Massachusetts law has said 
that School Committees can de- 
cide their own budget; that Town 
Meeting can reduce ithe budget; 
but that School Commiibtees can 
go (bo count. If the court upholds 
the Committee’ s figures os appro- 
priate for operating the schools, 
-the Town must not only appro- 
priate the budget money, but al- 
so pay a 25' i penalty. 

(No school budget has yet been 
rejected by a court.) 

Mr. Chadwick nexit gave his 
opinion that the law does not 
make a "rubber stamp” out of the 
Town Meeting; that the Meeting 
has a right to question; and that 
"what we are about to do is to 
allow an expression of opinion 

“If the Town Meeting votes for 
it (the Finance Committee bud- 
get reduction amendment), then 
we would expect that the School 
Committee would niuke some 
(compromise).”

Also involved in the chase were 
Officer Thomas Parsons and Hen- 
ry Cogan Jr. and firefighters from 
the rescue truck who were in- 
volved in flood work in the area. 

Officers from Woburn and 
Stoneham also assisted in the 
chase.

would not welcome extra respon- 
sibility. it felt ns the elected body, 
it was the appropriate authority. 

“We are presently negotiating 
w (tjh all employees, ithrqreforo 
we establish a policy (for person- 
nel) administered by other 
groups.” 

Speaking to the contention that 
the valuable services of the men 
on other boards would be lost, 
Mr. Doucette said he did not look 
for this to happen under DPW — 
that they would be used in an 
advisory capacity. 

“The savings are hard to pin- 
point,” ho said, “but it stands to 
reason (that they would be ef- 
fected.)” 

Park Is First Opposition 

Relatively new Park Commis- 
sioner Bruce Hanes, making his 
first presentation before Town 
Meeting, drew the first hand of 
the evening. The next four op- 
position speakers were greeted 
similarly, giving indications of 
the anti-DP W vote outcome. 

Mr. Hanes opened by challeng- 
ing the governmental theory of 
decentralization and giving a 
boost to the ideals of citizens 
participation. 

“A® a displaced W r esttemer” I 
do not take this for granted, he 
said, showing the Meeting a copy 
of a Wisconsin paper wondering 
if the town in question should 
try the Town Meeting system. 

His opposition singled out loss 
of local talent, of “the good co- 
operation which now exists,” and 
the lack of factual evidence of 
savings. 

My only observation about co- 
operation, he went on, “is that 
it cannot be bought. If it doesn’t 
exist now, it will not exist under 
a DPW commissioner.” 

He then stated belief that 
DPW would cost the Town more 
“first for a commissioner, then 
office space, then a secretary, 
then an assistant commission- 
er. . .” 

He pointed to the still quali- 
fied economies of the Town’s com- 
puter program as examples of the 
unknowns in “new ventures.” 

Cemetery Next 

Chairman Ralph Hatch of the 
Cemetery Commission pointed to 
his own 49 years of banking in 
Winchester center and as many 
of civic participation as back- 
ground for his beliefs. 

He reviewed the history of the 
contributions of the early deve- 
loping Water, Park and Ceme- 
tery Boards. 

Sbating the need for a close 
intenst of administrators, he said 
that “very few takers” from ithe 
Finance Committee and Select- 
men had ever responded to the 
Commission’s invitation to take 
a walk through Wildwood and 
see what is going on. 

He then told the story of /the 
Public Works Council, initiated 
in the warrant of the 1947 Town 
Meeting. It had met, he said, 
often since then, up until 1958. 
(In 1952 it had met monthly.) 
Since 1958 it had not recorded a 
single meeting. 

He looked to the need 1 for per- 
sonalized attention to Cemetery 
business. He defended the depart- 
ments contribution to the snow 
and ice effort. 

Mr. Phillips For Water 

Ernest Phillips, present bead of 
the Water and Sewer Board, fol- 
lowed Mr. Hatch in opposition to 
the motion. 

“We (the Water Board) will 
be 100 years old in three years, 
if we survive,” he told the Meet- 
ing, looking back to the mean- 
ingful separate history of the de- 
partments 

He then talked of the Public 
Works Council with its past and 
future potential of service in the 
interest of coordination. 

“It met before Town Meeting. 
It will meet after,” he stated. 

“They say that 10% savings 
(will accrue), but that no one will 
be let go,” he wondered. Then he 
looked ahead to a Boaid of Se- 
lectmen which might not be as 
qualified as the present to ad- 
minister a DPW. 

More Opposition 

Kingman Cass, Selectman Ed- 
mund Williams, Robert Winn, Jo- 
seph Tansey and Kendall Spencer 
added words of opposition in 
order. 

Mr. Cass, who went on record 
Id favor of central purchasing 
wondered what would happen to 
someone calling for Cemetery 
service when 'they were told “all 
the crews are busy fixing up 
Manchester Field for a ball 
game,” or “are laying pipe to- 
day.” 

Mr. Williams, first compliment- 
ing the Government Study Com- 
mittee’s report, challenged its 
lack of enough information for 
u decision, relative to a DPW’s 
‘'true cost,” and what is involved. 
He sejm rated these things from a 
central purchasing advantage, 
however. 

M/r. Winn noted the Town’s 
clean streets and good play- 
grounds and then questioned re- 
pouted Lack of cooperation relative 
to snow work. He concluded by 
pointing to the probable expense 
“of a commissioner at, say, $15 
to $16,000, then an assistant...” 

Mr. Tansey chided the Select- 


men's part in a DPW, "If tshe 
poor Selectmen were overworked 
before, then they may be looking 
for ulxnit $1,000 each if they do 
this jol 

To some undertone muttering of 
disagreement, he talked of the 
“maximum cooperation in this 
town” and “no inefficiency in the 
Town at all.” 

Mr. Spencer, “torn because co- 
ordination does mean economy,” 
agreed with Mr. Tansey about the 
“very good” work of the depart- 
ments and their boards, hut felt 
that the motion "should be voted 
down tonight, and that the Gov- 
ernment Committee should come 
back with more information at a 
later time.” 

Committeeman Hicks 

Former Selectmen’s Chnimvan 
Edward Hicks rose to the defense 
of the Study Committee’s DPW 
concept. 

"One of the delightful fallouts 
of getting a report in on time,” 
ho opened, is that it gives good op- 
position a chance (to develop).” 

He complimented the speakers, 
but didn’t agree. 

“The Board of Selectmen are in 
the baUgume now,” he said, aver- 
ring that persons with grievances 
relating bo all departments al- 
ready come to them. 

He related the “slowly dimi- 
nishing" participation in govern- 
ment and noted that of five posi- 
tions open on the departmental 
boards in question, there was no 
contest for office ait all in 1969. 

“I must stress that Town Gov- 
ernment is changing, dollars are 
getting bigger.” he said, gather- 
ing force .to his speech. 

On cooperation, he felt that in- 
creasing complexity of today’s 
problems was jeopardizing its 
achievement. 

A Public Works Council, ihe 
said mdt only once a year and 
had “no agenda, voluntary attend- 
ance.” Neither does it have 
authority, he contended. 

The only immediate expense 
would be thait of the director, he 
went on, saying that savings in 
employees’ salaries, although 
hard to be exact about now, 
would become important. 

He ended by calling attention 
to the high cost temporary help 
and the current $80,000 in over- 
time. “We must economize now,” 
he said. 

Cons and Pros 

George Redding rose to 
straighten out the implied history 
of the Public Works Council, say- 
ing that it met every month in 
1958, when he wais Selectmen’s 
chairman. 

. John Bradley asked had the 
' Study group considered abolish- 
ing departments and contracting 
most of the Town’s work. Another 
questioner considered DPW to 
offer greater efficiency but “not 
a cent of savings.” 

James Cullen took (time to com- 
pliment the skill and loyalty of 
the Town's work force. He urged 
a “no” vote. 

Government Study member 
Davrid Ashton reviewed points in 
the argument for DPW and added 
some, including .'thait he felt losses 
up to $600,000 could be involved 
in purchases not put out to bid, 
and that no departmental salary 
involved would be “negotiated 
down.” 

Earle Littleton was the last 
speaker, arguing the broader 
point (that “history has shown us 
thait centralizing government just 
hasn't paid off,” that, in fact, 
it has proved more expensive. 

“People are asking bo be heard, 
...asking to have a part... let’s 
let (them) have a voice in govern- 
ment.” 

The count of the standing vote 
on the DPW was 64 in favor, 118 
against. The Meeting adjourned 
for recess. 

Town Hall Questioned 

First vote thereafter was that 
to postpone the next session of 
Town Meeting to Monday, April 
7, due to Holy Thursday. 

Article 10, the Police head- 
quarters alterations and repairs 
article, was moved indefinitely 
postponed without explanation. 

Article 11 asked $32,000 to con- 
tinue “fixing up” the Town Hall 
and to air-condition it. 

“We’re almost through,” said 
Mr. Doucette, when questioned 
by Ralph Atkinson as to how 
many more years monies would 
be asked for (this general purpose. 

“The repair work needs repair 
work already ” we are not getting 
our nioney’s worth, Mr. Littleton 
commented on the request. He 
also said that the former Town 
Offices Committee had not recom- 
mended renovation. 

Mr. Cullen asked the public 
trust in the Selectmen on this 
matter. A voice vote carried it 
affirmatively. 

Shady Walks 

Article 12 asking appropriation 
for lighting was moved indefinite- 
ly ixistpoiied by the Selectmen 
but questions brought some light- 
ening of the mood. 

“If we wait any longer on thooe 
• ■a miles we have, they’re going to 
blow up,” an Mr. licit z to his 
brother-in-law Mr. Doucette, 
after the latter had attributed 
postponement to the fact thut the 
Boston Edison had come in with 
much higher figures than they 
had previoualy put forth ($19,000 
rather thun about $6,000.) 

“Any woman who has to walk 
tiie streets in this light is in 
trouble. • ■” said Mr. start- 


ing into verbal (trouble himself. 
To n few side remarks by his 
co-Members, he continued pro- 
testing the “qua/intness” of Win- 
chester’s lighting. 

“Pull Up Socks” 

At this point Kendall Spencer 
rose to decry the lack of infor- 
mation attending the articles to 
be voted. The Town Meeting is 
char notorized by (this lack, he 
said, pointing to 18 to 35 articles 
with recommendations from the 
Finance Committee deferred. 

“We must pull up out socks,” 
he exhorted, to n largo agreeing 
hand from the membership. 

The Selectmen, Mr. Doucette 
said a few minutes later, “are in 
full agreement with (Mr. Spen- 
cer’s) premise” and he outlined 
plans to insist that future articles 
for warrants must have full in- 
formation when accepted. He was 
also applauded. 

Conservation At Lexington Line 

Article 13 asking a resolution 
to buy some Canal Street land 
was moved postponed until after 
adtion on Article 29. 

The Conservation Commission 
report was next voted approved 
and Chairman Stephen Moore 
went right after Conservation’s 
requart for $24,000 and authority 
to purchase or take by eminent 
domain the Rossetti land off 
Ridge Street adjoining the Lex- 
ington conservation land, con- 
sidered first priority by Conserva- 
tion for a start of its green belt 
and as a flood-control watershed. 

“This is familiar,” said Mr. 
Moore, it was asked last year 
alt the same price and lost by 
one vote, he reminded. 

His slides showed the divisions 
whereby the owners would retain 
six house lots and the Town take 
“swampy” backhand through 
Which runs a “high pressure” gas 
line. 

Mr. Moore reported Mr. Roset- 
tils Stated interest in disposing of 
the land but lack of clear agree- 
ment; Ihe described the request 
for eminent domain authority “to 
have a strong hand;” (the anbici- 
palfced final cost to the Town after 
State and Finieral aid of $6,600. 
Two appraisers had agreed on 
the price, he said. 

Challenges of the eminent 
domain clause came from Joseph 
Riga, Mr. Winn and from Mr. 
Cullen, who moved to amend to 
strike ft. 

Support came from the Finance 
Committee and Mr. Moore. 

A voice vote of the meeting de- 
feated the amendment. After an 
only partially answered querry 
from Mr. Bradley as to whether 
or not bhe Rosisetti’s had been 
clearly invited to speak at the 
Meeting in (their own behalf, the 
motion to authorize acquisition 
was passed firmly, 140 to 18. 

The Commission then indefinite- 
ly postponed 'its next two articles, 
16 and 17. 

Adjournment was asked and 
voted despite a request by Mr. 
Littleton that he would like a 
“‘guarantee” from the meeting of 
reaching the Elementary School 
Building Article Monday as he 
could not be in Town for the 
next session. (B.L.P.)

Savings Bank 
Provides Service 
By Computer 

It’s a far cry nowadays, in more 
than 100 savings banks, credit 
unions, cooperative banks, libittorial 
banks and savings and loan associa- 
tions in four New England states 
from the old days when deposits 
and withdrawals were recorded on 
bankbooks by a shirt-sleeved in- 
dividual with a green eye shade, 
which he tilted up when he left 
his stool and ledger to leisurely 
serve banking needs. 

Today one bookkeeper -serves 
1,700,000 savings accounts and 
about 250,000 mortgage accounts 
in over 100 cities and towns in 
Vermont, New Hampshire, Massa- 
chusets, and Connecticut — and does 
it ten times as fast and accurately. 

Today’s “bookkeeper” — a modern 
data processing computer system 
operated by Bankers Data Proces- 
sing, Inc.— does in seconds what oc- 
cupied the old-timer for minutes. 

BDP was the first institution of 
its kind to be established follow- 
ing passage in 1963 by the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature of a new law 
permitting banks to invest in cor- 
porations providing do/ta processing 
to other banks. 

The Winchester Savings Bank is 
one of the institutions which uses 
the modern system which not only 
permits faster service at tellers’ 
windows but minimizes the chance 
of errors because a record can only 
be changed in the computer system 
by the computer. 

When a teller serves a customer, 
the computer system takes an 
average time of from six to 25 
seconds to handle the transaction, 
depending on the load on the tele- 
phone lines from Winchester to the 
computer center at BDP’s head- 
quarters ait 30 Winter Street in 
Boston. 

When a teller has 'informed a 
machine at the customer’s window 
that a transaction to to be made 
and has placed the bankbook in the 


machine, the computer processing 
system does all the rest of the 
work. In less than half a minute, 
no matter how many transactions 
are going on at the same time in 
the many cities and towns, the 
computer has recorded the amount 
of bhe withdrawal or the deposit. 
It also automatical ly puts on the 
book any interest due the depositor 
since his last transaction, 
ter transactions each day are trans- 
ferred to protective vaults to take 
care of any emergency. 

Common Errors 
In Tax Reporting 

Errors in reporting medical ex- 
penses meant smaller refunds — or 
additional taxes to pay — for many 
taxpayers last year, said William 
E. Williams, District Director of 
Internal Revenue for Massachu- 
setts. 

To avoid errors on 1968 returns, 
Mr. Williams advised taxpayers to 
read the 1040 instruction booklet 
carefully before filing. 

A common error mode 'by tax- 
payers reporting medical expenses 
was in the deduction of medicine 
and drug expenses. These expenses 
should be added to /the taxpayer’s 
other medical expenses only to the 
extent they exceed 1 percent of ad- 
justed gross income. 

“Some taxpayers,” Mr. Williams 
said, “try to deduct in full their 
drug costs in excess of th/eir income 
instead of adding this excess to 
their other medical expenses, which 
are subject to a 3 percent limita- 
tion.” 

Another common error made 
last year by taxpayers involved 
the medical insurance premium de- 
duction. One -.half the cost of the 
premium paid for medical insur- 
ance, up to $150, can be listed with- 
out regurd to the 3 percent of in- 
come limitation. 

The Form 1040 instructions ex- 
plain what is and is not deductible 
and also how ithe expenses should 
be reported.

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Language 
Is Topic 
At Noonan 


Dr. Dorothea. McCarthy, profes- 
sor of psychology at Ford horn Uni- 
versity and expert in the field of 
language development in children 
addressed a Noonan School Parents 
Association meeting on March 26. 

“The beat preparation for aca- 
demic success that parents can give 
their children is a good background 
in hearing a good, fluent model of 
the mother tongue in the preschool 
years,” she said. 

“The language ants processes of 
listening, speaking, reading and 
writing must be mastered first if 
the child is itio make good academic 
progress in the content areas 
later,” she stated. 

In discussing “A Parent’s Role 
in Languge Development,” Dr. Mc- 
Carthy stressed that “language 
learning occurs most effectively in 
a situation which provides comfort, 
warmth and affection. 

“Mothers who enjoy their roles 
as mothers, who literally bathe 
their children in words and often 
sing to them usually produce the 
most verbal children.” 

“Motor skills like sitting, stand- 
ing and walking can be learned by 
the child on his own, but if he is 
to talk he must have a verbal 
model.” 

There must also be “corrective 
feedback” to improve the child’s 
early efforts at speech, she said. 


Why Not Enjoy 
Your Own Party 


In discussing speech defects, Dr. 
McCarthy noted that they should 
not be neglected in the hope that 
they will be outgrown. She men- 
tioned one dtudy in which it was 
found if kindergarten children 
could pronounce words correctly 
When imitating an adult, the pros- 
pect of spontaneous improvement 
was very good. If they sbill mis- 
pronounced the word even when 
corrected and continued to distort 
the word, professional help is in- 
dicated. 

Speech therapists now often are 
involving the families in theraputic 
programs with good results. How- 
ever, in cases of reading problems, 
Dr. McCarthy suggests that fami- 
lies leave the reading assistance to 
the schools or to tutors who are 
not emotionally involved with the 
child. 

In conclusion, Dr. McCarthy 
stressed that “the main ithing that 
parents can do is to provide a 
peaceful and serene home enviro- 
mettt which gives affection and 
emotional security for every child 
in the family, for the secure child 
is most likely to go forth and real- 
ize his full potential.”

Left Over Crow - Laced With Vinegar 


On the present School Committee two members, 
the now resigned Mrs. Walsh and Mr. Schroedcr, 
were starting Into their sixth and last years of service 
this week: two. Mrs. Dictcrich and Mrs. Mcars are 
starting their second: and two. Mr. Del Rossi and Mr. 
Lawrance are in their first month. 

On the heads of these people last Thursday night 
there descended, it appeared, all the frustration in- 
curred by Committee actions over the past 20 years 
or so. 

It was left-over crow they were asked to eat. It 
was served up laced with vinegar by former School 
Committee member and present Chairman of the 
Elementary School Board Earle Littleton. 

Mr. Littleton opened his remarks by saying he 
was in support of the Committee's position. But as 
one observer put it. "with Earle as a friend, who 
needs an enemy?” 

The Finance Committee's challenge to the School 
budget has to be called appropriate in theory. In 
particular, however, it is valid to ask whether the 
budget was attacked due to unwarranted requests, or 
due to its very largeness, which, boiled down, means 
due to the ever growing population of the school 
children whom it serves. Has the Finance Committee 
approached every other budget with the same, "it’s 
got to be cut” attitude? Information at hand leads 
one to question. Still, Finance did its job well and 
presented its request in a fair and cooperating man- 
ner. 

One presumes that the outcome would have been 
the same with or without what has to be called Mr. 
Littleton’s attack. A large number of Meeting Mem- 
bers did not care enough about the details to attend 
the School Budget hearings. But a large number- 
even though well cognizant that legally their vote 
was meaningless— wanted the cut anyway and were 
not to be denied. 

What Mr. Littleton did was first to lump the 
School Committee together in a batch and designate 
them as “they.” “They have been telling us. . .they 
come down here.” This separated them out from the 
rest of the citizens— this neatly tied them together as 
the villians. He then poured on the kerosene— METCO 
(it was just a few months ago that you told us 
that it would be no trouble at all to fit in some 25 
outsiders) and the new High School (first you come 
and ask for a 10 million dollar high school) . He some- 
how made it appear that they were trying to fool the 
public on population projections. He lambasted them 


for asking for three more high school level teachers 
when "you tell us it is so overcrowded.’’ He implied 
some kind of hanky-panky on their part because 
they were using the fact of the closing of Mary cl iff 
and Austin Prep as arguments for more personnel 
(it presently looks like 20 from Marycliff. a possible 
20 from Austin Prep) and because the complete lists 
of towns to whidi we compare ourselves did not 
appear on every statistical chart the admiiiistration 
used. 

Most unfair of all was the accusation that the 
Committee had not kept communication with the 
taxpayers. This Committee, and most particularly 
the Town’s hard-working new superintendent, Dr. 
Klemer. has made every possible effort to discuss its 
budget with citizens who don’t seem to want to 
hear about it. 

Much of the anti-Schools feelings that Mr. Little- 
ton ignited has good basis. Prior high handedness 
(we can recall one chairman telling the Meeting that 
it didn't matter what they thought about the budget) 
has built this. In the METCO discussions many 
thought the Committee simply wasn’t interested in 
what they felt— members did not work equally hard 
to keep this from being so. But this doesti’t excuse 
Mr. Littleton, himself a university dean, for the in- 
nuendo and for the vitriol. 

And because of the high feelings, completely lost 
in the shuffle are die previously reasoned issues of 
reductions in personnel and equipment In the School 
budget. 

Does the Town fully understand that the recom- 
mended $50,000 cut in personnel recommended by 
the Finance Committee will eliminate teachers neces- 
sary to accommodate the known increase of 38 WHS 
students, on top of which are now expected those 
from Marycliff and Austin Prep? 

Does it know how truly undermanned is the 
elementary school guidance program and that the 
cut will eliminate desperately needed persons to 
“identify and treat children whose problems, if allow- 
ed to persist to higher grades, will interfere with their 
potential for learning, causing. . .more cost in cura- 
tive measures to the Town.” 

The School Committee has presented what it con- 
siders a no-fat budget. Its chairman has resigned 
because she thinks cutting it further will seriously 
impair the quality of the system. Upon the Finance 
Committee there now rests a very serious responsi- 
bility. 


DPW: Down The Drain For 1969 


For 1969 the Department of Public Works concept 
in Winchester has been sent down the Water and 
Sewer Board drain, parked by the Park Department 
and neatly buried in Wildwood Cemetery by the 
Cemetery Commission. 

Chairman Robert Armstrong and members Edward 
Hicks and David Ashton of the Town Government 
Study Committee are to be thanked for fine presenta- 
tions on Monday night in favor of a Winchester 
Dl’W. So are their committee cohorts. 

Bruce Hanes, new to the Park Department Com- 
mission, and Chairman Ernest Phillips of the Water 
and Sewer and Ralph Hatdi of Cemetery are equally 
to be congratulated. 

The subject was loaded; but no one touched it 
off. The issue was joined vigorously with fact and 
theory. The Town is richer for the exchange. It 
should also gain some immediate steps toward co- 
ordination and economy from the presentation and 
discussion. It may yet come to a DPW. Not in 1969. 

The aggregate budgets of the four largest de- 
partments was $1,325,500 for 1968. Employees 
salaries constitute 69% of the cost of these services 
and are rising each year. Overtime for the depart-

Can die taxpayers, the Town’s stockholders as 
they have been called, not expect some well-directed, 
purposeful action led by the Commissioners of Park, 
Water and Sewer and Cemetery, acting together with 
the Selectmen or their representative? They can and 
should. 

It is reassuring to know the Council is meeting 
again. Reports to the Town of results achieved will 
be welcome.

Who Live Elsewhere. Take B&M Here Your editorial, “On As'sessing 


Editor of the Star: 

A comment should be made rela- 
tive too the pro post'd MBTA rail- 
road cxwt of $229,712 allocated to 
Winchester. 

In your editorial of March 20. 
it was stated that a new formula 
based on 75 C. Federal Census com- 
muter count and 25% on riders 
boarding express stations is now 
used. 

Most of the surrounding com- 
munities, namely Medford, Woburn. 
Lexington, Arlington, etc., have 
strictly enforced regulations pro- 
hibiting all day automobile park- 
ing in the town streets near the 
transportation terminals. 

However, Winchester has will- 
ingly land readily accepter! the in- 
flux of out of town all day car 
parkers — «is witness Radon Street 
at Wed gem ore station where the 
“No Parking” signs were removed 
last year. 

This action resulbed in a former 
lovely residential area becoming 
a parking lot with resulting traf- 
fic problems, hazardous conditions 
to children using Ginn Field, and 
reduced property values. 

A survey I conducted last year 
of Bacon Street parkers in a two 
day period disclosed only 28% of 
the cars wore registered to Win- 
chester residents. Most cars belong- 
ed to out of town residents with

On September 9, 1968, a petition 
was presented to the Board of Se- 
lectmen. This petition represented 
the residents of Cross, East, Hol- 
ton Streets and Adams Road area 
requesting that some positive 
action be taken to curtail the un- 
usually heavy flow of traffic on 
these streets. 

The Board of Selectmen appear- 
ed to take immediate action by 
having a traffic counit on a single 
day recorded. On one day alone 
Holton Street was traveled by 
1,162 automobiles and 233 trucks. 
This fact may be astonishing to 
all but those who live in the area. 
These figures alone should have 
been sufficient to arouse any official 
sincerely interested in public safe- 
ty, to say nothing of private in- 
convenience. 

Yet this traffic count was tfhe 
first and only rtep taken. Apparent- 
ly, it was to be sufficient in solving 
the anger of the residents. N’othmg, 
absoultely nothing more has been 
done. 

Must the voice of the people be 
stifled by big business, and most 
of these big business firms pay 
taxes to Woburn. 

Where do we go from here? 
Whom do we contact? Where can 
Winchester taxpayers find anyone 
interested enough to bring about 
some action.

BOOK REVIEW

THE CHILDREN 


by Jan da Hartog 


The subtitle of Mr. de Hartog’s book is “A^ per- 
sonal record for the use of adoptive parents,” and 
while this is a wonderful book for any parents, nat- 
ural or adoptive, to read, the children discussed are 
in this caso two Korean orphan girls. The de Har- 
togs had already launched four of their own natural 
children into the world, and were in middle life when 
they adopted their two small Asinn daughters, one 
five and one three years of age. However, at least 
one of the common sense comments seems to be appro- 
priate to all children the world over. 

“Every child is naughty at times, every child gives 
its parents insomnia, indigestion and periods of 
bewilderment during which they will sit on. the 
sofa, hand in hand and close together, in stunned 
incredulity that someone so small, whom they 
love so much, could have done such a malicious, 
outrageous, utterly incomprehensible thing — 
The question that sums up these situations is 
‘Why?’ — Now here is one area, at last, where 
the adopted parents of Asian children have a 
distinct advantage; they can answer the ques- 
tion ‘Why?’ with the words, ‘Never mind, dear, 
he is testing again . . . ’ ” 

The best way of dealing with our children’s test- 
ing is to respond, without reticence, with the 
reaction that comes naturally to us . . . We 
concluded that if our children were testing we 
should give them some reliable results, and that 
what they were really testing was not the def>th 
of our love but the limits of our endurance . . . 
Some people get mad at whines, others at noise, 
others again at tattletales; the child has a right 
to know in which class you belong . . . The se- 
curity he wants most ... is to know exactly 
how far he can go before blast-off ; the sooner you 
oblige him by this information, the sooner you 
will treat him the way he wants to be treated . . . 
The advice above, however appropriate it may be 
to children, everywhere, comes in the middle of Mr. 
de Hartog’s book. First there came the difficult 
period of adjustment by both parties. He writes 
with sensitivity of his own panic when the children 
first came. His wife, Marjorie, was ill at the time 
and was, indeed, forced to undergo a major operation 
shortly thereafter. Three women, the director of the 
adoption, agency, a fellow social worker and a friend 
delivered the older child one evening, and knowing 
that Mrs. de Hartog was ill, they stayed to cook sup- 
per. They sent him to get eggs and milk at a deli- 
catessen, a mile or so down the road. 

“Suddenly, as I stood there in the darkness fumb- 
ling for my car keys, my knees gave way. I lean- 
ed against the wall, overwhelmed by a sudden 
wave of despair that made me cover my face 
with my hands ... I took the car out and drove 
to the delicatessen; I roamed along the counters 
feeling old and hysterical, utterly unsuitable to 
be anybody’s father, let alone an Asian child’s 
... I wound my way back to the house after 
a long detour that I had never taken before, a 
, pathetic last effort to stay the execution.” 

He records the strained evening that followed. 
Next morning he got up early to make his wife a cup 
of tea before she rose, as had always been his custom. 
“I got out of bed, opened the door to the landing 
quitely, so as not to wake up the sleeping child 
in the room oppo site, and suddenly there she 
was: sitting at the top of the stairs in her pa- 
jamas, an image of loneliness ... I touched her. 
cheek and felt it stone-cold; she must have been 
sitting there for hours ... I lifted up her stolid 
little body and held it against me and carried 
her into our bedroom; she was so cold that I 
woke up Marjorie. ‘Sorry, dear,’ I said, ‘I’ll 
bring your tea in a moment, but here . . . May- 
be you can warm her first’ . . . When I turned 
round in the doorway and saw the small dark 
patch of hair on Marjorie’s shoulder, I knew 
that something had been settled ... I carried 
the tray upstairs, put it down on the bedside ta- 
ble, opened the curtains and said, ‘Good morn- 
ing, girls.’ The plural came naturally; it has 
been so ever since.” 

The family pets had to adjust to the new arrivals, 
also. There is a hilarious account of Mr. de Hartog’s 
first evening alone with the two girls, when his wife 
was in the hospital. The dogs chose that particular 
time to tangle with a skunk! 

While these were Korean orphans, Mr. de Hartog 
also had occasion to visit Vietnam to trace sixty or- 
phans under the age of three, allotted to his Quaker 
organization by the Vietnamese government after 
families in the United States had been found pre- 
pared to adopt them. He comments on the state of 
the babies kept in the Vietnamese orphanages where 
they are seldom picked up and received little or no 
physical or mental stimulation and love. Mr. de 
Hartog says 

“I saw, during the rest of that visit, two infants 
die of no apparent cause but emotional neglect. 
Every nurse who deals with babies knows that 
unless children receive a certain amount of sheer 
physical loving care they will, at a given mo- 
ment, turn their faces to the wall and die, as if 
by choice.” 

This is a fine book — please read it.

aboult 98 bo 99 % of its budget. 

Breakinp down the Finance 
Committee reduction request he 
said red notions included askrinp 
the Schools have $55,250 less for 
additional personnel (or cut five 
and seven -tenths teachers); that 
they reduce by $10,000 their re- 
quest for instructional materials; 
and by $10,000 itheir maintenance 
budget. 

“We do not .think we have ruin- 
ed the educational .program for 
the town. . .O.K., that’s what 
we’re here for — to debate.” 

A spontaneous hand sent 'Mr. 
H easier .to bis sent ats be conclud- 
ed noting 'he was happy to turn 
the meeting over Ito ihis “good 
frieml and member of the School 
Committee.” 

The moderator here stated the 
miction 'before the meetinp to be 
the Finance Committee’s amend- 
ment; that the School Committee 
would therefore speak on a sub- 
stitute motion to amend this. 

(Subsequent to the Meetinp, 
persons in both sides of the ar- 
gument have challenged this pro- 
cedure: that the Schools were 
not allowed to present their bud- 
pet, with ithe burden of contest 
put upon the Finance Committee, 
instead of the other way around.) 

Down $300,000 Already 

School Committee Chairman 
Mrs. Barbara Walsh opened stat- 


ing her group had already re- 
duced the present budpet by $300,- 
000; hut it remains $94,360 over 
that wished by Finance. . 

“Aw your representatives charg- 
ed with the responsibility (of the 
schools) we feel that further cuts 
wduld lower the quality... We 
have ibried to be fair to both tax- 
payer and the children of the 
Town.” 

She pointed 'to 10% of the 17% 
rise in 1909 coming from salary 
rises voted in 1968, 2% from 
teaching contracts negotiated in 
1969, 5% accruing from the in- 
creased costs of equipment, ma- 
terials and ups. 

“The School Committee is 
nwn.ro that school costs this year 
are over 60% (of the budget) ; 
Lexington's is 60?; , Wellesley’s 
65'/ oind Needham's 56%, ” she 
said, pointing to those even high- 
er. 

It has voted a budget it be- 
iliorvas necessary (to keep its 
standards) she said, pointing to 
the importance of good schools 
in maintaining real estate values. 

Turning the School presenta- 
tion over to Superintendent Dr. 
Donald A. Klemer, Mrs. Walsh 
quoted him Ithat “good schools 
don’t sba.v good by themselves. 
They stay good because of the 
continuous efforts of your staff, 
your school committee — and your 
desire to keep them good.” 

Administrators 

Dr. Klemer and Assistant Su- 
perintendent William F. Clark 
next took over for a slide presen- 
tation of about 20 minutes on the 
sahool budget, a presentation they 
have been presenting a* meetings 
over /the past three weeks. 

“The quality (of the schools) 
depends on you, the stockholders 
of /the system,” said the superin- 
tendent. 

Dr. Klemer told of the budget- 
making procedure in which teach- 
ers report to principals who re- 
port to him and then it reverses 
until he brings assessed and o.k.’d 


requests l>efore the Committee 

For instance, he sa>id, the High 
Sohool bad asked for six addition- 
al teachers. The School Commit- 
tee was asking for .three 

Tiater on personnel again, the 
superintendent noted that re- 
questts for addibionail personnel 
this year included that for ithree 
guidance counselors. “We now 
have one person for 1500 elemen- 
tary school children,” he said, 
using a dramatic overhead-slide 
projection depiction of the prob- 
lem. “Our request would give us 
one for every 400.” 

“We would like to add one 
physical education .teacher and 
one each for music and art in- 
struction,” he said, showing 
graphs which put Winchester at 
a considerable inter-town disad- 
vantage in this area a/190. 

Tax Base Is Problem 

Winchester presently has a 
good school system and tttoa/t he 
would like to keep Jt that way, 
the superintendent concluded. 

“In Massachusetts our problem 
is our inadequate base for (tax) 
.support of public schools,” he 
re pool ted from other .talks on bhe 
budget subject. 

In his talk ('the /two alternated 
in using the .slides) Mr. Clark 
gave Ithe budget breakdown as 
72.2% for professional salaries; 
11.1% for non-mstructional sal- 
aries; 5.5% instructional expen- 
ses; 4.8% other expenses; 2.7 % 
maintenance; 2.0% transporta- 
tion and 1.7% capital outlay. 

He looked ahead at school pop- 
ulation imojections, noting that 
Marycliff’s closing would bring 
a probable 20 more into WHS 
and 32 into the junior highs. He 
spoke of the unknown factor of 
Austrin Preparatory School’s re- 
cent closing announcement. 

In talking of maintenance, Mr. 
Clark said the money requests had 
been mode on the basis of the 
formula of 1% valuation needed 
for proper maintenance, and he 
outlined other needs — planned 
over a five year period — Ito bring 
the older schools up to par. 

He also spoke among other 
thipgS, of the administration's 
desire /bo equip with automatic 
fire alarms those schools which 
do not have them. 

Support Differs 

In quick succession after the 
administration presentation, six 
speakers came to the front to 
support the full school budget: 

— Loring Thompson, chairman 
of the Citizens Advisory Commit- 
itee on Secondary School-College 
Relationships urged 'its adoption 
.as necessary .to maintaining over- 
all quality; 

— Mrs. Mary G nasty asked re- 
tention of the added personnel in 
the music area, citing two and 
one-.half teachers to 3,000 stu- 
dents as inadequate; 

— .Mrs. Mary Pronski, reiterat- 
ing that some of the extra per- 
sonnel asked is solely to equalize 
things between Lynch and Mc- 
Call, gave language statistics to 
back up her point. At McOaLl, 
55% of the students are enrolled 
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in language courses, at Lynch, 
70; in MeOnll’ls 7th grade of 207, 
106 are permitted to enroll in 
language courses, in, Lynch’s of 
209, 118; in the eighth grade at 
McCall of 108, 97 are enrolled, of 
Lynch's 212, 138; and in the ninth 
grade of 201 at McCall, US are 
in language, of 217 ait Lynch, 131; 

— Mrs. Catherine Fallon asked 
for guidance counselors, noting 
Winchester would still be well 
below the national norm even with 
the personnel requested and that 
early guidance is “much like pre- 
ventive medicine” and that it 
is important that it be done early, 
not at the high school level; 

Mrs. Elizabeth McDonough, 
identifying herself as president of 
the McCall JHS parents’ group 
ami a part-time teacher, spoke 
for the instructional materials 
budget stating the “point is not 
to make the job easier for the 
teacher, the point is to make 
teaching more effective;” 

— and William Speers, speaking 
as a member of the advisory coun- 
cil for learning disabilities, point- 
ed up the importance of the per- 
sonnel for much-needed and effec- 
tive teaching of the underachiev- 
ing. 

Fin Com Position 

After a short recess Raymond 
Kenney, Finance Committee sub- 
chairman. for schools, went to 
work for this group. 

He, too, spoke of the good feel- 
ing that had prevailed during ne- 
gotiations. “We just want a cut,” 
he said. 

He pointed up the effects of col- 
lective bargaining and the fact 
that this year’s budget reflects on- 
ly one-third of salary raises. 

In general the Finance Commit- 
tee cannot suggest specifics where 
the cuts should be made, he said; 
but then went on to talk of the 
guidance area in personnel; the 
rising budget item of books; the 
request for calculators and ’ the 
$18,000 rise in maintenance. He 
also suggested deleting the fire 
alarms. 

“If we just pause and look 
where we are going, the time will 
not be spent in vain,” he conclud- 
ed. 

Mr. Hessler added what he call- 
ed a key issue of “new programs.” 

“If you think you can afford it, 
buy it; if not, don’t,” said he. 

Mr. Littleton Attacks 

Mr. Littleton opened his attack 
on the School Committee by say- 
ing he would support the School 
budget. “They are elected as our 
representatives ...” 

He then built his strong attack 
against its members, beginning by 
telling them they had not kept 
communications open with the 
taxpayers, had never reported to 
them. 

“What is so holy about 25 peo- 
ple in a class?” went on the dean 
of the Tufts Engineering School, 
challenging the need for more 
teachers. 

“You have been telling us how 
overcrowded you are,” he said, 
“then you come down here and ask 
for three more teachers in the 
High School. 

“Just a little while ago you 
were telling us how easy it would 
be to fit some 25 pupils into the 
schools (a reference to METCO). 
Now we are hearing about the 
closing of Marycliff and Austin 
Prep,” he continued. 

“’My last blow is a blow below 
the belt,” said the chairman of the 
Elementary School Building Com- 
mittee, as he concluded by figur- 
ing the yearly costs of running 
the schools to equal $26,000 a day 
and then berated the Committee 
for asking the State to allow it to 
give up two days in the year’s 
schedule — or waste $52,000. 

Reduction Asked 

Mr. Doucette rose to say the po- 
sition of the Selectmen is that of 
“encouraging the School Commit- 
tee to agree to the reduction.” 

George Barbara asked if it 


"stands to reason that a reduction 

this amount will ruin the school 
system of Winchester?” 

Herbert Lord, after an abortive 
attempt to go after the Board of 
Selectmen on a police car matter 
(rut off by a point of order) re- 
ferred to teaching master’s de- 
grees ns “bonuses;” to the inabil- 
ity of students to read, write and 
Tell “in spite of all the gadgets” 
without which “Lincoln did pretty 
well.” 

He next made a motion to re- 
commit the School budget to the 
(“holier that thou”) School Com- 
mittee. 

Berkley Backs Committee 

Just-off-the-School Committee 
Lawrence Beckley came forward 

next 

“Those accusations are unwar- 
ranted and untrue,” he said of the 
statements the 1969 School Com- 
mittee had “no communication 
with the taxpayers.” He went on 
to review the announced and pub- 
lished hearing on the budget, 
which had been attended by only 
35 Town Meeting Members. “How 
else can we communicate?” he ask- 
ed. 

Noting his six years on the 
School Committee he said he felt 
it had clearly “taken the fat out” 
of its budget. “I think some of tha 
meat has been taken out,” he went 
on, averring that the costs that 
“we are asking you to bear are 
worth the effort.” 

New School Committeeman 
Paul Del Rossi made a short plea 
for keeping the attention on “con- 
cern for the kids.” 

After a strong “no” voice vote 
to recommit the budget, the Meet- 
ing had a standing 102 to 62 vote 
against the School Committee’s 
motion for its original budget. 

On The Table 

A motion by the School Commit- 
tee asking budget item 6100 be 
laid on the table was presented 
next, with the Moderator remind- 
ing this meant it must be acted 
on before the final adjournment 
of the 1969 session. 

Robert Danley asked for clar- 
ificant of the situation on the cuts, 
should the $100,000 reduction (or 
Fin Com amendment) go through, 
noting he felt the elementary 
school guidance personnel (in the 
personnel sategory) more impor- 
tant than painting the Manchester 
Field bleachers (in equipment). 

Mr. Kenney answered that cuts 
would be made within the three 
major categories but not inter- 
changing monies from one to the 
other. 

Mr. Speers pled with members 
not to “lock them (the School 
Committee) into this situation.” 

Chairman Mrs. Walsh, against 
f mumblings of discontent, then 
asked that the Meeting allow them 
to salvage “at least a part of the 
program.” 

Mr. Hessler supported the 
School Committee motion. 

A standing vote of 131 to 22 
laid the budget on the table, dic- 
tating further talks between the 
Finance and School Committees.

He was at the same time voted 
chairman of the Harvard Medical 
School’s department of surgery. 
In. both capacities he succeeds Dr. 
Oliver Cope. 

Four MGH Heads Here 

Dr. Austen’s appointment 
brings to four the Winchester 
physicians who head medical de- 
partments in the world-renowned 
MGH. 

Dr. Howard Ulfeldcr of 15 Shef- 
field Road has been head of gyno- 
cology for several years and Dr. 
Lawrence Robbins of 98 Cam- 
bridge Street bead of radiology. 
Dr. Alexander Leaf of 1 Curtis 
Circle was appointed over a year , 
ago as head of medicine. 

Dr. Austen, who has been chief 
of the surgical cardiovascular re- 
search unit at the MGH since 
1963, was at the time of his ap- 
pointment the second youngest 
man ever named to that position. 

A Boston Globe story by Carl 
M. Cobb reports that high on his 
priority list “are efforts to 
strengthen the programs in can- 
cer, pediatric surgery, plastic 
surgery and a greater involve- 
ment by the department of sur- 
gery in the hospital’s community 
and out-patient activities.” 

He is also reported planning to 
perform two open heart operations 
a week (a one-third reduction in 
his present schedule) “to main- 
tain his skili as a technical sur- 
geon.” 

The Winchester physician re- 
ceived his B.S. from M.I.T. in 1951 
and his M.D. from Harvard Med- 
ical School in 1955. His original 
desire to become an engineer shift- 
ed in the direction of medicine 
while he was a student at M.I.T. 
because, he says, he thought it 
would be “more fun to help people 
than to build bigger and faster 
planes.” 

From July 1955 to July 1956, he 
interned at the MGH and in his 
“spare time” built a heart-lung 
machine, parts for which he made 
himself on a lathe. The next few 
years were spent as a resident in 
surgery at the MGH, in study and 
service at two British hospitals 
and at the National Heart Insti- 
tute in Bethesda, Md. 

In 1963, he was named a Markle 
Scholar in academic medicine. Dr. 
Austen was the first surgeon ever 
nominated by Harvard for this 
honor. 

In 1965, he was named associate 
professor of surgery at Harvard, 
and the following year, at the age 
of 36, he was appointed to a full 
professorship. 

The doctor, equally highly re- 
garded as a teacher and research- 
er, is a member of a number of 
academic and scientific organiza- 
tions, in many of which he 
hold's office. He is also on the edi- 
torial boards of several scientific 
journals, and he contributes liter- 
ally dozens of articles, reporting 
advances in his laboratories, to 
the medical press each year.

Talk On TV 
By Columnist 

Children watch television an av- 
erage of 39 hours a week, TV edi- 
tor Eleanor Roberts told the Junior 
Circle of Florence Crittenton at 
their meeting March 25 at the 
home of Mrs. Paul E. Gray. 

Miss Roberts, who has been TV 
editor of the Boston Herald-Travel- 
er for ten years, commented on the 
effects of televissed sex and vio- 
lence on children. 

We should cut down our child- 
ren’s TV time,” said Miss Roberts. 
(In private life she’s Mrs. Frank 
G. Jason of Lexington, mother of 
four children.) 

She urged parents to monitor 
their own set so children will 
watch appropriate programs. “If 
you don’t want your children to see 
a show, say ‘no’ and explain why 
they can’t see it,” says Miss Rob- 
erts. 

The whole thing is tied up 
with ratings and violence,” said 
Miss Roberts. “Violence has earn- 
ed the greatest profits over the 
years, so that’s what the networks 
show.” 

“Parents complain at the sadism 
of Saturday morning (cartoons,” 
says Miss Roberts. “The ratings 
have been dropping, and the net- 
works say thay’re offering better 
children’s programs next fall.” 

Miss Roberta said that children 
in Winchester are probably less 
affected by TV violence and sex 
than those from less affluent areas 
where children may have less 
supervision about what they watch. 

What can you do if you dis- 
approve of TV fare? Miss Roberts 
suggested writing to the president 
of the company sponsoring the 
show, rather than to the network.

To Africa 

The only English known by 
groups -of small African children 
in Rhodesia, ‘ Malawi and other 
African countries is, “We’re Num- 
ber One!” 

This was the cultural contribu- 
tion made by Jack and Gertrude 
Finley ito 11 African countries 
south of the Sahara where they 
spent nine weeks and travelled 16, 
500 miles by plane, car, landrover, 
boat and foot, although they did 
miss an ostrich ride because Mrs. 
Finley chickened ouit. 

Mrs. Finley, a 1936 graduate of 
Winchester High School, is the 
former Gertrude Aitchisor.. daugh- 
ter of Mrs. John P. Aitchison of 
226 Washington Street. 

The ttrtp wins the climax of sev- 
eral years of planning and study- 
ing geographic, economic and social 
histories of developing — Africa; 
consequently, the Finleys planned 
their itinerary to include seeing 
the source of the Nile at Murchison 
Falls, Uganda; the narrowest spot 
in the Great Rift at Victoria Falls; 
the ruins at Zimbabawe, and also 
native villages and schools ; tobac- 
tea, coffee, fruit and cattle 
farms. 

Colorful diplomatic events such 
as 'being allowed to fly with the 
President of the Ivory Coast and 
his cabinet on ithe trip to Ghana; 
celebrating in Bomi Hills, Liberia, 
on 'the day it achieved the status 
of (territory; and spending three 
hours alt Nairobi airport watching 
His Excellency, Jomo Kenyatta, 
stage a 'State farewell for the Presi- 
dent of Somalia are exciting recol- 
lections. 

Among their most poignant 
memories are the talks with the 
IHJoples of Africa, both native and

The Finlays remember not only

five-gauge galvanized steel 
tunnel threaded with a steel 
beam. The ends of the beam 
will then be threaded with 
chain, and a huge crane will 
hoist the tunnel into place. 

Men will have worked 
through the night since the 
Friday go signal to excavate 
the bed for the tunnel, and to 
lay a gravel bed. 

After the steel monster is 
put in place, there will com- 
mence the important job of 
back-filling and tapping to 
firm the embankment back 
around it.

$127,000 Voted For Land,

On its second go-round, the School budget sailed through the 
Town Meeting Monday night without a whisper of opposition.

The Monday fifth session went right into a long, meaty dis- 
cussion of Elementary School Building Committee land-taking appro- 
priations. 

It heard Chairman Earle Littleton present requests for parcels 
of land in the Washington, Wyman, and Vinson-Owen School areas 
;|iul defer his request for those in the Mystic area. 

Washington and Wyman takings were indefinitely posponed. The 
Meeting voted $127,000 to take those adjacent to in the Vinson-Owen 
and SI 0,000 for architect’s studies to be made toward Mystic School 
renovations, the first priority on the ESBC schedule. 

The sixth sessidn opens tonight at 7:45 p.m. with Members hold- 
ing high hopes of adjournment for the year. WHSR-FM (91.9 meg.) 
will again carry the Meeting in full.

Moderator Chadwick got a sec-

Schools Announce Booster Program 
As Part Of 1969 Summer Academics 


A two-phase summer elemen- 
ibary school program, to include 
both a laboratory school design- 
ed for curriculum enrichment and 
a learning disabilities school, will 
be presented this summer by the 
Winchester School Department in 
conjunction with Lesley College, 
Cambridge. 

The six-week program, to be 
held at the Vinson-Owen Sehool, 
will be staffed by selected Win- 
chester teachers, members of the 
Lesley College faculty and 27 
students enrolled in the Lesley 
graduate program. 

According to an announcement 
from the School Department, the 
laboratory sehool will emphasize 
curriculum enrichment rather 
than remedial instruction. The in- 
dividual needs of the child will 
he stressed. 

Course offerings in 'the labora- 
tory school will include mathema- 
tics, reading, science, social stu- 
dies, art, music and writing skills. 


The laboratory school will aim 
to strengthen students’ minor 
weaknesses in these areas and 
also to offer further development 
in them. 

Daily Tutoring 

Children with dagwosed learn- 
ing disability will be given daily 
individual tutoring in the learn- 
ing disabilities program. 

Daily clusses in art, music and 
physical education designed to 
develop the child in areas of audi- 
tory, visual perception, motor co- 
ordination and rhythm also will 
be held. 

Registration in /the learning 
disabilities program will be limit- 
ed to 45 students identified ac- 
cording to Massachusetts State 
Department of Special Education 
standards. 

Classes in both phases of the 
program will he held from 8 a.m. 
to 12 noon, Monday through Fri- 
day, July 1 to August 8. 

Registration in the laboratory 


school will be limited to 180 
pupils. 

Tuition fee in both programs, 
which are designed for students 
in grades one through six, is $15 
for residents and $30 for non- 
residents. Preference will be 
given ito Winchester children, in 
both public and parochial schools. 

Since the location at the Vin r 
son-Owen School may cause some 
transportation problems, a bus 
service from the parking area of 
the Senior High School ,to the 
school, leaving between 7:30 and 
7:45 u.m. and returning between 
12:15 and 12:30 p.m. is planned. 
Cost for transportation would be 
approximately $15 for the six 
weeks. 

According to the School De- 
partment, Vinson-Owen was se- 
lected for its location wibh woods, 
a large outdoor playing area and 
proximity to Smith Pond where 
a special conservation and nature 
trails program is planned by the 
Winchester Trails Association 
for inclusion in the summer school 
curriculum. 




School Building Moved To Front

Arthur Hewis appeared before 
the School Committee at its meet- 
ing early Monday evening to pro- 
test the duplicating and distribu- 
tion of the WHS “underground” 
paper “Focus.” 

According to the School ad- 
ministration he was told that the 
publication had appeared through 
an administrative misunderstand- 
ing.

Planning was for a maximum 
elementary population of 3,200 to 
3,300 pupils, she said, for kinder- 
garten through grade 6 schools, 
to have a 500 to 600 optimum ca- 
pacity for two-session days. 

“At the present time it is es- 
sential to acquire the necessary 
land,” she concluded. 

Mr. Littleton called attention to 
the fact that though the School 
Committee planned for a popula- 
tion of 3,300, subsequent studies 
have raised this expectation. 

He reminded that the present 
problems of the parochial schools 
had been foreseen by persons writ- 
ing early in the decade. 

We are asking plans flexible 
enough to be expanded to 3,500 to 
3,800 pupils, he said.

School Budget Breakdown 
Of Finance Committee Cuts 

A School Department release defines the budget cuts voted 
as follows: 

"The Winchester School Committee met with the Finance Com- 
mittee on Wednesday, April 2. following the recommendation by the 
Finance Committee to cut the School Budget by $94,304. 

“At the Town Meeting. Monday, April 7, the Budget voted re- 
flected cuts agreed upon with the Finance Committee in the amount 
of $65,400. 

• The Personal Services budget was reduced by $29,655 to $3,844, 
743. This was possible through the reduction of some of the specialists 
requested such as 1/2 speech and 1 reading specialist, l wo teacher 
aides were deleted and one clerical aide for specialists. Miscellaneous 
temporary and part time secretarial personnel were also deleted. 
Custodial services were cut also. The Committee is currently reviewing 
the allocation of funds in this total account. 

"The Committee gained the support of the Finance Committee 
for 7 1/2 classroom teachers based upon increases in enrollment both 
regular and that caused by area parochial school closings. 

"The Finance Committee recommended reduction of the equip- 
ment account in the amount of $8,112. T he School Committee reduced 
this account by $9,980 to $68,073. This was done largely by postponing 
the replacement of furniture and equipment. No pupil desks will 
be purchased and no pianos replaced. Audio-visual equipment was 
reduced thus extending a replacement plan ol seven years’ duration 
to eight years. 

"The recommendation of the Finance Committee on the Other 
Expenses account was for a reduction of $36,192. The maintenance 
of buildings was to be reduced by $10,000. This total account has 
now been reduced by $25,765 toS669,4U6. This includes reduction of 
tile amount spent for pupils’ hooks by SI per pupil. Educational 
supplies per pupil were also reduced by SI per pupil. Curriculum 
improvement funds and audio-visual supplies were also reduced. 

"T he following items of repair and maintenance of buildings and 
grounds deleted: Reseed lawns. Senior High School; Reseed lawns, 
Lynch Jr. High: Improve corridor lighting, Senior High; interior 
painting, Senior High; improve corridor and stairway lighting, Mystic; 
resurface chalkboards. Mystic: remodel women’s lavatories, Noonan; 
improve classroom lighting, Parkliurst; replace shades, auditorium, 
kindergarten, Wyman. 

“Through these actions and by vote of the Town Meeting Mem- 
bers die original School Budget of $4,671,108 was cut to $4,582,222.

Young Adults 
Form Group 

An ecumenical group of young 
adults called the “Cellar Doors” 
from the Arlington-Winchester 
area have asked, “why are people 
tearing themselves away from each 
other, the family, the community, 
the country and even the world. 
What’s it like now — where are we 
going?” and have formed a group 
to find answers. 

The “Cellar Doors” began with 
three people who had belonged to 
another young adult group which 
they felt had failed to function ef- 
fectively within the community. It 
had been basically a “social” group 
that did not serve the community. 

Father Paul Fahey of St. Eu- 
lalia’s Parish suggested the use of 
the modem technique of group 
dynamics, or a sensitivity session 
for the young people. It was de- 
cided to hold an all-night “happen- 
ing” — a marathon experience of 
examining one’s own humanity as 
it relates to oneself and bo society. 
Word went out and 41 people from 
18-35 years of age participated. 

This “happening” spawned a co- 
hesive, functioning group called /the 
“Collar Doors.” President, A1 Donan 
of Arlington, said, “We decided on 
two basic themes: 1. to develop 
our powers for meaningful inter- 
relationships and, 2. to participate 
in social action within the com- 
munity.” 

A function of the group coming 
up soon wall be a Roari ng Twenties 
Dance at St. Eulalia’s Church to 
help bridge the generation gap by 
establishing a line of communica- 
tion between age groups. The Cel- 
lar Doors got their unusual name 
from an article about language 
research with the Aborigines con- 
ducted by anthropologists. The 
Aborigines were exposed to ten 
languages and asked which was 
•the most beautiful and which words 
sounded most beautiful. French 
was chosen by them and the words 
cela d’ors.” 

As Father Fahey put it, “The 
sensitivity of the Aborigines sug- 
gests an opening from darkness to 
light. Man must start in the base- 
ment, so to speak, with his own 
humanity, before he can relate ef- 
fectively with his friends and com- 
munity. The basic foundation of 
any building is the cellar and, 
through this organization, we hope 
to build lasting inter-relationships 
with the people within the com- 
munity.” 

Membership in the “Cellar 
Doors” is completely open. Anyone 
17 years of age or older who wishes 
to join or to attend the upcoming 
functions may call Father Fahey 
at St. Eulalia’s Rectory (729-8220) 
or A1 Domain (267-9467).

Signals Over And Louder 


"Refurbishing” of die Selectmen’s room was among 
Town Hall renovations for which the Town voted 
monies last week. 

We have a suggestion. Well spent would be a few 
dollars put toward a large sign to run across one 
end of the room and to read: "Have we communicat- 
ed with the people involved?” (Perhaps the League 
of Women Voters would offer to embroider one free.) 

"Credibility gap” has a flippant sound these days. 
But it is serious business when the Town’s business 
is delayed by lack of communication as was the case 
Monday night when the Meeting properly deferred 


action on landtakings in the Wyman area because 
home owners were "learning for the first time to- 
night” what was going on. 

ft is to the Meeting’s credit that it sensed the 
difference between the dealings with a sum of home 
owners in this area and those with someone in the 
business of making profit on land, as was the case 
with the Johnson Road property. 

The omission of communication can cost money, 
as in this case, or it can lose freinds, as in that 
described in a letter today from a Cross Street resi- 
dent never informed about a simple governmental 
act. Either way it’s the Town’s loss. It should stop. 


Hot And Cool Air On The Air 


Gaining deftness as the sessions move along, the 
young men and women of the High School radio 
staff get top grades for their handling of the Town 
Meeting over student station WHSR-FM. 

They keep their cool when the fireworks start and 
add the sparkle when things drag. One hopes that 
listening are the many thousands who don’t make it 
cloven to watch tNcir representatives plan their 
Town’s future and spend their money.

Another Man’s Junk 


“One man’s junk, as they say, is another's jewel.” 

Lexington Minute-man columnist Donald Willard 
writes with surprise this week that at the Amherst, 
New Hampshire dump ("a beauty, as dumps go”) 
"scavenging is prohibited. . .contrary to all accepted 
practice." 

Obviously neighbor Willard has not visited Win- 
chester’s incinerator area where one must stand in 
frustration and look at all the untouchable jewels. 
Instead he goes on to enthuse about other dumps 
where, “there are fellows standing by with their eyes 
glued on every load which arrives. . . (and) . . .a bag 
hurled towards the crud pile is caught in mid-air 
by someone who thinks it may contain goodies." 

Extolling the skills needed in dump picking, Mr. 
Willard says that "only a fellow who’s practically a 
Raytheon scientist can discern the merit in a dis- 
carded radio, an abandoned refrigerator or a broken 
fishpole. There arc those among us, invesigators at 
heart who can scrounge a dxB television tube from 


the dump and turn it into a doorbell which will 
play the Star Spangled Banner when the heart fund 
solicitor pokes the button. . 

Depending on the point of view of local dis- 
franchised dump addicts, it will hurt the more or 
help to understand that the “no picking” rule at the 
Swanton Street political nerve center of the Town 
is just one more penalty for modernity. Since voted 
in our new incinerator some nine years ago, there 
has had to be an official answer to those large things 
which the creature will not digest. The answer is 
couched in legal terms in an annual $1,900 contract 
between the Town of Winchester and one Elviro 
Arguti of Wilmington. Al, as he is known, a hearty, 
hefty incinerator habitue, contracts to pick up and 
cart away all metal items and salvage. As a sort of 
bonus he is to get the small goodies, too. If the 
market on old chairs is glutted, Al may let you have 
it. But you must ask. Everyone’s family jewels be- 
long to Al, once left off at the dump.

Three Basic Alternatives 

Taking up the alternatives in 
the Committee’s mimeographed re- 
port (available during Town 
Meeting in the WHS auditorium 
lobby, after Town Meeting at the 
School Superintendent’s offices), 
he said: 

—The report’s alternative (l) 
recommends the use of McCall 
plus the present WHS (total ca- 
pacity 1,500) for a centralized 
junior high complex after the new 
High School is completed. Lynch 
would become an elementary 
school; Mystic and Vinson-Owen 
would be enlarged to 550 capa- 
city; the Muraco, Washington, 
Wyman and Parkhurst Schools 
would remain their present size 
and could be renovated and en- 
larged when necessary; Lincoln 
and Noonan would be retired: 

— Alternative (2) would use 
Lynch and the present High 
School as junior highs (total ca- 
pacity 1,700) ; McCall would be 
an elementary school; the other 
schools the same as (1) except 
Noonan would bo retained; 

— alternative (3) — that rec- 
ommended by the ESBC — uses 
Lynch and the present WHS as 
junior high schools; McCall School 
to house elementary school popula- 
tions as these schools are being 
renovated and enlarged ; and re- 
tires McCall from a school facil- 
ity and suggests it as an office or 
administrative building after this 
use. 

Mr. Littleton then reviewed the 
thinking of the Elementary School 
Building Committee about each of 
the elementary schools, using a 
sequence of slides. 

His first motion, he said, would 
ask $10,000 for a feasibility study 
on the Mystic School. 

“To go before the State Build- 
ing Assistance Commission one 
must have a plan,” he reminded, 
also stating that seven acres is “a 
desirable site to work with. He 
noted that Brookline is presently 
asking the SBAC for assistance 
building a school on four acres. 

In order to augment the pres- 
ent site, Mr. Littleton reported 
his Committee “toying with the 
idea” of “going up Madison Ave- 
nue” to take four parcels of land 
(and homes) at a cost of approx- 
imately $180,000 and with the 
idea of going to the south across 
Marshall Road, which would in- 
volve taking 10 parcels of land 
at a cost of approximately twice 
as much. He said that there is a 
possibility of a plan in between 
and that the difficulties necessi- 
tated a thorough sto^y. He again 
asked the Meeting vote the $10,- 
000 study asked. 

Washington, Wyman 

Using slides of the Washing- 
ton School site, he next pointed 
to ipropenbies already acquired 
looking to its enlargement. And 
defined the land in question be- 
fore the Town Meeting jis that 
of the Francis Thayor family (up 
for sale already) and that of the 
Robert Low family. 

“This is really the tough one,” 
Mr. Littleton said of the Wyman 
School expansion problems. Noting 
how closely ringed with property 
the .school is. 

“We -told you when we took 
the Swan land that we would 
harve to take some of this back- 
land, he said, pointing to the 
areas designated in. the Meeting 
warrant and Finance Committee 
report as g, h, i, j, k and 1. 

Slides showed the architect’s 
drawings of two Wyman enlarge- 
ments, a ‘ f small” one, which 
might answer should the Town 
take Marycliff Academy for use 
as an elementary school, and a 
large one (moving its capacity 
up to 550) should it not do this. 

Noonan, Parkhurst, V. O. 

The ESBC will ask a “no” vote 
on Article 13, the chairman said, 
stating that at the Noonan School 
(site, expansion studies showed 
that taking the Govanne land 
(voted about six years prior) to 
the west of the school would be 
more practical than 'taking homes 
and land ito the east. 

(Article 13, is the Seleatmen- 
sponsored article asking the Meet- 
ing rescind the vote to take this 
land, as no action had been taken 
about it in six years.) 

The Committee feels it much 
better to add to Vinson-Owen 
than to Parkhurst, Mr. Littleton 
reported, pointing out the very 
restricted, small site at the latter 
school. 

At Vinson-Owen, he continued, 
building a large wing to the east 
could bring the school to 550 ca- 
pacity. It could later be built up 
to accommodate 700 pupils 

The ESBC chairman then re- 
viewed total cost estimates of his 
group’s long-range plan — a plan 
which estimated work on Mystic 
(with construction cost at about 
$1,150,000) ; and Vinson-Owen 
($900,000) first, to be completed 
by 1971 or 1972; Wyman ($1,145,. 
000) in 1975-1976; Noonan ($510,- 
000) ; Washington ($1,210,000) 
for 1978-80; and ^Vinson-Owen 
(second addition, $370,000) “when 
needed.” 

He said that if the Town voted 
to take Maryeliff, LBSC would 
put work on this school on its 
schedule just after Mystic School, 
just before Vinson-Owen. 

Murycliff cannot be the answer 
to all the problems, but it can take 
the pressure <>tf those at the Wy- 
man and Viuttou-Ownti he said. 


Mr. Chadwick re-stated the mo- 
tion for the Mystic study. 

Mr. Littleton emphasized again 
its importance. 

In turn Mr. Grenzeback, Mrs. 
Mears and Mr. Doucette for the 
Selectmen spoke their boards’ re- 
quests for favorable action. 

The ESBC chairman then an- 
swered questions, first reviewing 
the Mystic priority due to over- 
crowding and anticipated substi- 
tute space for its students (Mc- 
Call) ; neixt noting the architect’s 
contention that at the Mystic 
School ithe costs of site work going 
up into the hill on Madison and 
going across to Marshall Road 
would be no different. 

Questioners also elicited that the 
ESBC had studied two other over- 
all alternatives: (1) going to 

three 1,100 or 1,200-pupil elemen- 
tary schools (probably at Muraco, 
Lynch, Vinson-Owen); and (2) 
building according to kindergar- 
ten through fifth grades, sixth 
through ninth, and 10th through 
12th breakdowns. 

He reviewed that for additions 
to an old school building the State 
demands about 15 acres of land 
for a 550-student school. 

McCall: No Abandonment 

In answer to a question from 
Mrs. Sally Kincaid, School Com- 
mitteeman Richard Schroeder said 
that the Mystic School study ask- 
ed would take at least six months 
and that in the long-range plan a 
great deal of time would pass be- 
fore implementation. 

Therefore, he said, McCall 
would be used as an. interim school 
for many years — that the School 
Committee sees no abandonment 
of it as a school building. 

Lewis Wadsworth (former 
chairman of the Lynch JHS Build- 
ing Committee) protested the idea 
af phasing out McCall, eallling it 
a very good school, well equipped 
of his points and, in reiterating 
his Committee’s plans to renovate 
Arthur Hewis first said (the 
scope of the HSBC’s endeavors 
was tremendous and a “magnifi- 
cent job.” Then he attacked the 
ahairman for his inactive part 
in prior land taking discussion; 
reminded the Town is in debt 
until 1988 Tellative to school build- 
ings; accused the ESBC of plan- 
ning to “do away with” Mystic, 
Wyman and Washington; protest- 
ed (the definitions of the Fletcher 
Street property taking, and called 
all of the land requests “land 
grabbings.” 

Mr. Littleton answered many 
of his points and, in reotterating 
his Gommitete’s plans to renovate 
and not .tear down the schools 
(excepting Lincoln) made a point 
he made several other times in 
the evening — that the objective 
was to make them all over as 
near as possible to the standards 
of the Muraco School, Which he 
said, he felt was what the Town 
now wanted. 

Alben St. Land Too High 

Chairman Doucette rose next 
to give the Selectmen’s backing to 
the Mystic study motion. 

He also urged for the Board a 
‘\rvo” action vote on the Washing- 
ton School area land bakings in- 
volving the Thayer and Low 
lands, stating the asking price 
was far too high in each case. 
For the 21,391 feet in the Thayer 
land, he said, $37,500 was being 
asked; for the 1.6 acres of Low 
land, $50,000. 

Thomas Callahan recommended 
speeding up the action on school 
building. 

Austin Broadhurst, averring 
the report of the ESBC to be the 
“first semblance of a coordinated 
plan,” agreed with the Building 
Committee chairman that the 
basis of planning is the neighbor- 
hood sdhool concept and argued 
against use of the McCall school 
as an elementary school. He point- 
ed up the factors of its down- 
town location. 

William Chapman, chairman of 
the Planning Board felt Mr. 
Broadhurst had hit 'the “nub of 
things.” 

“The main point is, are we 
going to accept the neighborhood 
school... if (this) is the way, we 
must head in this direction quick- 
ly.” 

“Don’t you believe that we’re 
going to scrap McCall,” he said 
“it will be used as an educational 
building, as a “swing” (school) 
for many years.” 

“I think the tax rate will go 
up; I think bonding is one of the 
moans,” said Robert Grenzeback 
in answer to Alton Jones’ ques- 
tion about the overall financial 
impact of the program. 

Yes On Mystic Study 
The motion had a heavy yes 
voice vote. 

In its original form, Article 30, 
had asked land takings for schools 
as follows: The Ellis, Ross, Wells 
lands on Madison Avenue and 
Fontaine land on Highland Ave- 
nue (on all of which Mr. Little- 
ton ha!d previously suggested 
postponement); ithe parcels at 6 
and 10 Alben Roads (for Wash- 
ington School); six parcels on 
Church and Fletcher for the 
Wyman School, and land on John- 
son Road to the East of the Vin- 
son-Owen School. 

The next motion, however, had 
packaged together those takings 
asked for Wyman School expan- 
sion, in general varying sizes of 
back lot pieces of property which 
would form a corridor running 
from the present Wyman site 
toward Fletcher Street and the 
burned out Swan home at 66 
Fletcher Street, purchased by the 
Town in November. 


Mr. Johns rose immediately to 
ask if there had been discussion 
with the owners of the Wyman 
area parcels. 

“I understand from Town 
Counsel 'that the appraisers have 
been there,” answered Mr. Little- 
ton. 

Joseph Riga asked if any own- 
ers were present, Edward Patuilo 
of 48 Fletcher Street asked to 
speak. 

Our Own Back Yard 

“What is referred to as ‘back- 
land’ is what we think of as our 
backyard,” said Mr. Pastttulo, who 
said that he was new to the town 
and that he was shocked to rend 
in the warrant (that his property 
was bo be asked by the Town. 

“It’s only tonight that I’ve seen 
what part of my property (is 
desired),” he said, allowing that 
when -he contacted the School and 
Finance Committees they were 
“every bit as surprised os I.” 

He was followed to the podium 
by Walter Armstrong of 64 
Fletcher Street. 

Mr. Armstrong’s home was de- 
stroyed on April 13, 1968, in the 
fire which destroyed No. 56. The 
Armstrong land was sought with 
the Swan land, but refused when 
the asking price was considered 
too high. Subsequently the fam- 
ily has rebuilt its home. 

“One thing said here tonight is 
not true,” said Mr. Armstrong. 
“No one approached us with a fig- 
ure for this land.” No one had told 
them what the Town's plan was 
until they heard it at Town Meet- 
ing “tonight,” he said. 

Opposition Builds 

He was followed by Joseph Tan- 
sey, who declared, “As a repre- 
sentative I will never vote for 
anything about which the people 
themselves have not beer- contact- 
ed.” 

On-floor caucuses were observ- 
ed among the Selectmen and Fi- 
nance Committee at this point. 

Mr. Doucette rose first to say 
his board was opposed to the tak- 
ing at this time, that the approach 
had not been “the best.” 

Mr. Littleton, was recognized 
next and told the Meeting he was 
“in a squeeze;” that he had said 
before his Committee was not a 
land acquisition one; that he had 
notified the Planning Board by 
letter on December 16 and that he 
felt (the contacting of owners) to 
be the functions of the Planning 
Board and Selectmen. 

Mr. Grenzeback was next to say 
that the Finance Committee, pre- 
viously in support, now recom- 
mended deferred action. 

“No member present has been 
approached by Mr. Pattulo,” he 
said, but the board regretted that 
the people most directly involved 
had not been contacted. 

“Uncomfortable” 

Mr. Chapman reported himself 
“also in an uncomfortable posi- 
tion.” 

He allowed his board's receipt 
of Mr. Littleton’s letter but said 
it had felt at the time that the 
final report was not in. “We have 
always gone to the party involv- 
ed.” he said. 

“This is never easily done,” he 
went on. “(Whatever you do) it is 
always the wrong manner of ap- 
proach.” 

Indefinitely Postponed 

The Meeting discussed and re- 
jected tabling the motion and then 
voted indefinite postponement of 
the Wyman area land takings. 

Development Land 

Its last major vote of a full 
night’s work came after Robert 
Johnson, a Lexington builder who 
is developing the land immediately 
to the east of the Vinson-Owen 
School, spent considerable time at 
the podium. 

The motion asked for land 
which has been under discussion 
with Mr. Johnson for over a year 
and which, prior to his purchas- 
ing it from Ralph Thompson on 
Ridge Street, was the object of 
discussion by the Conservation 
Committee, which was disappoint- 
ed that the sale did not go to the 
Town. 

Mr. Littleton spoke of the im- 
portance of the acquisition to the 
school. Mr. Doucette agreed, and 
pointed out that if not bought 
now, it will soon have home built 
upon it The Planning Board and 
Finance Committee concurred. 

Mr. Johnson related that he’d 
planned the property’s now ac- 
complished subdivision for nearly 
two years; that in question were 
four lots with sewer and water 
which he valued at $192,000; that 
the Town hud talked to him about 
$127,000. 

No one had contacted him for 
nine or ten months, he said; but 
he had had one meeting with Se- 
lectman Paul Amico, Mr. Chap- 
man (and one other) and a few 
conversations. 

Mr. Johnson did not appear to 
answer directly a question as to 
whether or not the sewers were 
installed in all the lots in ques- 
tion. 

Kenneth Donaghey next press- 
ed him: “In other words, are you 
telling us that you wouldn’t sell it 
for less thun $192,000?” 

Mr. Johnson did not answer 
clearly, but said he would consider 
it. 

The owner noted the rise in his 
total tuxes in the urea from $282 
to $762 to $11,000 in three years. 
He ulso stated that ho had spent 
considerable money in engineer- 
ing.

POETS ON STREET CORNERS 

PORTRAITS OF FIFTEEN RUSSIAN POETS 
by Olga Carlisle 

In the mid-fifties, the first “Days of Poetry’ ’took 
place in Moscow’s square. These public poetry read- 
ings were the first sign of the slow liberalization 
which took place in the U.S.S.R. after the death of 
Stalin. Since then, poets reciting their own poetry 
have become involved with the flow of everyday life 
as it is symbolized by the afreet. The interest shown 
by the Russian, people in this form of entertainment 
is evidenced by the many thousands who attended 
a public reading at the Luzhniki Stadium in Moscow 
in the fall of 1962. Well known poets, such as Yev- 
geny Yevtushenko, Andrei Voznesensky, and Bella 
Akhmadulina took part and were tremendously popu- 
lar with the crowds. Yevtushenko gave his first read- 
ing of “Babi Yar” beside Mayakovsky’s statue in the 
heart of Moscow. His poems have become widely 
translated and are particularly read by our youth, 
who seem to be in a more than ordinary receptive 
moode for poetry. 

Mrs. Carlisle, who was born in Russia of a famous 
literary family, the Adreevs, has frequently visited 
Russia and has held informal interviews with those 
poets represented in her anthology who are still 
living and has background knowledge of those poets 
of the late 1890's and early 1900’s. In her introduc- 
tion she confesses that her choices were dependent 
mostly on their special affinities with American poets 
and because their poems were easily adapted into 
English. 

Robert Lowell, one of the many adapters, for in- 
stance, without knowing any Russian had to work 
with collaborators, then put into similar words in 
English his interpretation of the poems. This method 
is definitely an asset for the American reader, mak- 
ing the verse more free and imaginative than lin- 
guistically correct, at the same time rendering in 
English a feeling for the poet’s meaning and style. 

The interlocking commentaries and reminiscences 
of the poets give an insight into the struggles and 
suffering of the Russian poets for self-expression 
and recognition. Osip Mandelstam, regarded by many 
during Stalin’s purge, still remains unpublished in 
Russia, although the common people of Russia are 
familiar with his poetry through its being circulated 
orally or by transcript. The young poets of this gen- 
eration are basically hopeful. Yevtushenko believes 
that a renewed Marxism might be reconciled with 
literary integrity; that the present system is not 
incompatible with human and artistic growth.

Fire Chief Urges 
Electrical Check 

While giving the horns eu thor- 
ough spring cleari-up, keep an eye 
for trouble-causing electrical de- 
feats. 

This is an important safety 
measure, says Fire Chief I. Francis 
Amico, because electrical defects 
are the third most frequent cause 
of fires in the home. 

Here are some ehack points: 

1. Look for frayed insulation 
and loose connections on lamp, ap- 
pliance and extension cords. Don’t 
attempt repairs— like taping over 
frayed insulation, for example. Re- 
place the cord or.d be safe. Check 
not only the cords that are out in 
the open, but also those under 
sofas and behind beds and bureaus 
where a fault can go undetected. 

2. If cords are under rugs, get 
rid of this hazard without delay. 
Traffic and vacuuming over the 
spot will wear the frayed cord in- 
sulation to the danger point. Find 
another and safe way to reach the 
outlet, or better still, have a quali- 
fied electrician install a new out- 
let to serve this lamp or appliance. 

3. Rigging extension cords over 
nails and hooks in the basement or 
attic, or tacking them along base- 
boards anywhere in the house, is 
a dangerous, fire-inviting practice. 
Also, continuous use of extension 
cords is a poor and risky substitute 
for permanent wiring. The solution 
is to bring wiring up to modern 
standards of the National Electri- 
cal Code. 

4. For a final electrical safety 
job. clean up the fuse box in the 
basement. Toss out the burned-out 
fust ?, and check to make sure only 
15-amp fuses are used except on 
special circuits designed for heavi- 
er oads.

Changes Made 
In Medicare 


As orf January 1, there were some 
changes in the hospital insurance 
part of Medicare. 

If a patient enters a hospital 
and starts n new benefit period in 
1969, Medicare hospital insurance 
pay® the cost of all covered ser- 
vices except as shown below: 

For the first 60 day® in the hos- 
pital — all but the first $44. 

For the (list through the 90th 
[lay in the hospital — all but $11 a 
day 

For lifetime reserve days used — 
all hut $22 a day. 

For the 21st through 100th day 
in an extended care facility — all 
but $5.50 a day. 

Medicare pays for semi-private 
accomodations and for all services 
customarily provided in a hospital. 
Not covered are private duty nurses 
and luxury items, such as TV sets. 

A patient who wishes Ito have a 
private room will pay the differ- 
ence between the cost of semi- 
private and private accomodations. 
However, Medicare will pay for a 
private room if it is medically 
necessary for the patient. 

Medicare Contribution 

These are the facts of Medicare: 

Twenty million Americans, 65 or 
over, l(Kr of the nation’s popula- 
tion are protected by the program. 

$8.4 billion was paid for ex- 
penses incurred in 10.6 million hos- 
pital stays and 45 million medical 
bills. 

Well over a million elderly have 
received the post-hospital care 
they need in nursing homes and 
in their own bedrooms. They have 
been attended by visiting nurses, 
physical therapists and other health 
specialists. 

Almost 1:5 million ‘Senior citi- 
zens have benefited from hospital 
out-patient diagnostic services. 

The Medicare Card, identified by 
its red, white and blue border on 
the top of the card, is very im- 
portant Be sure the card reflects 
true identification and is complete 
as to name and number. Keep this 
card where it can be reached at 
any time, and be sure the family 
knows where it is kept in case of 
emergency. Illness can strike at any 
time and this card is vital

Termites— 

The Costly Pests 

Spring has many meanings. 
Within the animal and plant king- 
dom it is a time of reawakening 
and the beginning of a new life 
cycle. A costly insect pest is about 
to si tart its new annual cycle of 
trouble. Termite ibime is here again. 

Subterranean termites can be 
found in all six New England states 
and their destruction in the region 
probably costs property owners 
several millions of dollars annually. 
With bhe coming of warm sunny 
spring days, the terminte colonies 
in the ground develop their repro- 
ductive forms. They are black in- 
sects with long silvery wings which 
emerge in a “swarm” and often are 
confused with flying ants. These 
swarming /termites mean the pres- 
ence of several colonies under or 
adjacent to the property which may 
be under attack. 

So, be on the lookout for termites 
this time of year, says Richard 
L. Keenan, president of Waltham 
Chemical Oo. who also offers this 
advice to property owners who 
have (or think they have) termites. 

1. DonU panic. 

2. Termites are slow but deliber- 
ate and persistent pests. 

3. Investigate the condition care- 
refully and make a plan for per- 
manent control. 

It is true that terminte® have 
been with us since the beginning of 
history, but it is well to remember 
that modern man provides better 
living conditions for termintes than 
aver before. Plenty of wood tim- 
bers in homes, warmth and mois- 
ture, are all attractants for ter- 
mites and support termite life 
a comfortable fashion. These 
factors coupled with the ever in- 
creasing number of homes are the 
reason that termites seem more 
prevalent than ever. 

Property owners should be alert 
to the signs of termites. 

‘Flying ants;” a cluster of sil- 
very wings on the floor; pencil- 
thin mud tubes on foundation 
walls; sagging steps; or suspicious 
-looking damage to wood. Should 
any of these signs be seen a care- 
ful inspection by a trained special- 
ist should be made and a detailed 
program outlined, cautions Mr. 
Keenan. 

It is true that control may not 
be instantly required, however, it 
is equally true that a termite con- 
dition, once revealed, should not 
lie ignored. Uncontrolled termites 
frequently can cause extensive and 
expensive damage. 

Materials and techniques for 
confirming control are constantly 
changing with new technology and 
increased experience. Property 
owners who invest in a complete 
termite control program can feel 
secure from further termite at- 
tack for yeuru to come.

As a result of 'the impasse be- 
tween the Winchester Firefighters 
Local 1564 (AFL-CIO) and the 
Town’s bargaining committee, the 
firemen and the Town are peti- 
tioning jointly for arbitration be- 
fore the American Arbitration 
Association. 

This is believed to be only 
the second such action taken in 
the State. Boston firemen went 
for arbitration earlier in the year 
and were (successful against that 
city. 

The local firemen are working 
without contract, as agreement 
failed to be reached in time for 
Town Meeting action. A special 
Town Meeting will be necessary 
to act on their salary appropria- 
tions at the conclusion of bargain- 
ing. 

The Firefighters have made the 
announcement at the instigation 
of their attorney, Dominic Oaron- 
na of Worcester. Mark E. Galla- 
gher of Boston is the Town’s legal 
representative in bargaining.

— Plan B which asked $8000 for 
42 hours or $8350 for 48 hours 
and would add to this, longevity 
pay at $100 for five yeans service; 
$150 at 10 years; $200 at 15 years 
and $250 at 20 years. 

Procedure calls for the Arbitra- 
tion Association to forward a list 
of the names of seven potential 
fact finders and for the local 
groups (to pick an arbitrator. 

Possible Court Action 

The arbitrator then reports his 
findings to the Association. They 
are not, however, binding in Mas- 
sachusetts and court action is a 
possible follow-up. 


Spokesmen for the Firefighters 
have been union president, Jo- 
seph Riga and secretary-treasur- 
er, William O’Leary. 

Working for the Town to solve 
the impasse have been Select- 
men Edmund Williams and Ralph 
Swanson; Samuel Reid of the 
Personnel Board; Robert Grenze- 
back of Finance Committee and 
Edward Donnelly, the Selectmen’s 
executive secretary. Lawyers for 
both sides have also been present 
for (the seven or eight meetings 
at which discussion failed to find 
agreement. 

The Personnel Board, cog- 
nizant of the local firemen’s de- 
sire for parity with Police wages, 
which last year for the first time 
were differentiated, has pointed 
to the fact that the Firefighters’ 
increase this year (over 8%) is 
the largest offered any group.

State Find May Drop 
’69 Tax Rate Of $44.50 

Ctovcrnor Sargent's announcement yesterday that the State had "found" $50 million in the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare and Medicaid budgets holds out hope that the Winchester tax rate, estimated at 
the close of last week's final Town Meeting session at $44.50, might be lowered. 

The rate figured by the Finance Committee after the 1969 appropriations, had included, according to 
Comptroller James Costello, monies to cover the expected load the Legislature put on the State's towns 
and cities when it last week voted to move Medicaid from its Dcfioency budget into the Local Aid budget. 


The nation had augured what 
State Representative and Town 
Moderator Harrison Chadwick had 
said could be a five to 10 dollar 
inorease for all municipalities. 
The $50 million “overstatement” 
discovered late Tuesday night 
could counteract this substantial- 
ly- 

The situation is further com- 
plicated, however, by the fact 
thalt the State fiscal year runs 
from July 1, that of the towns 
from January 1.

The School Committee Tuesday night discussed two controversial 
subjects, highlighted by WHS student action. 


Mothers* Survey 
Asks In-School Lunch 

"Are you in favor of an in-school lunch program in the Win- 
chester elementary schools? For the entire year? For the winter months? 
Yes or No. 


Richard Hill presented the peti- 
tion. 

In presenting the petition 
Richard told (the Committee, “We 
don’t think we (students who op- 
pose any code) were given a fair 
deal.” 

Citing the student referendum 
conducted on the code in which it 
passed 550 (to 350, Richard told 
the Commibtee the referendum did 
not offer the alternative of re- 
jecting a code entirely, only of 
accepting or rejecting the new 
code. 

Student Council Backed 

The dress code was presented 
to the School Committee by Stu- 
dent Council President James 
Mallon and Assistant WHS prin- 
cipal Vincent LaRocco at an 
earlier meeting.

The parenbs of children in the 
Muraco, Lincoln and Washington 
schools were uaked these ques- 
tions in a just-completed door- 
to-door survey. An overwhelming 
majority — 89% — of the parents 
are in favor of an in-school lunch 
program in their school. 

Every parent polled was re- 
quested to fill out and sign one 
of the opinion cards distributed 
by the canvassers. The question- 
naire cards permitted three dif- 
ferent opinions. Support for a 
lunch program for the entire 
school year received a substantial 
62.6% of the vote; a program 
limited to the winter months poll- 
ed 26.7%; while only a scant 
10.7% indicated preference for 
(the current lunch (time arrange- 
ment. 

An impressive 94% response 
from the 630 families in the 3- 
school area makes this survey one 
of the most comprehensive und 
meaningful community opinion 
polls in recent years. The high re- 


turn was due to the enthusiastic 
efforts of over 50 parents who 
volunteered bo contact their neigh- 
bors in the door-to-door survey. 

Below is a statistical table of 
the results of the survey. It 
points out the great interest of 
Muraco and Lincoln school fam- 
ilies in a school lunch program 
for (the entire year. In the Wash- 
ington school the vote appears 
divided but there is evidence of 
86% of the parents indicating 
interest in a lunch program.

Town Meeting 
Concludes At 
Sixth Session 

The sixth and last Town Meet- 
ing session opened 15 minutes late 
a week ago tonight with a prayer 
by the Reverend Kenneth R. Her^ 
ley of the First Congregational 
Church. 

The Moderator opened by ask- 
ing a vote on the School budget 
substitute motion appropriation, 
stating that by oversight the mon- 
ies had not been voted at the fifth 
session. 

The Meeting complied, and went 
on quickly through Articles 18, 
19, 20. “We feel there should be 
a study of some depth before any 
action is taken,” said George Red- 
ding for the Planning Board about 
the Article 18 request to establish 
a study committee for a local 
Housing Authority. 

Chairman Charles Doucette* of 
the Selectmen had asked the study, 
remarking it to be a direct result 
of citizen interest — particularly 
that of the eldorly. The Meeting 
voted the study after the Finance 
Committee also went on record in 
its favor. 

Article 19 spelled out the pur- 
chase price of $3,840 and asked 
authority to buy that l,280-sq.-ft. 
strip of land connecting Shore 
Road and Holland Streets as they 
adjoin the new High School site. 

This went affirmatively by a 
138-to-3 vote after it was explain- 
ed that the high price related to 
the destruction of a potential 
building lot. 

Article 20 for $45,000 and au- 
thority to use this in conjunction 
with State and County road re- 
pair work also went through 
quickly. 

Six Roads Voted 

The Meeting next voted Town 
acceptance of: Thornberry Road, 
Berkshire, Nassau and Pilgrim 
Drives, and Partridge and Stand- 
ish Lanes. 

A voice vote accepted without 
dissent a $14,784 appropriation 
for a public way to connect the 
southern ends of Winter and Sum- 
mer Streets as they adjoin the new 
play field. 

Article 23 voted indefinitely 
postponed would have alloted 
monies for refurbishing the land- 
scapes and foundation planting 
at all schools but the Muraco 
School. It had asked $10,000. 

On A/tide 24, to study the 
feasibility of purchasing buses 
for multiple town use, Joseph J. 
Riga, its initiator presented statis- 
tics which he and others felt 
dictated a look into the money 
spent for hiring buses: $40,000

As submitted, the code states; 

“Student Dress and Appear- 
ance: the appearance of most 

Winchester High School students 
is appropriate and in good taste. 
However, current changes in 
clothing styles and appearance re- 
quire that the School reserve the 
right to establish standards which 
are in good taste. The following 
dress styles are unacceptable for 
school purposes: 

1. Clothing which is bizarre or 
immodest in the extreme 

2. Beards and mustaches 

3. Shorts and T-Shirts 

4. Slacks or pants for girls 

5. Shirt-tails not tucked in; 
hare feet 

6. Hair for boys which is on the 
shoulders or is unkempt and dir- 
ty.” 

Calling the dress code an “in- 
fringement of the students’ 
right of expression,” Richard said 
-the responsibility for student 
dress and appearance must be re- 
turned to the students and their 
parents. 

He told the committee his 
group opposes any code other 
than those delineations called for 
in the Massachusetts State law. 

Only health and safety con- 
siderations are noted in State law’. 

“We feel the dress code creates 
an unhealthy academic climate,” 
Richard told the Committee. 

School Committee member 
Richard Schroeder moved the 
committee accept the petition but 
reject the request. It was second- 
ed by Mrs. Mary Mears. The com- 
mittee, how’ever, defeated the mo- 
tion by a vote of three to two 
with Chairman Harriet Dieterich 
voting to break the tie. 

“The law clearly states that 
the school committee is respon- 
sible for the superintendency and

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operation of the schools,” Mr. 
Schroeder said m speaking 
against removal of a dress code. 

He told the committee the in- 
tent of the dress code is not to 
remove a student’s individuality, 
but rather to train them to be 
citizens by training them in the 
“normally accepted practices of 
society as we find it -today.” 

Following the vote on the peti- 
tion, a motion was made to ac- 
cept the superintendent’s recom- 
mendation that the committee ap- 
prove the dress code and place 
it in operation until the close of 
the school year at which time a 
formal report on its workability 
will be presented to the commit- 
tee. 

In the ensuing discussion, Mrs. 
Mears .told the students present- 
ing the petition that testing the 
code until June would give the 
committee and the students time 
to come to a decision on it. 

Responding, Richard Hill said 
having no dress code until June 
would also give time for thought 
and would test the workability of 
no code. 

The Committee unanimously ac- 
cepted the motion to establish 
the code urttil June after hearing 
further remarks from Dr. W. 
Howard Niblock, High School 
principal ami School Committee 
member Richard Law ranee. 

Legal View On ‘Focus’ 

Following a brief intermission, 
the Committee discussed ’’Focus,” 
a booklet published by the Phil- 
osophy Club at the High School. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Donald Kleiner told the Commit- 
tee he had asked for a legal 
opinion on distribution and publi- 
cation of studertt publications 
such as “Focus.” 

He told (the Committee “Focus” 
had caused no furor among the 
students-only among some par- 
ents. 

Emphasizing that publication 
of “Focus” was the result of an 
error in communication between 
his office and the High School, Dr. 
Klemer told the group he would 
take full responsibility for its 
publication. 

Mr. Shroeder told the commit- 
tee he felt the facility advisors to 


the Philosophy Club should be 
asked to show cause why they 
felt they should be retained on 
the school staff. 

In response to this Dr. Klemer 
said it was not the fault of the 
faculty. 

The Committee accepted a 
motion to suspend all publica- 
tions and distribution of un- 
authorized publications until it is 
able to hear a legal opinion at its 
next regular meeting.

State Representative Mrs. Mary 
Newman of Cambridge told the 
League of Women Voters last Fri- 
day that the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature isn’t really all that bad. 

Maybe it’s so messy because it’s 
so democratic.” said the personable 
speaker at the League’s annual 
lunch at the Epiphany Church Hall. 

And to prove her point she point- 
ed 'to some of the “unique” features 
of the Beacon Hill body: its open 
law allowing any citizen to file a 
bill; that assuring each bill of a 
public hearing and that saying that 
every bill must be repotted to the 
floor of one or the other house, 
she sand. 

This year’s batch of bills is over 
6,000, remarked the guest speaker. 

Mrs. Newman spoke to a large 
gathering which had heard LWV 
President Mrs. Charles Miller in- 
troduce her as a 14-year lawmaker 
and an energetic member of the 
Labor and Commerce Joint Com- 
mittee. 

After her introduction on the 
plus side, Mrs. Newman touched on 
the problem areas in her rambling, 
personalized picture of what goes 
on at the State House including: 

— that bhe tax revolt could have 
bad effect as well as a good re- 
sult; 

that the crisis in Medicaid and 
that in Welfare bibbing together 
present the real threat; and 

— that Massachusetts is the only 
one of 50 States in which guide- 
lines for Medicaid are executive 
directives rather than law. 

The Cambridge representative is 
concerned lest the threat of Medi- 
caid jeopardize important steps 
forward in the Menital Health field, 
voted two and one-half years ago. 

She feels the immediate need 
one of re-structuring of govern- 
ment, and calls former Governor 
Volpe’s so-called cabinet proposal 
to be of high importance, and she 
encouraged Ithe League in its per- 
sistance in working toward a cut 
the General Court. 

“The proliferation of agencies 
is ridiculous,” noted Mrs. Newmah, 
citing that, for instance, a number 
of agencies deal with the alcholism 
problem in ibhe state.

Addresses VNA 

The Winchester Visiting Nurses 
Association monthly board meeting 
was held in the Unitarian Church 
on Friday, April 11. 

After a brief business meeting, 
presided by Mrs. John Hutzenlaub, 
vice president, during which Miss 
Gloria Pearson, executive director, 
gave a report on number and type 
of cases serviced by the staff, the 
speaker of the day. Dr. Harry 
Benson, was introduced by Mrs. 
Paul Atwood. 

Dr. Benson, medical examiner 
for East Middlesex, is a native of 
Winchester, practicing here since 
1940. After five years in the Navy 
and service on the Winchester 
Board of Health for 12 years and 
on the staff of boith Winchester 
and Choate Memorial Hospitals, he 
has been associated in medical le- 
gal work for 17 years. 

Dr. Benson was associate ex- 
aminer for 14 years and for three 
years medical examiner for this 
district which includes Winchester, 
Woburn, Burlington and Lexing- 
ton. He was appointed by three 
different governors. 

Dr. Benson opened his talk by 
quofting the bible story, “Cain 
Slays Abel” — the first homicide — 
but with no medical examiner to 
check. 

In the year 1700 the first coroner 
was appointed by the Crown. The 
system evolved to the present day 
when the governor appoints a qual- 
ified candidate interested in medi- 
cal-legal work. Dr. Benson said. 

When the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation was formed, it intro- 
duced various methods of identi- 
fication, among them finger print- 
ing, accepted in Massachusetts in 
1911. Other methods included X- 
Ray study; toxicology, the study 
of drugs; ballistics, comparing bul- 
let markings: photography, etc., 
Dr. Benson told the group. 

The law states that in case of 
sudden death of an unknown per- 
son, the medical examiner should 
be called, usually through the doc- 
tor or police, he said. 

In deaths of unknown causes the 
report is made to the District At- 
torney’s Office, sometimes through 
the judge in the district. If the 
victim is killed in a motor acci- 
dent the Bureau of Motor Vehicles 
is informed, and when death occurs 
in a factory, the industrial medical 
examiner is called. 

In cases in which cremation is 
desired, the body must first be 
checked by medical examiner to eli- 
minate any possible attempt to 
hide foul play by destroying evi- 
dence. 

Dr. Benson ended his talk by 
stating that in this district the 
medical examiner averages about

BOOK REVIEW

In Pursuit Of The Mous, 
The Snaile And The Clamm 

by Mary Durant 

The English vernacular is derived from an 
abundant assortment of various languages. Britain, 
invaded again and again during its history, each 
time absorbed some of the conqueror’s speech. The 
English spoken by the original settlers in this coun- 
try has, in turn, been enriched by Indian words and 
by the terminology of various ethnic groups who have 
become part of America. Nowhere is it more evident 
and more picturesque than in the names of animals. 
Mary Durant has produced a charming dictionary 
based on this fact. 


Colorful, readable and informative, it does not 
immediately suggest how much digging and research 
was necessary to achieve this effect. Of the more 
than, three hundred animals which are included, each 
one has the origin of its name, often traced through 
many changes followed by a brief but chatty descrip- 
tion including any interesting legend or peculiarity 
connected with the subject and then one or two or 
even three questions from naturalist or observers of 
the species. Those quoted can range from Herodotus 
to Marco Polo to Rachel Carson. 

This dictionary, of course, is not a complete listing 
of the animal kingdom, but it starts of, appropriately 
enough, with the word which begins most dictionar- 
ies — Aardvark. We are told that this name was given 
by Dutch settlers in South Africa and means “earth 
pig.” It describes a small animal which has a snout 
like a pig and is able to bury itself in the earth faster 
than a man can dig with a shovel. 

Other names which are descriptive in this way are 
porcupine from the Latin, which means “pig with 
thorns,” and raccoon, which comes from the Algon- 
quin language and means “he who scratches with his 
hands.” A little bit of information also records about 
the raccoon that this animal, which has one of the 
highest I.Q.’s, suffers from an uneven temper, nervous 
stomach and biliousness, along with man, another 
animal with a high I.Q. 

The squirrel has a picturesque name which is trans- 
lated from two Greek words and means “he sits in 
the shade of his own tail.” The author states as a 
New England superstition — one which I never heard 
— that it is bad luck if a squirrel crosses your path 
from left to right, but good luck if it crosses from the 
opposite direction. 


The dodo, whose name has become synonymous with 
slowness and foolishness, was given this appelation 
by Portuguese sailors who discovered the species on 
an island in the Indian. Ocean in 1505. In Portuguese 
“duodo” means silly or stupid. The dodo, which flour- 
ished before the coming of Europeans to the island, 
was unable to compete with them and soon became 
extinct. Oliver Herford has written on the subject: 


“This Pleasing Bird, I grieve to own 
In now Extinct. His Soul has Flown 
To Parts Unknown, beyond the Styx 
To join the Archeopteryx.” 

It is this light-hearted approach that makes the 
book so appealing. Herford has written in verse on 
the duck-billed playtpus, that egg-laying mammal 
with webbed feet, a bird’s beak and poison spurs on 
its ankles which the scientists call Ornthorhynchus 
Paradoxus. 

This is just a sample. This “roving dictionary of 
the animal kingdom” is a book which can. be dipped 
into or can be read at one sitting. And its attractive- 
ness is enhanced by Victoria Chess’s captivating 
illustrations.

We would like to bring to the 
attention of the townspeople that 
three years ago we were approach- 
ed by a itown committee to advise 
them When and if our property 
would be for sale. When we de- 
cided to sell our property we had 
it appraised and on January 2, 
1069, we wrote to the Selectmen 
offering the land and buildings to 
the town. The property contains: 
17,400 sq. ft. front land with 100 ft. 
frontage on Alben Street, with 
buildings thereon; 70,000 sq. ft. 
(1.6 acres) back land. 

The Selectmen indicated their 
interest and on Jaunary 15, 1969, 
a price of $50,000 was quoted in 
writing to them. On April 2, 1969, 
we received a letter from the Se- 
lectmen stilting the Board was in- 
terested in acquiring the property 
but the price was “itoo high.” 

In the meantime we received the 
Town Warrant stating our prop- 
erty contained a total area of 1.6 
acres although we had offered the 
whole parcel, land and buildings 
(87,400 square feet of land plus a 
six room house, two two-car ga- 
rages and a barn) as stated in the 
second paragraph of this letter. 

At this time we would like to 
point out that we were not given 
an opportunity to negotiate with 
the Selectmen prior to the meeting. 
The information contained in the 
Warrant was misleading and at 
Town Meeting, when we rose at the 
rear of the hall just after Mr. 
Doucette’s presentation, we were 
not recognized by the Moderator 
(very likely not seen). 

As a byline — I was born in Win- 
chester, my mother and father 
were born in Winchester. My father 
was a well liked and respected 
Selectman for eight years and I 
am not unmindful of the duties 
and actions of a good Selectman.

Drop-In Center 
Reviews History, 
States Aim For 
Town-Wide Drive 

Editor of the Star: 

It was just (two years ago this 
week that the idea of a “Drop-In 
Center” was first introduced by a 
group of interested hardworking 
High School Students. Since that 
time a lot has been done to build 
and maintain a Drop-In Center. 

Ait first some adults were re- 
luctant .to help, because they felt 
that it should be a student operated 
center. Other adults who were very 
interested volunteered their time 
to be advisors in the Corporation 
formed under the name of the Win- 
chester Youth Organization. Some 
adults .helped by contributing large 
sums of money .towards construc- 
tion costs. 

But. there were always a num- 
ber of adults who seemed to us to 
do nothing except sit back and 
criticize this effort for a place to 
go. These were the people who said 
“they’ll never do it.” Well I am 
sure that the students of Win- 
chester can now turn to those 
people and say, “See, we can be 
responsible.” Not only have they 
been responsible, but they have 
been successful. 

To date the students are still 
holding their head above water. 
But, raising some $10,000 a year 
without much help has been diffi- 
cult.

individual opinions, even if they be 
eccentric.

“National Defender.” 

“Lest anyone be lured into think-

‘6. Foment unnecessary strikes 
in vital industries, encourage civil 
disorders, and foster a lenient and 
soft attitude on the part of govern- 
ment toward such disorders. 

7. By specious argument cause 
the breakdown of the odd moral 
virtues: honesty, sobriety, conti- 
nence, faith in the pledged word, 
ruggedness.

in 1967; $62,000 in 1968; and 
$82,000 budgeted for 1969 (some 
of which is reimbursed by the 
State. ) 

"Athletic transportation alone 
is over $12,000,” he said. “Field 
trips over $6,000.” And, "these 
figures don’t take into considera- 
tion trips for senior citizens and 
young people under the Recrea- 
tion programing.” 

Ho looked to a possible cx 
pansion of these latter programs 
into summer. He said the Hudson 
Bus Lines are making money 
transporting our children and he 
wondered why it needed to con 
tinue. 

School Committee Chairman 
Mrs. Mary Mears spoke that 
group’s definite interest in such 
a study. She also pointed to some 
of the problems involved, as cost 
of maintenance and problem of 
getting responsible drivers. 

The Meting voted the motion, 
amended to have the group made 
up of the School Committee and 
three persons to be named by the 
Moderator. 

Pearson Payment Retroactive 
Article 25, to see if the Town 
would pay an allowance to former 
firefighter John Pearson, retro- 
active to Jund, 1961, elicited a long 
discussion and review of the case. 

Town Meeting Member and Fire 
Captain Michael Connolly present- 
ed the motion asking favorable 
action for the 24-years-a fireman 
applicant, totally disabled by 
arthritis. He argued that favorable 
action could save money for the 
Town, and noted it would save the 
Pearson home. 

He reported, however that the 
Personnel Board did not approve 
of the request as it did not con- 
sider the disability service con- 
nected. 

Speaking for clarification of 
the issue was Mr. Costello who 
told the meeting that two medical 
boards had agreed on the total 
disability of the applicant but dis- 
agreed on casual factors. A 
majority of doctors had termed 
the affliction unrelated oesteo- 
arthritis, he said, a minority call- 
ed allowed it could be “traumatic” 
arthritis, related to a fire-service 
accident which Mr. Pearson suf- 
fered in 1956. 

He later said that if the ap- 
plicant puts in for a normal pen- 
sion, it would be retroactive to 
1961. 

Precedent? 

The question of precedent was 
raised and explained by Acting 
Town Counsel Vincent Clarke to 
be the potential of persons in the 
future going to the Town on moral 
grounds even though the Taw 
clearly said that there were no 
legal grounds. 

Answering another questioner 
he said that application for reg- 
ular pension would have been 
granted, that the holding up of 
the case came on the question of 
disability in the course of service. 

Now, said Mr. Clarke, the 
petitioner wants the Town to go 
ahead and pay him aa though he 
had applied. 

Robert Grenzebaek for the Fi- 
nance Committee and Charles 
Doucette for the Selectmen, re- 
ported their groups aligned for 
favorable action, “for purely 
humanitarian reasons,” said Mr. 
Grenzebaek for Finance. “Our de- 
cision was based on compassion, 
not on law,” said Mr. Doucette, 
reiterating the Town’s position as 
neither legally nor morally re- 
sponsible. 

Former Selectmen’s chairman 
Henry K. Porter spoke against the 
move, stating he felt it to be a 
test case and, that any number of 
previous boards had reviewed it; 
that he felt the decision should 
not be subject to emotional find- 
ings, no matter how difficult. 

Another former Selectman, Jo- 
seph Tansey, spoke in favor citing 
a personal case he felt parallel. 
He also stated that in his opinion 
the Town is morally responsible 
and that it wolud not be setting 
a precedent. (Applause.) 

He Gets It 

The Meeting voted by voice vote 
in favor of Mr. Pearson, who will 
receive around $16,000. 

Sidewalks Are Issue 

The Meeting next voted $7,000 
to construct a sidewalk on the 
north side of Johnson. Road be- 
tween Aristotle Drive and Haw 
thorne Road. It heard considerable 
discussion before the vote. 

The sume article had been re- 
jected in November, 92-72. At that 
time, the poor season for con- 
struction was raised in objection — 
also muny Members supported the 
position of the Finance Commit- 
tee, thut a total, town- wide side- 
walk plan should first be develop- 
ed. 

Police Chief Joseph Derro 
spoke strongly in favor, stating 
that a no vote could mean tho 
employment of a special police 
officer for duty in the hazardous 
urea. 

John Bradley felt other areas in 
town should huve priority and not- 
ed entering an article for a Cross 
Street sidewalk, but with insuf- 
ficient signatures. 

John Horn reported in favor 
but scored the Town for insuffi- 
cient action in the Cross Street 
area. 

A unanimous yes vote followed 
other remarks and statements and 
a raising of a point of order as 
persons continually spoke of areas 
not included in the motion. 


Pools Get New Docks 

vote appropriated 
510,923 for now dock-float combi- 
I nations to replace the old wooden 
dorks at both Leonard Pool and 
wedge Pond. Over the objection 
of the Finance Committee, which 
folt this kind of item should have 
boon in the Recreation Depart- 
ment budget. 

Rec Chairman John Sexton told 
the representatives the present 
docks are in had shape ; that those 
requested meet new State safety 
standards; that they are to be of 
wood frame around a polyure- 
thane flotation, material ; and that 
citizen request sparked the action 
for replacement. 

School Committeeman Paul Del 
Rossi got no answer to his query 
about the cost of installing new 
docks of the old material. 

After the vote, the Meeting re- 
cessed briefly; it convened again 
at 10 p.m., now obviously looking 
toward a final adjournment. 

Skating Rink Study Gets $7,500 

The yes vote on Article 28 ask- 
ing for $7,500 for a study and 
plan for a municipal artificial ice 
skating rink went through with a 
voice vote after eight Members 
had thoir say pro and con. 

Referring to his committee’s 
written report, which recommend- 
ed a covered rink at either of 
three sites: William Kimball, study 
committee chairman, told of the 
group’s visits to many rink areas; 
of its projections for minimal 
charges for carrying costs; of its 
filling a large need for the High 
-School and of the possibility of 
revenue from renting it out. 

“Is there a need? A positive 
yes,” he said, duo to the snow 
problem on the outdoor rinks; the 
lack of facilities for sking by 
girls and older persons; Youth 
Hockey; the cost of busing and the 
problems of junior high hockey. 

Plans, he said, would also call 
for a covered tennis court to be 
used part of the year. 

School Committee Chairman 
Mary Mears asked for a yes vote, 
citing $3,200 for ice rental alone 
this year. The Selectmen, Recre- 
ation and the Finance Committee 
were also in favor. 

Mr. Kimball told a questioner 
that as far as his group could as- 
certain, comparable rinks make 
money or break even. 

“Unfair" to Taxpayers 

The appropriation was opposed 
by Michael Saraco, who looked 
ahead to a request of $500,000 
next year to carry out the plan 
and to added permanent employees 
necessary. He felt it unfair to tax- 
payers, particularly the elderly. 

it’s so profitable, let them 
Vuild it privately and make mon- 
ey,” he said. “We need a skating 
rink like I need a hole in the 
head.” 

Opposing also were Ralph At- 
kinson and Clarence Feldman. 

Richard Freeman urged a yes 
vote and Selectman-elect Sherman 
Saltmarsh appeared tp clinch 
things with a follow-up affirmative 
speech. 

Sandwiched between the skating 
rink study and the vote to demol- 
ish the Cutting House was Article 
31, which gave the Planning 
Board its year’s overall go-ahead. 

“We must face up to the inevit- 
able moment of truth,” said Se- 
lectman Doucette of the Cutting 
House, in what evolved to be his 
last speech for the board. 

He reviewed the 1967 Town 
Meeting vote to sell the house for 
one dollar to anyone who would 


move it; the loss of the 1968 vote | 
to restore it and use it as a chil- 
dren’s cultural center. 

Pleas for the house wore made 
by Marshall Syinmes, Carlene Sa- 
moiloff and Clarence Borgganrd. 

Mr. Symmes felt we should not 
spend the money to take down this 
“antique house.” 

Mrs. Samoiloff, appearing to 
sense approaching defeat after 
her long fight, gave the house a 
sort of valedictory. 

“Forgive them for they know 
not what they do,” she quoted as 
appropriate before going on to 
tell again of her plan to paint it 
the color of the Library. 

What harm does it do? Whom 
does it hurt?” she concluded. 

To the interest of the attend- 
ance, Clarence Borgganrd read his 
previously published “To Kill a 
Mockingbird,” asking the home be 
saved. (“The Cutting House has 
stood — much longer than it 
should.”) 

But George Redding sealed its 
fate, reminding that way back in 
1931 the Library’s architect de- 
signed that building to stand with- 
out the Cutting house. 

“Let’s give a little more empha- 
sis to the Library building itself — 
and less to the Cutting House,” 
he said, pointing out the potential 
fire hazard that the latter is to 
the former. One or two “no’s” 
were heard among the voice vote 
sealed the fate of the house after 
Chairman Doucette had reported 
his group “ut least willing” to try 
and preserve some of the architec- 
tural decorations for any inter- 
ested historian. 

Major Building Revisions 

No discussion followed the pres_ 
entation of James B. L. Lane, who 
generalized about the 18-page 
warrant article giving the partic- 
ulars of the amendments to the 
Town’s building laws recommend- 
ed for 1969. 

Chairman Lane has been assist- 
ed in the preparation Of these im- 
portant protective laws by com- 
mittee members; R. S. Baylies, 
L. W. Dingwell Jr., N. H. Fitz- 
gerald Jr., and A. E. Rand. 

The building code changes were 
in two main subject areas: those 
of fire protection and those deal- 
ing with wood-frame construction. 

The committee in general 
changed the emphasis of the fire 
prevention code on specific mate- 
rial designations to material of a 
given fire- resistance rating, Mr. 
Lane explained. 

The use of material (with ex- 
ceptions) is in, essence left to the 
architect,” he reported. 

Noting that the present laws 
are “pathetic,” Mr. Lane related 
the dependence of the Town in re- 
cent years upon the experience of 
the Building Commissioner (But- 
ler MacDonald). 

The chairman made no refer- 
ences to specifics in the printed 
article at the Meeting. He noted 
the many months of study and the 
difficulties to be met. 

The Meeting indefinitely post- 
poned the so-called “committee” 
article, allowing for action on re- 
ports or appointment of new com- 
mittees not included in special ar- 
ticles. 

End Result: $44.50 

The last article asked authoriza- 
tion of the Board of Assessors to 
take monies from available funds 
to reduce the tax levy for the cur- 
rent year. The motion requested 
$200,000 from the Excess and De- 
ficiency Fund. A second motion 
asked that $50,000 be raised and

Today’s question is: “How do 
drugs affect pregnancy?” 

Group loaders in the WHS Stu- 
dent Council “student-to-student” 
Drug Program feel that this is a 
fairly common question among 
teens, and give the following an- 
swer : 

"Much concern has grown over 
the ill effects produced by LSD on 
the chromosomes of the user, and, 
in some cases, the new-born child. 
It is known that the use of LSD 
does result in so-called “broken” 
chromosomes and also that sim- 
ilar errors in chromosome struc- 
ture are directly responsible for 
many of our current birth-defect 
problems. Although there has been 
no documented proof of the long- 
range effect on these children, the 
risk that they may have defective 
children should not be overlooked. 
For that reason, this drug must 
be considered a very harmful one. 

“Marijuana and Methydrine 
(“Speed”) do not seem to affect 
pregnancy in the physical sense, 
but research is being carried on 
in this area to find positive an- 
swers. 

“The addicting drugs pose a dif- 
ferent problem with pregnancy. 
Heroin, opium, and morphine ad- 
dicts who have children must be 
prepared to support another ad- 
dict. The babies of these hard-nar- 
cotics users are bom helplessly 
.addicted and will experience the 
withdrawal pains without their 
“fix.”

Echo II satellite watchers to- 
night and Sunday will have their 
lasft chance to see the satellite be- 
fore it reenters bhe earth’s atmo- 
sphere and disintegrates. 

Tonight at 11:11 p.m., above the 
eastern horizon, the satellite will 
be visible as it travels from south 
to north. 

On Sunday Echo II will be visi- 
ble above the northwest horizon 
at 1:07 a.m. as it travels south- 
west to northeast. 

Since the beginning of this year, 
the Echo IPs perigee, or closest 
orbital approach to the earth, has 
been dipping deeper and deeper 
into the earth’s upper atmosphere. 

Unusual solar activity during ithe 
part month, as evidenced by recent 
northern lights displays, has in- 
creased the density of bhe earth’s 
upper atmosphere and produced a 
corresponding rise in the amount 
of atmospheric drag on the satel- 
lite. As a result. Echo IPs down- 
ward spiral is now irreversible. 

The actual date of Echon II’s 
demise is difficult to predict, be- 
cause the satellite’s large size and 
relatively low weight still makes 
its orbit susceptible bo minute 
changes in solar activity.

Mr. X represents a conservative- 
ly estimated 12 people who have 
responded successfully to a defibril- 
lator. 

These people who are alive, well, 
and able to walk the rtreets of 
Winchester would not be were it 
not for the hospital’s acquisition of 
several new fibrillators. 

Except for open heart surgery, 
cardiac cases and much difficult, 
sophisticated surgery is routinely 
handled at the Winchester Hospital, 
eliminating a sometimes fatal am- 
bulance journey to Boston. 

The hospital emphysema unit, 
for instance, was begun two years 
ago, had one technician and one 
piece of equipment. Now there are 
six technicians, 25 pieces of equip- 
ment, and the unit operates 24 
hours a day seven days a week. 

One of the reasons for these 
things is the En Ka Fair. 

The purchase of the inhalators, 
of some of the cardiac and other 
equipment is attributable to the 
citizens of Winchester who give 
time and energy to the En Ka 
Street Fair, and to all those who 
patronize it.

Ngan Yirtg, living in Hon* Kong, 
has been tirmreoially adopted by 
Lieutenant Comman de r and Mrs.

Under the Parents Plan, the

Ngan Ying’s father comes of 
farming people in China, and has 
never been able to get out of (the 
country. His wife managed to 
escape with her 3 children and to 
get to Hong Kong in the year that 
Ngan Ying was bom. She had also 
come of poor fanning people and 
had about two years of schooling. 

At first she did farming in the 
rural part of Hong Kong, but later 
in order to earn a better living be- 
came a factory hand at sewing. 
She earns about $42.50 a month. 
However, she has no fixed working 
days and her income is sometimes 
irregular.

The total tuition fees for all 
come to $10.95 a month, and then 
there are the books and supplies 
and suitable, clothing to be provid- 
ed.

Out of a small income these .are 
a great deal of money. PLAN aid 
to Ngan Ying helps her family, 
too. 

They all live in a wooden shack, 
11 ft. x 8 ft., furwsned with two 
plank beds, desk, chest of drawers, 
two folding stools, suitcase, meat- 
safe, several paper boxes and some 
simple utensils. They light an oil 
lamp at night and fetch water 
from a public tap. 

They pay $1.50 a quarter for 
landtax. The mother has trouble 
with one eye and seems to have a 
tic. She is attending a government 
eye clinic. Her ability to sew is 
affected by this disease.

Ngan Ying ranked eighth out of 
40 pupils in the last examination 
of her previous class. She likes 
Chinese, English, handicrafts and 
nature study best of her lessons.

She is sweet intelligent and 
studious. 

PLAN aid provides monthly 
cash grant, clothing, supplies, spe- 
cial family medical care, and dental 
care, and the encouragement and 
guidance of social workers and 
director.

Escape to Nowhere 

Under the guidance of volunteer 
medical director, Dr. Donald Mc- 
Lean, the 16 student discussion 
leaders have formulated a presen- 
tation of drug information. Each 
student leader works from three 
instructor’s manuals: ‘Drug 
Abuse: Escape to Nowhere — A 
Guide for Educators," “What We 
Can Do About Drug Abuse," and 
the Federal and Massachusetts 
Drug Laws. 

The high school plan involves 
distribution at an English class of 
an article entitled “Please Don’t 
Smoke the Grass” by Edward 
Cass, regional staff assistant to

the Commissions, Federal Bureau 
of Narcotics. At the next meeting 
of that class the discussion leader 
encourages student comment and 
reaction to the article. 

The first meeting considers the 
use of marijuana separately since 
its affects are presently subject to 
a great deal of debate in the med- 
ical field. Anonymous questions 
are submitted to the Sub-Commit- 
tee members, who meet, do re- 
search, and find the answers to 
return to the students. The second 
session is used to supply informa- 
tion on drugs such as heroin, am- 
phetamine and LSD. 

Glue To Be P ; scussed 

Use of the English class was 
determined, since that is the one 
subject that all students take at 
the high school level. Another sub- 
ject period may be used at the 
junior high level, since several 
subjects are common to all stu- 
dents. 

The program for the junior high 
will use one session to describe 
both marijuana and glue. The 
questions will be answered at the 
second session and the informa- 
tion on the other drugs presented. 

Moat WHS students fall in 
three general categories of drug 
attitudes: the hard-core drug 

users; those who would “never 
tuuch the stuff;” and a middle 
group which, uncertain of the ef- 
fects, might try drugs through 
curiosity or pressure, program 
workers report. The program 
volunteers hope to get informa- 
tion through to the middle range 
dtudent to prevent possible disas- 
ter from misinformation or lack 
of information. Just the facts are 
presented. The opportunity is 
given for the situdents to express 
their opinions and they draw their 
own conclusions. 

According to Jim Mallon, the 
students worked with Dr. McLean 
in planning this approach to drug 
education. They felt that the use 
of drugs is often caused by peer 
group pressure. Since peer group 
pressure is so powerful, why not 
employ it to advantage? The stu- 
dent discussion leaders work with 
their peers — alone. No teacher is 
present during the drug education 
sessions. 

Discussion Frees 

Greater freedom of expression 
has resulted from this student-to- 
student approach extending to 
powerful accounts of personal re- 
actions to using drugs. 

Before deciding on this tech- 
nique, the leaders experimented 
with using a tape recorder at the 
first drug discussion. It was found 
that even the pressure of the tape 
recorder inhibited the group. 


This group met again without 
the tape recorder and free discus- 
sion with good results follQwed. 
For this reason it was decided that 
neither recording equipment nor 
teachers should be present during 
the sessions. Spontaniety and 
honesty resulting from this ar- 
rangement are a majof factor in 
the success of the program. 

CONCERN Backing 

The student efforts at drug edu- 
cation are supported by the School 
Department administration and 
principal of the high school. The 
organization “CONCERN” enthu- 
siastically supported the students, 
and the members have purchased 
$100 worth of material used in the 
program. 

"CONCERN” was created by 
the Selectmen when they were 
made aware of the growing inci- 
dence of drug abuse in Winches- 
ter. Meeting once a month, this 
group has produced programs for 
dissemination of drug information 
to parents and students and is 
made up of police, students, prin- 
cipals, parent association repre- 
sentatives, the public health serv- 
ice and Dr. McLean.

We were sitting North-South and 
were lucky, going down one at our 
six-heart bid, losing only the two 
black aces. Since East-West usually 
made more than 100 points, this 
was a good board. 

Cf the eleven times the hand was 
played, East-West captured the bid 
seven times in spades, making from 
five to seven. 

The six-spade slam was hid three 
times but made only once. North 
does have a lead problem against 
six spades. Surely his partner has 
bid clubs, but a club lead gives 
East-West all the tricks. Left to 
himself, North has a sheer guess 
as to the lead. South, however, can 
help North out by doubling the six 
spades, for this bid normally calls 
| for a lead of the first suit bid by 
dummy (East), namely diamonds, 
resulting in a diamond ruff and the 
ace of hearts trick.

Copies of approved courses 
are sent to the Comptroller and to 
the Personnel Board. 

The Town Meeting spent some 
time discussing the specifics of ,the 
academic rating required of the 
policeman-student to w a r r a n t 
Town reimbursement. 

The Personnel Board report had 
read, “upon satisfactory completion 
(’D* or 70% or better) of the 
course.” The Meeting changed it 
to read “upon completion of a 
course in a manner meeting the 
degree requirements of the institu- 
tion.” 

The Personnel Board report 
specifically excludes from reim- 
bursement costs of transportaition 
or other costs not required by the 
institution offering the course; 
courses which, are audited, not 
taken for credit; part-time em- 
ployees; terminating employees 
who leave the Town or Department 
before completion of the course and 
any portion of costs connected 
with the course which is paid or 
eligible for payment under any 
grant or scholarship from the 
federal government (for example 
Veterans’ Administraton benefits), 
educational professional or chari- 
table instuitions.

of 8 Irving Street. 

Following the invocation by the 
Rev. John H. O’Donnell, assistant 
pastor at St. Mary’s Church, the 
audience 9aid the Pledge of Al- 
legiance while the honor delega- 
tion stood at attention and raised 
bhe flag outside. 

The flag, which flew over Wash- 
ington, D.C. for one day and was 
contributed by the American 
Legion through Congressman Tor- 
bert Macdonald, was raised brisk- 
ly to the top of the pole and then 
slowly lowered to half staff by 
three young Marines in dress 
blue uniform. The nation re- 
mains in official mourning through 
April 26 for General of the Army 
and former President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower.

The announced tax rate is 
$44.50. It could, however, be af- 
fected by any large change in 
State distribution. 

The Cherry Sheet — or report 
of the annual allotment of State 
funds to cities and towns — should 
be due at any time. But meantime, 
according to Town Comptroller 
James Costello, indications from 
the State are that it will be at 
least two months late. 

This will delay the setting of 
tax rates across the state. 

After bhe Senate vote of April 
10, it appeared that all cities and 
towns were to have to carry the 
heavy load of the Welfare-Medi- 
caid allotments. The “overstat- 
menft” discovered last week cloud- 
ed this issue. 

The Town’s tax rate, onto which 
about $2 had been estimated for 
this program, was first threaten- 
ed wibh a raise, as all responsibi- 
lity appeared to be going to the 
municipalities. 

Subsequently the hope of a re- 
duction appeared, should the cut- 
backs or projected “overstate- 
ments” be much larger than anti- 
cipated. 

As reported in the Star’s Medi- 
caid sbory in the March 13 issue, 
some cutbacks in bhe program 
had already been anticipated. 

Winchester expenditure o n 
Medicaid was $496,514 between 
the program’s start in September 
’66 through June, ’68. 

‘Guesswork’ 

“It was and still is guesswork 
on everybody’s part,” said State 
Representative and Moderator 
Harrison Chadwick on Monday, 
speaking of the 50 to 100 million 
dollar question mark that remains 
after last week’s dual announce- 
ment by Republican Governor 
Francis Sargent and Democratic 
House Speaker David Bartley that 
$50 million had been found in this 
gigantic Welfare budget. 

To confuse things a little more 
the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee says that the monies 
should come to 100 instead of 50 


million dollars, according to Mr. 
C-badwick, but both sources ac- 
knowledge neither to be a “really 
genuine estimate.” 

Records Dreadful 

“The records are in an absolute- 
ly dreadful state,” says Mr. Chad- 
wick. “They’re so bad that State 
Auditor Thadeus Buczko reports 
he can’t really audit them. There- 
fore people have entered into a 
sortt of guessing game, says the 
veteran legislator. 

Speaking here April 11, Cam- 
bridge Representative Mary New- 
man 'told the Winchester League 
of Women Voters that Massachu- 
setts was the only state in which 
guidelines for Welfare-Medicaid 
are set by executive directive 
rather than by law. 

“There has been tut least one 
executive order tightening up on 
•the Medicaid eligibility orders,” 
said Mr. Chadwick, in defense of 
Governor Sargent’s contention 
that a large amount of the ex- 
pected savings are due to his 
actions. 

Mr. Ohadwick believes that the 
Legislature should have much 
more to say and reminds that to 
date there have never been estab- 
lished directives as to whom, how 
much, or under what circum- 
stances these monies should be 
paid — nor have there been any 
limits on payments per applicant. 

Selectmen Act 

At a state-wide “town meeting" 
of the 'Massachusetts Selectmen’s 
Association held last month the 
first article voted unanimously 
was to request the Legislature to 
remove the cost of Medicaid and 
Welfare from the Local Aid 
Fund. 

Other articles relating to this 
problem were a request to both 
the Legislature and the Governor 
for a review of Medicaid and Wel- 
fare. (And bo this end to support 
House Bill 4507 and Senate Bill 
931). 

Edward P. Donnelly, the Se- 
lectmen’s executive secretary, rep- 
resented the Town in those votes.

Social Security 
Available To 
Certain Survivors 


John E. Lonergan Jr., manager 
of the Cambridge Social Security 
Office pointed out today that 95% 
of American families have valu- 
able economic protection under the 
Social Security Act. 

In the event of a worker’s death 
Social Security can provide month- 
ly cash payments to his dependent 
survivors. These payments have 
been made possible by the con- 
tributions he made to the Social 
Security Trust Funds during his 
lifetime. 

The benefits are intended to re- 
lieve the financial burden that re- 
sults from the dearth of the family 
breadwinner. 

Mr. Lonergan went on to point 
out that survivors eligible for bene- 
fits include: Unmarried children 

under 18 or between 18 and 22 if 
they are full time students, un- 
married children 18 or over who 
were seriously disabled before they 
reached age 18 and who continue 
to be disabled, a widow regardless 
of her age if she is caring for a 
child under 18 or disabled who i: 
getting payments on the deceased 
worker’s social security record. 

Also, a widow 60 or older even if 
there are no children entitled to pay- 
ments. A widow 50 or older (or de- 
pendent widower 50 or older) who 
is seriously disabled. A dependent 
widower 62 or older.

Patriots’ Week 


It is difficult to move from the clear act of patriot- 
ism and honor commemorated above into the sticky 
problems of today’s rebellions as they hit us in the 
area and the town. But this is dictated by the fast 
moving world around us. 


We would remind that patriotism is made up of 
many things. And that the shrill fifes and drums 
which lifted the heart in Lexington Square on Mon- 
day were in honor of a long-haired, rebel named Paul 
Revere, reviled and detested by the establishment of 
1775. 


Challenge To Adults 


For those of us whose sympathies are clearly with 
the stated aims of the rebellious college students, the 
past weeks have presented extra distress. Persons feel- 
ing that present institutions have been changing the 
world fast enough have an easier time to denounce 
the aims, the talk, the violence. Others are now asked 
clearly to separate the ends from the means. 

The challenge to all adults is tremendous. 

A full month before the outbreak at Harvard John 
W. Gardner, former Secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare presented talks there which if every 
student had heard or read and digested, might have 
strengthened understanding of what is going on. 

Among the tilings he said: 

“It is easier to understand the existence of a small 
group of destructive extremists than to understand 
why a rather large number of presumably enlightened 
Americans give them aid and comfort. Generous 
minded citizens so fear the censorious role that they 
fall into a fatuous permissiveness toward destructive 
behavior. . 

Of the riots, he said, “I do not blame the ghetto 
residents for being angry. I am with them. But they 
must not let their anger lead them into self-destruc- 


tive moves. They cannot out-hate the whites or out- 
do the whiles in violence. They must seek— as the 
college activists must seek, as we all must seek— a 
world in which men's destructive impulses are brought 
within a framework of law and rationality. 

“No society can give itself over to those whose pur- 
pose is civic tumult. The anarchist paves the way 
for the authoritarian. Either we will have a civil 
order in whidi discipline is internalized in the breast 
of each free and responsible citizen or we will see 
repressive measures designed to reestablish order. . 

Tuesday night Eric Sevareid said over C.B.S. that 
today's students are very well equipped to handle 
oppression. He then asked, “But are they equipped 
to handle freedom?” 

These are the larger issues. They become more 
clear every day. We recommend for further back- 
ground reading the article in the April 13 New York 
Times Magazine in which psychiatrist Bruno Bettle- 
heim dissects the violence of today’s adolescents from 
his own {joint of view of lack of development of a 
“reality principle” ("So in the final analysis, whether 
or not violence occurs will depend on whether the 
individual has learned to brook delay . . .”) . Also 
recommended is the April 19 issue of “Saturday Re- 
view.” 


Focused 


A small group of WHS Philosophy Club students 
two weeks ago mimeographed a "magazine of opin- 
ion,” “The Focus,” . . .“dedicated to free speech.” 

It was typical, 1969 activist student fare— very uneven 
in quality— a mixed bag of home-grown opinion 
(good, bad, indifferent) ; good quotations (Ghandi, 
Hemingway) ; a few imported rumblings and at best 
one article which had all the appearance of an SDS 
hand-out. 

From the conservative adult standpoint it is free 
alright. It criticises the local and national school 
leaders as “a bunch of hypocrites” (with differing 
rules for students and teachers on such things as 
beards, smoking.) It asks recognition of Red China. 

It quotes the Young People’s Socialist League, at- 
tacks the draft system, the ABM, the “myth of com- 
munist conspiracy.” Probably the article most offen- 
sive to adults is the puerile, deliberately shocking 
“The Student as Nigger" by UCLA Professor Jerry 
Farber. Loosely edited into the Winchester scene this 
brash piece uses a four letter word unacceptable in 
polite company. 

"Focus” was put out by a small student group. It 
was distributed at WHS classrooms and received what 
it deserved— honest student reaction. Some was com- 
plimentary, some highly critical; many were fascinat- 
ed, many others were bored. 

The Hair Hangs Down 

We heartily support the unanimously voted School 
Committee vote to try out a limited dress code at 
WHS until June. 

We heartily disagree with many of its components 
and agree with the students who said that dress 
should be a responsibility of the parents and the stu- 
dents. 

Unreasonable? No. Principal Ni block was right in 
saying that "the issue is process.” The faculty, ad- 
ministration, Student Council had worked together 
to compromise on a code. It was voted by die student 
body. Dissidents disagreed: and, in the student pre- 
sentation ol the petition against the code, they indi- 
cated that many would be “frustrated” if they “didn’t 
get what drey want . . . whidi is right.” 

School Committeeman Ridiard Lawrance was quick 
to disallow the “what we want equals what is right” 
equation. We would -o further and suggest that a 
lew huauaiious at ali ages arc the things through 


When “Focus" appeared, many adults, however, 
panicked. Calls came in that it was "un-American,” 
“dirty, “scandalous,” “treasonable.” 

Sdiool Committeeman Richard Sdiroeder thought 
it “a differing philosophy from any that I’ve heard 
of before other than that of anarchy.” Writing in 
the Star last week Navy Commander David Cox 
exhorted the students to keep up the fight to pro- 
tect democracy. He extolled the need of tolerating 
“the existence of a publication which gives every 
student the right to express his own opinions freely 
and frankly on any subject.” 

The School Committee delayed action until it 
checks out the legal angles— a realistic move since 
its counterpart in Framingham has already been 
brought to court on a students’ rights case. 

Winchester has a lively, initiating, intelligent stu- 
dent cadre, a true reflection of the community in 
that its thought runs from radical through moderate 
to ultra conservative. We believe that speaking out 
on paper is one of the bust things the students can 
do. As already, they will learn to take the conse- 
quences of their efforts and their errors. If they truly 
care about their causes, they will police themselves 
and omit the nonsense which weakens their case. We 
hope they’re given another chance. 

The Adults Hang Up 

whidi we learn to live with the sum of frustrations 
whidi life is apt to be. 

But we would make a bet that dress codes are on 
their way out and we feel the challenge on them is 
proper. Particularly in the area of hair have adults 
slipped into extremely fuzzy thinking: Hippies are 
bad. Hippies wear beards, mustaches and long hair. 
Therefore beards, long hair and mustaches are bad. 
So? Abe Lincoln, George Washington and Tom 
Dewey couldn’t go to WHS. Hermann Goering and 
Heinrich Himmler could. Their crew cuts would 
make diem accepted— “good,” not “bad.” This is the 
kind ol thinking whidi makes the adult world unin- 
telligent and chullcngable to the students. 

Girls going to school in pants is the hardest for us 
to accept. But then we ask ourselves— why? And tell 
ourselves we are no doubt wrong. Less modest than 
what they're wearing now? Wrong because our grand- 
mothers didn't wear them? We all have our * Galvan- 
istic hang-ups” as Dr. Niblock put it. But it s good 
that the “kids” are making us look at them.

Sex Education 
In The Schools 
Is Opposed 

Editor of the Star: 

There are many reasons for op- 
position to sex education courses in 
the schools. These reasons add up 
to a conviction by many that there 
is no such thing as a good school 
course on sex education. These 
reasons include: 

1. First and most important, it 
is the parents’ basic right to in- 
struct their children in such a deli- 
cate area. While it is certainly true 
that some parents have neglected 
their responsibility, usurpation of 
the rights of all, especially by an 
agency of the state, is not the 
answer. The solution must be an in- 
crease in personal responsibility, 
which will strengthen the family 
relationship — the basis of civilized 
society. 

2. Just as basic, instruction in 
sex without a concurrent emphasis 
on morality and God’s plan in 
granting this wonderful gift re- 
duces the matter .to a purely physi- 
cal and animalistic process. 

3. Group instruction will result 
in some children receiving ex- 
posure to sex information too soon 
and some later than appropriate. 
It will seriously embaruss many, 
cause callousness in some, and pro- 
voke others to experimentation. 
Simultaneous instruction to both 
sexes will foster over-familiarity 
and acute embarassment. On the 
other hand, separating the sexes 
for special instruction, when they 
normally meet together, can cause 
unwholesome speculation and un- 
desirable after-school discussion. 

4. Continuous sex education from 
kindergarten through high school 
and incessant repitition in class 
after class will create a dangerous 
obsession with sex in the mind of 
anyone, and especially in children. 
In addition, explicit instruction on 
the reproductive process can fre- 
quently excite, rather than educatev 

5. Sex education courses fre- 
quently discuss matters that are 
totally inappropriate, unnecessary, 
and downright harmful. For ex- 
ample, it is not necessary to dis- 
cuss perversion in order to keep 
the young from being perverted; 
moreover, deliberate silence con- 
cerning some aspects of sex can be 
wiser and more beneficial than 
teaching children “everything." 
And who is qualified to know -.. hat 
a child needs in such a sensitive 
area ? Only the parent or someone 
close to the child who is asked by 
the parent to give private instruc- 
tion. 

In summary, there are two major 
undesirable effects of *>ex in >truc- 
ition in school. These are: 

(A) The spiritual values and 
moral fiber >of children can be ir- 
reparably damaged. 

(B) The family relationship, a 
cornerstone of civilization, j n - 
evibably weakened, and a (>un< j 
parent-child relationship becomes 
more difficult or impossible. 

I hope that this community will 
strongly consider all these i .Mints 
when the matter of sex education, 
in the schools is considered.

It does no good 
to shut our eyes and our minds and 
blame it all on the scapegoat of 
Communism if we are ever going 
to begin to build a better society. 
The plain fact is that Communism 
has not corrupted the young in our 
country.

“The whole house is described in 
the archives of the National Valu- 
able Examples of Historical Archi- 
tecture, especially the Massachu- 
setts Society of Preservation of 
New England Antiquities. Since 
you believe the house to be an 
“eye-sore” to the Library, and 
since Winchester has voted its de- 
molition, it will go, alas, anyway.

BOOK REVIEW 

Winchester Public Library 
by Elva L. Nelson 

ERNEST HEMINGWAY; 
a life story 

by Carton Baker 

He was a hero to some, a knight in shining armor 
riding in the vanguard of literary lights, a combina- 
tion of toughness and sensitivity — and how many 
were there who had such style, either in living or 
in writing? 

The hero is Efnest Hemingway. The aura and the 
legend about him have come home to rest in Carlos 
Baker’s biography. It discloses a man of enormous 
energy, greatly gifted, greatly successful and end- 
lessly restless, who seemed beset by some inner de- 
mon, at times cruel and abusive. 

But if it is Hemingway the bully which most as- 
tounds us, he was not invariably destructive. He had 
great charm and generosity. His early background 
seems to have offered him a passionate enjoyment 
in everything: his family life, all the outdoor sports, 
and the opportunity to use his imagination and ver- 
bal gifts. After high school, he enlisted as an ambu- 
lance driver in World War I, and giving up his jour- 
nalistic work in. Kansas City, was the first American 
to be wounded in Italy. Hospitalized for leg wounds, 
he promptly fell in love with one of the nurses. 

“You know how he was,” she said long afterwards. 
“Men loved him. You know what I mean.” What she 
meant was that there were elements in his personal- 
ity that elicited a kind of hero worship. All noticed 
his “everlasting good nature.” His special qualities 
were youth, the pride in strength, animal charm, 
boyish ebullience and love of yarn-spinning. “One 
great part of his power over others was that he knew 
he had it, yet somehow managed not to be spoiled 
by it.” 

A little more than five years later, something dif- 
ferent had been added. In Paris, married and reputed 
to be a writer to watch, he became friendly with oth- 
er writers living there. He often visited the Archi- 
bald MacLeishes, and the author writes: “It was 
there at an evening party that Ernest insisted on 
reading aloud a scatalogical poem about Dorothy 
Parker, whom he had no reason to dislike or attack. 
Don and Beatrice Stewart were present that night. 
Don thought the poem vicious and said so.” 


It was at this time that he published his first nov- 
el, “The Sun Also Rises.” “Around Paris, much of 
the pleasure in reading the novel lay in identifying 
those who served as working models for the cast of 
characters.” If some were amused at the carica- 
tures, of themselves, “Hemingway’s other victims 
were generally resentful. The book made Kitty Can- 
nell so angry that she took to her bed for three days.” 

His first ma-riage had dissolved and his second 
taken place when he published a book of short stor- 
ies, “Men Without Women.” The reviews were mix- 
ed, but he began work on a second novel. His years 
in Paris were interrupted by visits to Spain, where 
he became entranced with bullfighting. Returning 
to America for the birth of his second wife’s child, 
he wintered at Key West. 

It was here that he read sections of his new novel, 
still unpublished, “A Farewell to Arms,” to several 
friends. All agreed that it was a splendid book. It 
was about this time that he probably started to dram- 
atize himself. The author states : “The pretense that 
his boyhood had been rough and dirty, the threaten- 
ing stance of the tough guy in the face of those who 
had crossed him, and the assumption of the role of 
the maturing artist who had lost his early bloom and 
who was now as worn as old saddle leather, were all 
facets of the public image that Ernest wished to pro- 
ject.” 


One of Hemingway’s traits was that he always 
liked to be where the action was taking place. During 
the Spanish Civil War, he was on the scene. On the 
spot in 1944 in Europe, he would discuss fear and 
courage with the soldiers. “He seemed to believe that 
‘guts’ were something a man had or didn’t have, and 
that fear in combat was simply the test.” 

Returning to the U. S. after his tour of the fighting 
front in Normandy and Germany in 1945, he found it 
difficult to get back to writing. He felt that nothing 
could match a writer's satisfaction in making a new 
piece of the world and knowing that it would stand 
of ever. Writing wus what ho had come on earth to 
do. It was his true faith, his church, his politics, his 
command. Writing, he had said, “is a tough metier; 
no matter how much you love it. I love it more than 
anything.”

Cancer Rate 
Higher Here 

Because April has been desig- 
nated “Cancer Control Month,” spe- 
cial interest centers on the pro- 
gress being made in Middlesex 
County in coping with the disease. 

Figures released by the govern- 
ment reveal the number of cancer 
cases in the local area, as com- 
pared with the number recorded 
in the other communities. 

The data, compiled by the U.S. 
Public Health Service, sheds light 
on the entire picture — on lung can- 
cer as well as its other forms. 

It shows, among residents of 
Middlesex County, an overall can- 
cer mortality that is somewhat 
higher than in most sections of 
the country. 

The latest annual figures list 2,- 
278 such deaths locally, excluding 
those of non-residents. 

It amounted to a rate- of 173 
cancer deaths per 100,000 popula- 
tion. The national rate, by way of 
comparison, was 154 per 100,000. 
In the State of Massachusetts it 
was 187. 

With lung cancer cases increas- 
ing at a pace that the American 
Cancer Society calls “alarming,” 
•that form of the disease is receiv- 
ing more attention than others.

In the event of a worker’s death, 
Social Security can provide month- 
ly cash payments to his dependent 
survivors. These payments have 
been made possible by the contribu- 
tions he made 'to ithe Social Securi- 
ty Trust Fundis during his lifetime. 

The benefits are intended to re- 
lieve the financial burden that re- 
sults from the death of the family 
breadwinner. 

Mr. Lonergan went on to point 
out that survivors eligible for bene- 
fits include : 

Unmarried children under 18 or 
between 18 and 22 if they are full 
time Students.

A widow regardless of her age 
if she is caring for a child under 
18 or disabled who is getting pay- 
ments on the worker^ social securi- 
ty record. 

A widow 60 or older even if there 
are no children entitled to pay- 
ments. 

A widow 50 or older (or de- 
pendent widower 50 or older) who 
is seriously disabled. 

A dependent widower 62 or older. 

A dependent parent 62 or older.

Direated by Bob Storer, “Gold 
In The Hills” by Frank Davis at- 
tracted good houses to four per- 
formances Aprill 11 through 14. 

The play was produced by Peg 
Magnusen and Roger Foskett. 

In such a “scintillating, shimmer- 
ing” cast, one scarcely dares to 
pick out individual performances. 

But it is difficult not to say a 
special word about Mary Klug’s ex- 
quisite and consistent character- 
ization as Nell; James BonnelPs 
villainous Slade; and two memor- 
able cameo performances by Shir- 
ley Puffer and Don Spinney, who, 
as the dance hall derelicts, brought 
the house down each night. 

Notable also was Ken Garland, 
who provided a wealth of old time 
piano music for the occasion, re- 
plete with “Hearts and Flowers,” 
trills and tremolos. 

At (the outset we found our- 
selves down on the farm where 
James Dorsey provided us with a 
eleancut, upstanding hero, played 
in fine tradition without a flicker of 
a smile on his face at even his 
most fatuous lines. 

John MacLellan’s considerable 
experinece in melodrama was evi- 
dent in his performance as Hiram 
Stanley, Nell’s father.

Here we were to meet a new 
bunch of characters, the habituees 
and employees of Mike Slattery’s 
Bar. First of all there was Big 
Mike himself, in the person of 
Ken AiStill, who brought a breadth 
of characterization to this role 
which kept the action moving along 
at fine pace. In -this he was helped 
by Vincent Minichiello’s playing of 
Chuck Connors, the Bowery guide. 
This was Vincent’s first time on 
stage, but from his showing here 
should certainly not be his last. 

With Chuck the tourists arrived, 
come -to see the Bowery; — Doris 
Bryant, Patricia Stewart, Cecil 
Prest and Craig Nickerson all gave 
delightful vignette performances. 
Aiding in keeping the guests happy 
and ‘soiving de suds’ were old 
timers Gene Pollard, Steve Brown 
and Joseph Saylor, all excellent as 
always.

A word too should be said about 
Gerry Patrick’s sound effects, well 
timed and with just the right touch 
of fantasy needed for this play. 

This was the last play to be 
directed by Dr. Robert Storer be- 
fore his retirement from the Win- 
chester Unitarian Church. 

He plans to travel for the next 
year and then, we hope, to return 
(to this area, -to direct many more 
plays for Little Theatre in and 
around Winchester. Unquestionably 
/this play was a very successful 
finale to this phase of Bob’s as- 
sociation which will be remembered 
with happiness and real apprecia- 
tion by a very great many people.

SKINNING DOGS ALIVE! 

Three experimenters connected with a Massachusetts medical 
school and hospital surgically peeled off in sheets 30% to 50% of 
the body skin of 21 dogs. 

In seven of the dogs, 30 to 50 per cent of the skin was removed 
and replaced (autograft) and four of these dogs had to be killed 
because "...the large open wounds resulting from partial graft 
failure made care difficult and painful for the animals/' 

Fourteen dogs had 25 to 40 per cent of skin replaced by skin 
from a donor dog (homograft). There was 86 per cent mortality 
and 36 per cent of the grafts rotted. 

The dogs were allowed to live 3 to 26 days. 

The experimenters state: “In the light of technical failures and 
the high mortality rate in dogs , there is, at present, no laboratory 
justification for treating large burns in man with early excision and 
homografting." 

The following Federal grants- from taxpayers' money-supported these experiments;

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Former Resident 
Receives Award 
From Bowdoin 

Herbert B. Moore, a Bowdoin Col- 
lege alumnus and headmaster of the 
Holland Hall School in Tulsa, Okla- 
homa, formerly of Winchester, has 
been chosen the fifth recipient of 
the Distinguished Bowdoin Educa- 
tor Award. 

Dr. Leonard W. Cronkhite Jr., 
’41, president of the Bowdoin Alum- 
ni Council, announced the selection 
of Mr. Moore, who was headmaster 
of the Tilton School in Tilton, New 
Hampshire, before going to Okla- 
homa in 1965. 

The award, established by the 
Alumni Council to recognize “out- 
standing achievement m the field 
of education,” includes a framed ci- 
tation and a prize of $500. 

All Bowdoin alumni in any area 
are eligible, with the exception of 
those on the Bowdoin faculty. 

A native of Sea Cliff, New York, 
Mr. Moore prepared for college at 
Winchester High School. A history 
major at Bowdoin, he was presi- 
dent of his class of 1948, editor of 
the student newspaper and year- 
book, and a two-year letternian in 
basketball. He was a member of 
Delta Upsilon fraternity. 

In 1968, the Holland Hall School, 
which is a coeducational diay school 
enrolling about 600 pupils in grades 
kindergarten through 12, began a 
$10 million campaign — the largest 
fund-raising campaign in the his- 
tory of independent schools in the 
Southwest. 

Its goals are to endow salaries 
and scholarships and to build a 
new upper school campus on 160 
acres. 

The new Holland Hall buildings, 
to be completed by September of 
1970, are unique in that they are 
completely faculty-inspired. 

After two years of study under 
Mr. Moore’s leadership, the faculty 
specified the program to be housed 
on the new campus; it stresses an 
inter-disciplinary approach to aca- 
demic subjects and student freedom 
from dependence on the teacher in 
the learning process. 

Mr. Moore is married to the for- 
mer Martha M. Fay of Winchester. 
The couple have six children. Dur- 
ing the coming school year, all six 
will be students at Holland Hall.

Fire Chief Urges 
Clean-Up Of Stoves 

Any fireman can tell you it’s 
actually a fact that a clean house 
seldom burns. 

It’s just as true that a clean stove 
or furnace seldom burns up the 
house. 

“Dirty, defective heating and 
cooking equipment cause the dead- 
liest dwelling fires,” says Fire 
Chief I. Francis Amico. 

According to National Fire Pro- 
tection Association studies, they 
take about 2,000 lives yearly in this 
country and destroy or damage 
about 1,500 homes each week. 

“So the goal of the spring clean- 
up campaign — more fire safety in 
our homes — calls for a thorough 
cleaning and check-up of stoves, 
furnaces, portable heaters, chimney 
and flues,” he said. 

Now is an excellent time to have 
heating equipment serviced and re- 
paired, he points out. 

It could be time to check the 
chimney too— it's particularly im- 
portant if burning wood or coal. 
And a clean, tight chimney means 
fuel saving as well as fire safety. 

If there is an exhaust fan and 
duct over the kitchen stove, how 
long since it has had the greasy 
residue removed? 

Above all, make sure that any 
kerosene or oil room heaters are 
clean and in sound working con- 
dition before putting them away 
for the season or getting them 
ready for summer camp use.

Children’s first 100 years has 
brought much to the world of child 
health. Its goals for the next cen- 
tury are sot to pierce the barriers 
of today’s medicine, and with con- 
tinued support, the Center’s future 
achievements for children will be 
as limitless as space itself.

The facilities also inculde the 
only hyperbaric (pressure) operat- 
ing chamber in the New England 
area, and 10 main operating rooms 
in which 30 surgical procedures axe 
averaged daily.

Fewer Officials 
Elected In 
Middlesex County 

(Park Row News Service) For 
its size, Middlesex County has few- 
er elected officials on its payroll 
than do most communities across 
the country. 

A comparative study of the gov- 
erning process shows that the lo- 
cal area is administered by 1,846 
elected officials, equivalent to 14 
per 10,000 population. 

Throughout the Northeastern 
states, by way of comparison, the 
average number of elected offi- 
cials at the local level is 23 per 
10,000 people. The State of Massa- 
chusetts average is 21. 

The figures are from a report 
released by the Department of 
Commerce, based upon its recent 
Census of Governments. It is the 
first such survey since 1962. 

Nationally, it shows, there are 
608,720 elected officials in local 
government positions. The North 
Central States, with about one- 
fourth of the total population, ac- 
counts for nearly half of them. 
Massachusetts has 11,535. 

In various parts of the country, 
it is found, the ratio of elected of- 
ficials to population varies widely 
from the general average.

The reason for it is that there 
are great differences in local gov- 
ernment setups. In most of the 
South, for example, there is a com- 
paratively simple governmental 
structure which makes no provi- 
sions for organized townships. 

Also, their school systems com- 
monly involve larger geographical 
areas than elsewhere and arc more 
widely administered by appointive 
rather than elective boards. 

Of the 1,846 elected officials ser- 
ving Middlesex County, 9 are con- 
nected with the county itself, 231 
with municipalities, 1,448 with 
townships, 24 with school districts 
and 134 with special districts. 

In localities where there are of- 
ficials serving more than one unit 
of government, the totals have been 
adjusted accordingly. 

All told, according to the Com- 
merce Clearing House, there are 
now some 81,248 local governments 
in operation in the United States, 
this represents a reduction of 
abouit 10,000 from the number 
counted in 1962. 

The drop was due, primarily, to 
the decrease in the number of 
school districts, through consolida- 
tions.

In Colonial Times, ilt was easier 
for a man to attend church services 
than to explain his absence. 

As a result, services were gen- 
erally well ^attended. In fact, at- 
tendance was so much the in thing, 
that many settlers spent a good 
part of Saturday preparing for the 
Sabbath. 

Since no unnecessary labor could 
be performed on Sunday, the wo- 
men cooked their Sunday meals on 
Saturday, and it was during this 
time that baked beans, because they 
tasted good either hot or cold and 
gained in flavor each time they 
were reheated, got thir start as a 
traditional New England dish.

Caution Urged 
In Using 
Paint, Mowers 


Paint brushes and powor mowers 
usually go into action during 
Spring Cloan-Up. 

Fire Chief I. Francis Amico sug- 
gests keeping these fire safety 
pointers in mind: 

(1) For paint removing and 
brush cleaning, solvents labelled 

non-ftammable” are safest. 

Flammable ones should be used 
outdoors. Indoors be sure windows 
are open, stoves, pilot lights and 
other ignition sources are off, and 
no smoking in the room. 

(2) In storing pndnt materials, 
keep them well away from furn- 
aces and also away from exits or 
under stairways — so family mem- 
bers will not be blocked from escap- 
ing should these highly combustible 
materials catch fire. 

(3) Get rid of old paint and 
solvent containers and those with 
small left-over amounts. Store 
paints and solvents only in capped 
mebal containers — glass jars and 
bottles break easily, creating a 
definite fire hazard. 

(4) Safest practice with rags 
used to wipe up paint or solvents 
is to dispose of them immediately 
outside the house. If storage is 
necessary, use a metal container 
with a tight cover. 

Another fire safety tip for home- 
owners is this: 

When filling the tank of that 
power liawnmower, be sure to treat 
gasoline with respect. Remember 
it gives off flammable vapors which 
need only a tiny flame or spark bo 
turn into searing fire or dangerous 
explosion. 

So do all refueling outdoors 
where the dangerous vapors can't 
accumulate. Keep away from all 
ignition sources, and observe a 
strict no smoking rule. Wipe up all 
spilled gasoline before starting the 
motor. 

Finally, keep gasoline in a tight- 
dosing mebal can — never in an 
easily-broken glass jug or bottle.

Dr. Patterson Defines New College 
For Smith, Holyoke Groups Here 


Dr. Franklin Patterson, president 
and planner of the developing 
Hampshire College spoke here be- 
fore a joint meeting of the Mt. Hol- 
yoke and Smith College Clubs on 
April 16 at the Unitarian Church. 

Dr. Patterson, a resident of Her- 
rick Street while he was director 
for Public Affairs, left Winchester 
to plan the new Connecticut Valley 
College, scheduled to open a year 
from this fall. 

The primary concerns of Hamp- 
shire College, Dr. Patterson said 
here, will be to concentrate on the 
requirements of the present day, 
such as practical new art forms 
(television, visual arts, etc.) and 
human development, rather than 
the previously specialized study of 
the classics. 

President Patterson feels that in 
this broadening concept of higher 
education there may be need for 
many changes, which, if advisable, 
•will be possible. 

This is a very new idea in col- 
leges but is finally becoming a real- 
ityity, the educator said, especially 
to particular donations from 
Charles Johnson (Amherst ’18), the 
Ford Foundation and the estate of 
Mr. Merrill, one of the original 
partners of Merrill, Lynch, Pierce, 
Fenner and Beane (now Smith), 
for whom the first building is to be 
named. 

Each building is intended to be a 
complete unit in itself, patterned 
after the various colleges at Yale. 

The new premise in the field of 
education will draw on the partici- 
pation of the other Connecticut 
Valley colleges; the University of 
Massachusetts, Amherst, Mt. Hol- 
yoke and Smith and will try to 
compete with them on the same edu- 
cational levels and yet have a total- 
ly different approach to scholastic 
achievement to meet with the needs 
of our changing and trying times. 

President Mendenhull of Smith, 
for example, has foreseen the im- 
possibility, or unlikelihood, of the 
survival of the private colleges, as 
such, for more than 20 or 25 years, 
at the most. 

Club listeners felt that with his 
background of teaching at Tufts 
and New York University, a Ph.D. 
from Claremont Graduate School 
in California, plus having written 
many books and articles. Dr. 
Franklin Patterson should be an- 
excellent choice to head this new' 
experimental college, which will 
start with an enrollment of 250 or 
300 and eventually become around 
1500.

The legislation calls for prison 
terms up 'too five years and fines 
up to $5000 for participants in 
disturbances at state institutions 
of higher learning. 

Some 84,000 students in 29 
schools, their faculty and non- 
teaching staff would be affected. 
The legislation would not affect 
private institutions. 

In filing the bill, Rep. Chadwick 
said he had assurances from the 
leadership that the Rules Com- 
mittee would refer the measure 
to the Education Committee with- 
in five days. 

If not, Rep. Chadwick would 
move to have the Rules Commit- 
tee discharged from consideration 
of the legislation. The earlier 
House vote on admission indicates 
that his motion would achieve the 
necessary two-thirds majority. 

Authorized in the bill would 
be the right of the president of 
a state college or university or 
the dean of a community college 
to declare a state of emergency 
and to bar potential troublemak- 
ers from land and buildings. 

Students found to have dis- 
rupted or to have attempted to 
disrupt instructional programs 
would be expelled and not allowed 
to re-enrdll in a state institution 
for three years. 

Faculty members would be dis- 
charged and could not be rehired 
for teaching positions by the state 
for a three-year-period. 

The bill’s criminal section would 
apply to persons who refused to 
leave a campus building or prop- 
erty on the lawful order of the 
institution's top administrator. 
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Mrs. Swazey 
Publishes Book 
On Sherrington 

A new book entitled, “Reflexes 
and Motor Integration: Sherring- 
ton’s Concept of Integrative Ac- 
tion,” by Mrs. Judith P. Swazey 
of 130 Pond Street, was published 
April 18 by the Harvard Univer- 
sity Press. 

Mrs. Swazey, a research associ- 
ate with the Biomedical Sciences 
Group of the Harvard program on 
technology and society, is a re- 
search fellow with the History of 
Science Department, Harvard 
University and assistant editor 
of the “Journal of the History of 
Biology.” 

Sir Charles Scott Sherrington 
is credited with having single- 
handedly crystallized the field of 
neurophysiology and Mrs. Swa- 
zey’s book studies his early re- 
search from 1880 through 1906. 

The book jacket review of Mrs. 
Swazey ’s work states, “The au- 
thor has gathered a vast amount 
of material from published and 
unpublished sources for this com- 
prehensive study of Sherrington's 
life and work. Her analysis of 
his delightful and extraordinary 
personality, and her account of 
the scientific setting within which 
his work was carried out provide 
a model for historians of science.” 


Internationally known nuclear 
physicist Dr. Theos J. Thompson 
of 14 Everett Avenue was named 
last week to the five-man United 
States Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion and will be leaving Winches- 
ter soon for Washington.

Dr. Thompson, 'director of the 
M.I.T. Reactor and professor of 
nuclear engineering at the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technolo- 
gy, has had extensive experience 
in the fields of nuclear physics 
and reactor technology. 

He joined the Institute faculty 
in 1955 as associate professor of 
nuclear engineering and design 
and was in charge of the construc- 
tion, of the M.I.T. Reactor, the 
first in New England. 

A native of Lincoln, Nebraska, 
the 54-year old local scientist re- 
ceived the degrees of bachelor of 
arts in chemistry (1941) and 
master of arts in organic chemis- 
try (1942) from the University 
of Nebraska. 

In 1942 Dr. Thompson entered 
the Army as a second lieutenant 
in the Chemical Warfare Service. 
He was stationed at Edgewood 
Arsenal, Maryland, Fort Benning, 
Georgia, and the U. S. Military 
Academy, where he served as in- 
structor in physics. He left the 
Army with the rank of major in

Medicare 
Is Explained 

Anyone nearing 65, will be in- 
terested in a health insurance pro- 
gram ithat has far Teaching cover- 
age and is available ait an economi- 
cal premium. Medicare is just such 
a program. 

There are two parts to Medicare; 
hospital insurance and medical in- 
surance. The following is a brief 
outline of what is covered under 
both parts: 

Part A covers almost all hospi- 
tal expenses for up to 90 days, 
with an additional lifetime reserve 
of 60 days. As well as in-patient 
services, Part A covers services in 
an extended care facility. The pro- 
gram will pay for further treat- 
ment at a ^top-over point. 

There is also a provision which 
covers home health benefits. These 
services include part-time nursing 
care, therapy, services of home 
health aides, and medical social 
services along with medical sup- 
plies and appliances. 

Part B covers medical and sur- 
gical services by a doctor, and oth- 
er services which are ordinarily 
furnished in his office such as diag- 
nostic tests, medical supplies, ser- 
vices of his nurse, drugs and bio- 
logies Is which cannot be self-ad- 
ministered. 

Out patient benefits are included 
under Part B. Medicare will pay 
for laboratory services, emergency 
room services, and medical sup- 
plies. Home health benefits are al- 
so included under Part B. 

The main difference between this 
service under parts A and B is 
that under Part B you do not have 
to be hospitalized first. Finally, 
Part B will help pay for diagnos- 
tic tests, radiation therapy, surgi- 
cal dressings, etc., the rental or 
purchase of medical equipment, and 
certain ambulance services. 

The above is not all -inclusive, 
and if there are any questions, 
contact the local Social Security 
Office for information. 

The Cambridge District Office 
is located at 625 Mt. Auburn Street, 
Cambridge, and is open from 9 
a.m. to 5 p.m. daily and on Wed- 
nesday until 8 p.m. The telephone

Why Must Elderly Move Away?

"Ever)- now and then we hear it said that it seems 
everyone wants to live in the suburbs. While every- 
one may not desire the suburbs it is obvious that an 
increasing number of people are moving there, and 
it is understandable why they do. It is an opportunity 
to escape from the noise and smoke of the cities to a 
place of quietness and fresh air. There are plenty 
of trees and grass, beautiful streets, excellent schools, 
innumerable opportunities for the young people, and 
a kind of status for the socialite only to mention 
a few of the attractions of suburban living. In fact, 
it is just a nice place to live. Almost anything a 
person could want in the way of houses and sur- 
roundings can be found in suburbia. 

“Yes, it seems that the suburbs are an ideal place 
for everyone to live, but for a certain group of 
people life there becomes increasingly difficult. These 
are the elderly. In spite of the fact that they are 
foremost among those who need what the attraction 
of suburbia affords, many unfortunately cannot 
afford any longer the attraction of suburbia. It is 
a good place to live if one has excellent health and 
is able to take care of his required 10 to 60 thousand 
square feet of beautiful grass and marvelous trees. 

“If one isn’t able to meet all these requirements 
one may have to move out. If not this year, then 
maybe next year or the year after he will have to 
make the hard decision to move from his community. 
The tragedy of it all is that when he finally has to 
move it is at a time in his life when he has the 
greatest need to remain stable. When his friends are 
fewest and harder to make, he may find he has to 
leave them. Even though it is “his” town where he 
has lived most of his life, he must move when he can 
no longer manage. 

“At this point in his life it seems that few people 
remember that his community has changed a great 
deal since he moved there. He knew that change 
was inevitable and he may have even been glad to 
help it come but he never thought he would actually 
have to move from his community. Few people re- 
member that the new schools and playgrounds have 
been costing him increasing taxes each year long 
after his own children have graduated and moved. 
He has loved his community, he has voted for the 
changes to make it better, he has supported it with 
his taxes, and most of all he wants to live the 
balance of his life in his own home town. And why 
not, that is where he belongs, and he deserves an 
opportunity to stay. 

"Why not is really quite simple. He just cannot 
afford to live there any longer. What he really needs, 
in fact, the thing that would make all the difference 
in the world to him. is for someone to make available 
good housing at a reasonable price. In thousands 
of communities across the country this kind of 


housing is being developed, mostly by non-profit 
organizations. In communities like yours and mine 
housing for senior citizens is being provided at 
moderate cost with little or no financial consequence 
to the towns, by other citizens with far ranging 
vision and deep concern. Why not here? 

“What is really needed is the proper concern, but 
it is often hard to find anyone who is really 
sensitive to the refugee from the suburbs, particu- 
larly the ' affluent” suburbs. Yet the problem is 
much the same. True, the problems of the ghetto 
are much more readily recognizable, and even in 
lower middle class neighborhoods people can see the 
problem of the elderly. But for some reason in sub- 
urbia, although the problem is quite significant, 
few people seem to notice, or worse, to care about it. 

“What would happen if someone did care? What 
would happen if someone became concerned about 
the elderly persons who must move from their com- 
munities because they cannot afford it any longer, 
or who have suffered drastic financial drain because 
of prolonged illness, or w'ho do not want to become 
a burden on their children, or whose children simply 
will not care for them? What about the many elderly 
couples who do not have to leave their home towns 
although many are incapacitated if there were some 
kind of housing available? 

“While it would make little aesthetic difference 
in the image of the town, it would almost certainly 
elevate the public image of the community. Without 
question it would make a world of difference to a 
large number of people. There is a substantial need, 
even in the suburbs, for just such housing. 

"There are a dozen ways that this kind of housing 
can be readily obtained. Suppose a non-profit group 
with another "axe to grind” than its intention and 
desire to provide good, attractive, medium priced 
housing for the elderly citizens were available? 
Would it make any difference? Suppose this group 
had funds available so that the cost to the community 
was no greater than a few trees? Would it make any 
difference? Suppose this housing was to meet the 
building as well as the aesthetic standards of the 
community? Would it make any difference? Suppose 
a town committee were assigned to study the problem 
and they could make a strong recommendation for 
this group. Would it make any difference? 

“Perhaps what is needed to make the difference 
is just this kind of group. Someone to spark the 
interest and guide the project to a desirable goal 
and acceptable standard. Is it necessary for the 
elderly to picket city hall before someone becomes 
interested enough to help? It seems that with a 
problem as prevalent and as serious as are the needs 
of our elderly citizens, a town or community should 
find a way to make a difference in their lives.” 


Editorials: 

Background For Trouble 


Recently someone made the statement that if Booth 
Tarkington had written “Seventeen” in 1968, he 
would have had to call it "Eleven.” 

This is a part ol what we are dealing with as a 
multiplicity of sources makes world-knowledgable if 
not world-wise our young people of high school age. 
Anyone who saw last week’s demonstration wherein 
first grade Muraco students did fraction problems or 
that when die Wyman Annex sixdi grade presented 
"Hamlet,” has seen some of the evidence of the learn- 
ing speed-up. All who are concerned about the vio- 
lence in student action all around us now are con- 
scious of the still lacking balance of emotional growth 
in today's youth. But at eleven they are the old seven- 
teen: by seventeen they are now the old 23. The ac- 
celeration is dearly a factor in die problems of youth 


demands for expression presently nagging the School 
Committee. 

Another factor is this: adults tend to speak using 
the premise that their precepts are right, just be- 
cause they are older and “know' better.” Young people 
only have to grow up a little more and then they 
will surely see why "this is the proper way to do 
things.” The trouble here is that to accept this, one 
must inferentially agree that the adult world is right 
—fair, well run, honest. This of course is so mudi 
malarkey. The adult world is unfair, coming apart 
at die seams and in many ways dishonest. So-o, for 
their part the young people start with the premise 
that what the adults say about the world is malarkey. 
And they take off from there. 

Result: conflict and trouble. And we're in it up to 
our necks.

SEVEN SEATS TO THE MOON 

by Charlotte Armstrong 

Miss Armstrong is always a capable suspense writ- 
er. In Seven Scats to the Moon she quite outdoes 
herself. Not because of her plot, which is fairly 
routine, but because of her people. These are not 
stock characters in a who-dunnit but very likeable, 
logical people who behave like likeable, logical people. 

J Middleton Little, in New York on business, has 
a slight accident and is hospitalized overnight. He 
overhears a weird conversation between his room- 
mate and a visitor, and though he does not under- 
stand it, he realizes he was not meant to hear. In 
fact, when he makes his presence known, he is urged 
to absolute silence. Even his wife, Sophia, is not to 
know what he has heard. As a bribe J is promised 
seven seats to the moon (the number of his own fam- 
ily) for a projected colonization intended to save 
something of mankind for the future when the pres- 
ent powers destroy each other. J doesn’t believe 
this fantasy and knows a red herring when he sees 
it. But what has he overheard? 

Barry Goodrick, an extremely disagreeable char- 
acter, is the next visitor to the strange Barkis and 
is coldly received. To J’s amazement he finds the 
man on the plane to Burbank.' He had let slip the 
flight and time. Goodrick is quite evidently out to 
discover what J may know. He discloses that Barkis 
is really a world-famous scientist, Dr. Ambrose Wil- 
ling. J manages to withstand the probing and foils 
Goodrick’s attempt to pose as Willing’s assistant 
on the phone. 


What really throws J off is the possibility he has 
rejected of even really having to choose six people 
to go to the moon with him and the horror of having 
to stay there. Something big is afoot, he knows, and 
he cannot push it out of his mind. He discovers that 
Dr. Willing fell or was pushed to his death from his 
hotel room the night after he left. He is being tailed. 

Meanwhile mtjch of his time is taken up with his 
family— -Nanjo, 16, spoiled and willful; his extrava- 
gant eldest son; his unaccountable 23-year-old Amy, 
married to an artist. Their own lives are much more 
interesting than the plot, and while J describes him- 
self as being “smack dab in the middle of this whole 
society” he is far from dull. At least I like him and 
I think you will too.

While studying for his Ph.D. 
degree in nuclear physics at the 
University of California at Berke- 
ley, Dr. Thompson used the 184- 
inch cyclotron in nuclear re- 
search. During his last two years 
at Berkeley he was a lecturer in 
physics. 

A physicist at the Los Alamos 
Scientific Laboratory, 1952-55* he 
was partially responsible for dis- 
mantling the Los Alamos Fast 
Reactor, Clementine, and for de- 
signing much of the equipment 
used for that purpose. He was in 
charge of the design and construc- 
tion of the Omega West Reactor 
until he left to come to M.I.T. 

The new AEC designer has been 
a member of the Advisory Com- 
mitee on Reactor Safeguards for 
the United States Atomic Energy 
Commission. During the 1961 cal- 
endar year he served as chairman 
of the committee. Presently, he is 
head of a project at M.I.T. to com- 
pile a book on “Technology of Nu- 
clear Reactors as Directly Related 
to Reactor Safety." 

Dr. Thompson is a member of 
Phi Beta Kappa, Sigma Xi, Pi 
Mu Epsilon, Phi Lambda Upsilon, 
American Academy of Arts and 
Sciences, American Physical So- 
ciety and the American Nuclear 
Society. 

He and Mrs. Thompson live 
here with their three sons' and a 
daughter. *

School Committee member Rich- 
ard Law ranee then proposed a 
motion (that the Committee permit 
the sale and distribution of 
"Focus" on school property but 
that they not accept responsibility 
for any libelous material included 
in the publication. His motion 
was later amended. 

In answer to a request for stu- 
dent presentation of the issue, 
Marc Levinson, an editor of 
“Focus,” told the committee the 
High School students needed a 
magazine for opinions and the 
magazine serves an informational 
function. 

He emphasized the students 
have sought to publish their mag- 
azine “in a unique way — through 
compromise and conference.” 

Focus will be self-supporting, 
Marc said. He added that "Focus" 
provides information on current 
events and views not found by the 
student elsewhere. 

School Committee member 
Richard Sohroeder asked Marc if 
it was not possible to achieve their 
goals through the “Red and 
Black.” In reply Marc told the 
Committee the school newspaper 
was not published often enough 
and that there was not enough 
space in it for opinions. 

Marc denied that “Focus” was 
the official publication of the Phi- 


losophy Club as the Club is not 
“structured in a way to make an 
official publication possible.” He 
added their faculty a; visor is 
someone who indicated an interest 
to work with them, not someone 
officially appointed by the admini- 
stration. 

Mr. Schroeder indicated to the 
Committee that plans should be 
made to expand the “Red and 
Black" to make it a vehicle for 
student expression and that a way 
ought to be found to publish it 
more cheaply and more often if 
cost was the prohibitive factor.

January, Capt. Sharkey said. 

The delay in opening would

The survey was the first defin- 
itive effort to measure community 
interest in an in-school lunch pro- 
gram at the elementary level. 

Dr. Klemer, superintendent of 
schools, who had met on two oc- 
casions with the in-school lunch 
committee, informed the School 


Committee that the parents would 
contact the principals of the three 
schools involved in the recent sur- 
vey and consult them in their sur- 
vey of facilities, information nec- 
essary for any proposal for a pos- 
sible pilot lunch program. 

The parents -assured the Com- 
mittee its survey would particu- 
lai-ly define costs of supervision, 
equipment, finance, use of school 
space and personnel. 

Under present contractual 
agreements, Winchester teachers 
will not supervise lunchrooms ex- 
cept on a voluntary, paid basis. 

Each School Committee mem- 
ber received a copy of the two- 
page survey fact Bheet that will 
be used by the Lunch Committee. 

Before taking the vote of inter- 
est in the survey of other commu- 
nities, the School Committee stat- 
ed such a vote' would not commit it 
to any decision regarding a lunch 
program and that the parents of 
the lunch committee were acting 
as independent citizens and not 
as representatives of the School 
Committee. 

Mr. Merenda said the parents 
had approached the School Com- 
mittee in good faith to offer any 
information gained from the time 
and effort invested by interested 
citizens. 

He also reminded the School 
Committee of the overwhelming 
favorable interest revealed by the 
door-to-door survey, in which 89% 
of the parents polled indicated in- 
terest in a lunch program, and 
only 11% favored the current two- 
session schedule.

Refusal would be a felony, de- 
fined under Massachusetts Law 
as an offense punishable by five 
years in a abate prison. 

Speaking to newsmen, Rep. 
Chadwick said, “I do not presume 
for a moment that this penalty 
would be imposed on the genuine- 
ly local student engaged in law- 
ful demonstration.” 

He continued itbnt he would ex- 
pect it to be applied to those 
outside, non-student agitators who 
might descend on local campuses 
to stir up trouble. 

Rep. Chadwick said his bill was 
based on elements of some 80 
bills on the subject filed with the 
California General Assembly. 

During debate on the bill in the 
House, Rep. Chadwick said of the 
dissatified students at state col- 
leges, “If they are unhappy it is 
time for them to move over." 

He noted the 8,000-student-wait- 
ing list at the state colleges. 
These students, though qualified, 
can not be accepted because of 
overcrowding and that is why the 
dissatisfied students should “move 
over." 

Rep. Chadwick also said, “I felt 
that the Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture could not sit still in its seat 
and not respond to the rights of 
the taxpayers who provide the 
education." 

*If private institutions decide 
to tolerate violence then that is 
their business,” he said during 
House debate, “But when it hap- 
pens at abate colleges it is a dif- 
ferent matter." 

House Speaker David M. Bart- 
ley, in a special statement issued 
after the vote, said the House fol- 
lowed its own rules and regula- 
tions in refusing to suspend rulea 
and urged members “to be as 
reasonable in making and chang- 
ing our laws as we would expect 
the students to be in attempting 
ito change university policies." 

“I think students on all of our 
college campuses should realize 
that even though the House today 
abided by orderly procedure in 
not passing panic legislation, 
there were 142 members who re- 
corded themselves in favor of

Also being 
encouraged to attend are those 
who have already given up cigar- 
ette smoking for the oigar or pipe.

suit allows him three discards for 
his possible four losers outside the 
heart, suit, and since South can 
have only four high card points 
in hearts, he has to have one of die 
missing Queens to round out the 
six high card points he promises 
with the weak two-hid, and that 
takes care of the fourth loser. 

The traveling score sheet, — 
seven scores recorded with every- 
one making all the tricks, notes 
only one seven no trump bid for 
the top score, one seven heart bid 
for nexft too itop, four six no trump 
bids, and one six heart bid. This is 
whmt adds the extra flavor for 
duplicate addicts; you not only 
have to lie dealt the cards you also 
have to make the most of them. 

Editor’s note: On one of my first 
visit® to the Club almost ten years 
ago, before I had ever heard of a 
weak two-bid, Blair Hawley and 
Nelson Bell used it to vault with 
ease into a similar seven no trump 
contract, the only ones in the bid. 
You always remember your low 
scores.

Any bidding system has its 
faults, but one convention in ours 
fame 'through on this hand. We 
Play weak two-bids, opening with 
two spades, two hearts, or two 
diamonds when we hold a six-card 
suit and from six to twelve high 
oard points in short, less than a 
normal opening bid, and we use an 
artificial two-club bid for the big 
hands. This is a generally accepted 
practice in duplicate now, based on 
the reasoning that you have such 
weak hands more often than the 
yory strong ones, and it is a very 
informative bid ius well as being 
pre-emptive, making it difficult for 
the opponents too come in.

Wheither we realize it or not, we 
are all to some degree in prison, 
but we all also have the capacity 
to be free, a Christian Science 
lecturer said here last Thursday 
evening. 

Eugene Depold Tyc of San 
Diego, California spoke to a town- 
wide audience at the First Church 
of Christ, Scientist, Church Street. 
His lecture was titled, “Claim Your 
Freedom.” 

He defined imprisonment as any 
kind of unwholesome limitation or 
restriction, such as age, sickness, 
unemployment, lack of education 
companionship, money; also alco- 
holism, drug addiction lawlessness;

Not walls or 
bars, but mental attitudes. “We 
can never be completely free until 
we overcome in ourselves the re- 
stricting mental condition that a 
the cause of our imprisonment.”

Urges Peace 
In Israel 

Congressman Torbert H. Mac- 
donald of this District offered con- 
gratulations on the occasion of 
Israel’s 21st birthday in Congress 
recently. 

In signing a declaration for 
peace in the Middle East, Congress- 
man Macdonald praised the pro- 
gress of the people of Israel dur- 
ing the last 21 years and remarked 
on their absorption of more than 
1,250,000 refugee immigrants and 
reclamation of arid land. 

Congressman Macdonald stated 
that the Israelis’ preservation and 
strengthening of democratic in- 
stitutions in their constructive co- 
operation in the international com- 
munity, set an example that could 
well be followed by other countries 
in the troubled Middle East. 

He further state, in joining with 
20 other members of Congress, his 
concern that the people of Israel 
Still might be denied their t'igd&attt- 
peace because they must carry 
heavy defense burdens which would 
prevent them from utilizing their 
full resources for productive pur- 
suits. 

He pointed out that Israel’s 
Arab neighbors are terribly short- 
sighted in refusing ito negotiate 
final peace with the democratic 
State of Israel and he called on the 
Arab leaders to agree to meet with 
the Israelis in face-to-face negotia- 
tions. He warned of the futility of 
outside powers trying to impose 
merely half-way measures which 
would not be conducive to a per- 
manent peace.

The Marycliff Committee was 
meeting in the Welfare Room of 
the Town Hall, but its chairman 
left to report to the Selectmen 
and together with them to set June 
5 as the date when a special Town 
Meeting will be held to vote on 
the purchase of the nine-acre site 
aiid building complex which have 
since 1950 made up the grounds 
and classrooms of the private 
Catholic girls’ academy on High 
Street. Marycliff is to close down 
this June. 

Option Ends June 13 

The Town Meeting must meet 
before the option to buy runs out 
— on. June 18. 

Mr. Tesorero reported his group 
just recently in receipt of the of- 
ficial appraisals on the Academy. 
He did not, however, present the 
figures involved. 

The Town Meeting vote was on 
the basis of an $850, 00p price tag. 
Considerable discussion, however, 
ensued as to whether or not this 
was too much money to spend on 
an old school. 

Present at the Marycliff Com- 
mittee meeting were, in addition 
to Mr. Tbsorero, Permanent Build- 
ing Committee members Leroy 
Long, Thomas Coronis and Joseph 
Vaccaro. Assistant Superintend- 
ent William Clark represented the 
school administration; Messrs. 
Richard Schroeder and Richard 
Lawrance were there for the 
School Committee; Richard Dut- 
ting for the Planning Board; and 
Stephen Parkhurst for the Fi- 
nance Committee. The Modera- 
tor’s appointee, Robert Anderson, 
was also present. 


Savings on Rentals 

Mr. Clark, explaining a report 
from the schools, pointed up the 
fact that the administration is 
presently "very poorly and inef- 
ficiently” housed in 23,000 square 
feet at the McManus House (next 
to McCall JHS) and that head- 
quarters for 33 members of the 
staff and administration are in 
quarters at Main Street leased by 
the department at $12,000 a year.

Attorney Speers Sees Public Change; 
Sales Tax, Deduction Cut Preferred 


William J. Speers of 2 Fern- 
way, speaking personally and as a 
member of the Greater Boston 
Chamber of Commerce Taxation 
Committee and The Ten-Year 
Master Plan Commission, said 
Monday he felt recent public 
opinion polls plus inequities of an 
across-the-board State tax sur- 
charge account for his and the 
C of C’s swing toward a sales tax 
increase and/or elimination of the 
federal tax deduction on earned 
income as answers to the State’s 
immediate fiscal problems. 

"An increase in the sales tax 
and elimination of the deduction 
presently allowed for one-half of 
the federal tax on earned income 
would do the least damage to 
Massachusetts’ competitive posi- 
tion as an industrial state,” the 
Greater Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce stated on Monday. 

Mass Sales Tax Lowest 

"Take a look in the 1010 form 
sales tax table,” said Attorney 
Speers, a former chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen and two- term 
School Committeeman. 


Many states have more broadly 
based sales taxes as well as high- 
er structures. Massachusetts’ tax 
is by far the lowest.”

A Second Look At The Students 


Beginning with tire affair at Chicago in July, con- 
cerned citizens across the country have been forced 
to scrutinize the student revolution. Events in the 
past month have sharpened the look and made it 
imperative that adults speak out in leadership, offer- 
ing their support of valid student aims and their 
constructive thinking to help catalyze actions of the 
vast majority of moderate-minded, concerned stu- 
dents. 

Two weeks ago Eric Severeid likened the picture 
of armed black students at Cornell to that of the 
snarling dogs in the early Birmingham, Alabama 
civil rights actions. Both shocked the nation. There 
has been enough shock — there needs now to be fast- 
moving action in the middle.

The following are excerpts from the dedication speech made by J. Joseph Tansey at the ceremonies dedi- 
cating the former Loring Avenue Field to the memory of Mrs. Elizabeth C. McDonald. 


“Most visitors to London spend 
a considerable portion of their time 
admiring the magnificent architec- 
ture of Sir Christopher Wren, the 
gifted designer of most of the great 
structures in England. A tourist 
once asked ‘Where is his monu- 
ment?” He received a classic an- 
swer, ‘Just look about you.’ And so, 
too, if we wish to see the monu- 
ments of Elizabeth C. McDonald, 
we must look about us. 

“Her accomplishments, her im- 
pact on this community and its 
people will still be remembered 
when this stone memorial weatWs 
with age and this bronze plaque! be- 
comes tarnished green.”

‘‘She was a highly' intelligent 
woman, politically aggressive with 
a penchant for being amazingly 
abrupt and candidly disarming in 
her dealings with people. Generous 
to a fault for those who today 
might be classed as underprivileged, 
she could also be an uncomfortable 
critic of the few who failed her. 
Outspoken, and adamant concerning 
problems affecting the best in- 
terests of the town and in particu- 


lar of Precinct 6, she could, in a 
minutes’ notice, return to her quiet 
home and become a gentle, motherly 
woman, whose greatest interest and 
deep affections centered about a. 
strong, vital family life.

“ . . .She alone prevented the 
town from selling to speculative 
builders the land which we now 
know as the Alfred Elliot Park. A 
confidante of George Davidson, the 
late and longtime chairman of the 
Park Board who did so much to 
create a forward looking system of 
parks, playgrounds and beaches in 
this town, she lent a powerful voice 
and a commanding influence to the 
construction of the Leonard, Ginn 
and West Side play grounds. 

‘‘This McDonald Field, formerly 
known as the Loring Avenue Field, 
was an integral part of her life, 
and she possessed an amazing un- 
derstanding and an abiding interest 
in those who used its facilities.”

“. . . Early in life she learned that 
‘to have a friend is to be a friend.’ 
And her friends were legion. She

She 
was a leader because she establish- 
ed her credentials as a powerful op- 
ponent who asked no quarter, but 
depended solely on a superior brain 
and a dynamic personality.”

JOURNEY TO RED BIRDS 

by Jan Lindblad 

The red birds of the hook’s title are the scarlet 
ibises and flamingoes of the West Indies, where the 
Swedish author went after finishing his wild life 
film Wild Country , which had been awarded fourth 
prize in the Swedish Film Institute’s Diploma com- 
petition. His wife suggested that they should try 
the West Indies for sunshine and warmth, but the 
holiday she envisaged turned into a full-scale photo- 
graphic expedition with equipment weighing over 
four hundred pounds. 

The Lindblads stayed in Trinidad for a year. The 
Swedish Radio and TV had agreed that Mr. Lind- 
blad should produce a series of films concerned with 
the West Indies, and this considerably increased 
his resources, but one feels that once the idea of 
going to Trinidad to film the “red birds” had come 
to him, he would have gone if he had to build a raft 
and paddle his equipment all the way. His enthusi- 
asm for every kind of wild life and his fear, shared 
by every other naturalist, that man is destroying 
the profusion of nature, is enhanced by the sensi- 
tivity of his character. The jacket tells us that he 
has been a dancer in opera-ballot, an expert mimic 
of bird-sounds and a professional juggler. His de- 
scription of the “music of the rain-forests” shows his 
delight in all the aspects of his work. 

“Nothing is more enjoyable than the chorus of 
sound which comes from a forest; . . . Sounds 
have always fascinated me, for one hears much 
more than, one sees, and this is particularly true 
in the labyrinths of luxurious vegetation in the 
tropics ... A series of deep, gentle tones like 
the beat in the lowest register of the marimba 
means a trogon, coloured blue, yellow and green 
a fine musical background to the slow, melan- 
choly, but sonorous tones of a white-throated 
thrush, the Pan of the rain forest. Toucans fly 
through the tree-tops with harsh calls, which 
put everything on the alert. The sound’ of a 
bellbird is so incredibly loud that it is as though 
the bird were tapping an iron girder. It almost 
completely drowns out the little flock of hum- 
ming birds, which weave their delicate pattern 
of voices in a gossamer of treble squeaks. 
Amongst it all one can hear the volley of sharp 
cracks made by the black-and-white manakins, 
which signal with pistol shots when a female 
turns up at the display place.” 

On of the finest pictures in the book is that of 
an oilbird taken in the depths of a cave, which is its 
natural habitat. 

“The ir y ffitest jljm it ever experiences is 

the white light of "a full moon, shining down out 
of the velvet-black tropical night. This gives the 
birds more than, enough light to find the palms 
and other trees where they forage.” 

The caption of the photograph reads: 

“The visual pigment shines like a ‘stop’ traffic 
light in the oilbird’s light-sensitive eye. The bird 
has a well-developed sense of smell and good 
hearing but — most remarkable of all — like a bat 
it can orientate in total darkness by means of 
echo-location.” 

Mr. Lildblad’s description of the perils affecting 
those who do research in the oil-bird’s caves sounds 
like a Hitchcock horror story. 

All the photographs are beautiful and interesting. 
Those of a hummingbird about to sip from an exotic 
plant, and of two newly hatched chicks in a nest the 
size of Mr. Lindblad’s wedding ring, are particularly 
appealing. The author’s description of the life of 
the male hummingbird sounds like a hedonistic ideal 
for the males of any species. 

“Their whole life is spent in tippling nectar, fight- 
ing rivals, and running after mates. They never 
help with nest-building and incubation, nor with 
the care of the young, and their only task in life 
is to court females by the hour.” 

The translation from the Swedish, made by 
Gwynne Vevers, is well done and not at all stilted. 
Mr. Lindblad obviously loves his work and deplores 
the senseless, greedy poaching and slaughtering 
which is killing off many of the world’s most beau- 
tiful birds and animals.

As far as the surcharge goes, 
Mr. Speers pointed to the inequi- 
ties for retired persons and wid- 
ows if this goes onto unearned 
income and reminded that the 
State now has the highest tax in 
the country on corporations. A 
13% increase to this would be a 
real business restriction and re- 
sult in tax rates “so far out of 
line with those prevailing in 
comparable industrial states that 
Massachusetts would be placed 
at a serious competitive disadvan- 
tage in the constant struggle to 
maintain and expand its tax 
base,” he said. 

“Since our (C of C) tax hearing 
at Faneuil Hall, we have sensed 
that the public and the Legisla- 
ture are more willing to accept 
the sales tax,” said the Winches- 
ter lawyer. “Something has got to 
go back into the local aid fund 
and people know this.” 

Pending the report of the study 
commission, the sales tax rise and 
federal income deduction removal 
would appear to be the best tem- 
porary solutions, Mr. Speers af- 
firmed. x

Winchester Senior High School 
science laboratories have been used 
for the past month for the training 
of Peace Corps volunteers. 

Francis X. Finigan, director of 
science, Winchester Public Schools, 
has been supervisor of the program 
in conjunction with the Sterling In- 
stitute Training Development Cen- 
ter.

John MacPhee and Richard Elliott 
at McCall Junior High School. 

Upon their arrival in Irxlia the 
group will use the knowledge gam- 
ed in Winchester to instruct Indian 
teachers in the innovations in the 
teaching of science.

The 1969 Little League Fund 
Drive has begun its campaign for 
the necessary funds 'to finance its 
operations. 

In the past, the Little League 
volunteers have had various types 
of drives. For many years, they 
conducted a door-to-door visitation 
over one or two week-ends, in what 
was called “Bucks For Boys.” 

The response to this type of drive 
fell far short of the required 
monies, so, three years ago, the 
Little Leaguers sold boxes of candy 
from door-to-door. Two years of 
mammoth administrative details 
and merchandise handling again 
did not produce the required re- 
sults. 

In 1968, the most successful 
campaign was held in which the 
Little Leaguers sold chances on a 
color Television set. The organi- 
zation realized a marked increase 
in this drive over former plans, 
but, when the 1969 operations were 
ready to roll, the Massachusetts 
Legislature put teeth into this sort 
of money raising, and the League 
was faced with a change of plans. 

At a meeting of the board of 
directors, which consists of officials 
and Big, Senior, and Major League 
Managers, a unanimous vote was 
cast for a plan to form a Parents 
Association. 

The 1969 Libtle League Fund 
Drive, therefore, consists of mem- 
bership of Little Leaguer parents 
in what is called The Winchester 
Little League Parents Association. 

Parents are being asked to con- 
tribute $10 per family, to join this 
Association, regardless of the num- 
ber of boys they have playing in 
the Big, Senior, Major andMinor 
Leagues. 

A letter has been printed out- 
lining the need for funds and the 
operation of the association idea 
and each Little Leaguer will be 
given a copy of this letter to take 
home to his parents. 

The player is asked to bring back 
the association dues to his team 
manager, who, on Its receipt will 
fill out a special association mem- 
bership card for the boy to .take 
home to his parents. 

Winchester Little League, Inc. 
feels that this method of raising 
a portion of its operating funds is 
one of the fairest methods by which 
the more than 700 Winchester boys 
from 9 through 18 can be assured 
of adequate uniforms and equip- 
ment. Although the association 
fee is set at $10, it is not to be 
construed as a maximum amount 
that any one wishes to contribute. 

However, if 90% of the parents 
cooperate with a minimum member- 
ship fee, Little League will be able 
to substantially reduce its operat- 
ing deficit, and it will go about 
half way 'towards covering the 
yearly expenses. 

League officials hope that the 
parents will readily support this 
fund raising campaign, and join 
the Association as early as possible, 
The letter they will get does not 
give a deadline, but managers have 
been asked to press for a two- 
week period of remuneration. 

Winchester Little League, Inc. 
is fielding 44 teams in 1969 — the 
largest number of teams in New 
England, as far as can be de- 
termined. 

This ' makes opportunities for 
714 young men to play organized 
baseball. Uniforms and equipment 
are provided for all players and al- 
most 100 dozen baseballs are used 
up in the two month season. 

Each team has six to eight bats, 
which are replaced as they are bro- 


ken, and protective baifcting hel- 
mets are provided all teams. 

All this paraphenalia costs the 
League a great deal of money. Add 
to this sum the cost of providing 
professional umpires for the Big 
Leagues and the Senior League, 
say officials, and it can be seen 
that the yearly Fund Drive must 
be a success or many boys will not 
be able Ito play the national past- 
time, the following year.

Doctor Publishes Article 
On Loss Of Ones Hair 


According to Dr. Robert D. Grie- 
semer, dermatologist, of 38 Church 
Street and Dr. Robert D. Mehl- 
man, psychiatrist, of Brookline, 
emotional crisis may be the cause 
of many cases of mysterious and 
sudden hair loss. 

Their work with over 90 patiemts 
with alopecia areata studied inten- 
sively at Boston’s Children’s Hospi- 
tal Medical Center during the past 
five years was summarized in re- 
cent issues of The American Jour- 
nal of Psychiatry and Medical 
World News. 

“The nature and cause of this 
disorder,” Dr. Griesemer said, 
“have over the years remained an 
enigma, causing heated discussions 
and intense debate among doctors. 
Dr. Mehlman and I are trying to 
determine whether, as some doctors 
have suspected, this type of hair 
loss is psychosomatic.” 

In this disorder, the doctors said, 
the hair on one or more areas of 
the patient’s scalp falls out almost 
overnight and is often found on 
the pillow in the morning. The hair 
loss almost always occurs two 
weeks after an event (triggering an 
emotional crisis. 

The emotional upheaval destroys 
the longstanding defenses the pa- 
tient has built against anxieties 
rooted very early in life. Instead 
of being expressed in conscious be- 
havior, the released anxiety comes 
out psychosomatically in (the form 
of hair loss. 

The defense-destroying events 
may be grouped in five categories: 


1. traumatic weaning: the child 
is transferred suddenly and often 
angrily from breast to bottle or 
from bottle to solid food. 

2. abandonment: the parent 
threatens to or actually does sep- 
arate himself from the child. 

3. neurotic anxiety: abnormal 

worry or fear over^small problems 
or accidents, usually with under- 
lying themes of loss. 

4. the birth of siblings: fear of 
loss of parental love on (the birth 
of a brother or sister. 

5. loss: actual and permanent 
loss of a loved or needed person, 
for whatever cause. 

In most cases the hair eventually 
grows back. The hope is that a bet- 
ter understanding of the patient’s 
life situations will lead to more 
successful management of such 
hair loss. 

Bath doctors are members of the 
faculty of Harvard Medical School. 
Dr. Mehlman is instructor in psy- 
chiatry and Dr. Griesemer an as- 
sistant professor of dermatology.

Hints Given 
On Pet Care 

^ r - Carlton E. Butfcrick, presl- 
teut of ithe Animal Rescue League 
of Boston, has issued some hints on 
pnt care in connection with “Be 
Kin«l to Animals Week” which is 
keinjr observed in Boston and na- 
tionally this week. 

Dr. Butt rick offered this advice: 

Barking dogs may not bite, hut 
it’s a cinch they can keep the 
neighbors awake mt night. Don’t al- 
low pets to make excessive noise — 
especially when people are trying 
to sleep. 

Pets should be kept safe art home 
under close control at all times. 
Animals which wander are sub- 
ject, among other things to traffic 
hazards, spoiled food, fights and 
other dangers. 

“Strays” cause headaches for 
school and playground officials and 
'are the cause of many traffic acci- 
dents. Children bitten 'by unknown 
animals are often subjected to pain- 
ful and prolonged medical treat- 
ment. 

A well-balanced diet is essential 
and is provided by most commer- 
cial animal foods. 

Table scraps may be all right 
for an occasional itreat, but seldom 
suffice as a total diet. 

Some bones can splinter and may 
cause injury and many “people 1 
foods — sweets, for example — just 
aren’t good for animals. 

Fast growing kittens and pup- 
pies need special diets, 113 do ani- 
mals which are pregnant or nur- 
sing. Aged animals, too, often re- 
quire special attention with regard 
to diet and care. 

“The best thing to do,” Dr. But- 
trick advised “is to find out from 
experts what is needed in food, 
medicine, discipline, housing and 
all the rest. Try not to guess. 

“Accurate information is readily 
available from veterinarians, li- 
braries, pot food companies, pro- 
fessional handlers, dog and cat 
clubs and others. The Animal Res- 
cue League of Boston has a num- 
ber of helpful leaflets on hand, 
and will be happy to help people 
with their ‘pet’ problems.”

Nature Notes 

by Jahn V. Clancy

Worcester Science Center 
The history of the opal, prized 
gem of Australia, is a good exam- 
ple of how people are affected by 
rumor and false information, thus 
creating new legends and more 
“Old Wive’s Tales.” 

In olden times, the opal was re- 
garded as a good omen and a lucky 
charm, but Sir Walter Scott chang- 
ed all that in 1829 when he was fac- 
ed with the problem of destroying 
one Lady Hermione, a character in 
one of his novels. 

He solved his dilemma by allow- 
ing a drop of water to fall upon an 
opal She was wearing in her hair — 
whereupon the opal lost its fire and 
Lady Hermione dropped dead. The 
public gobbled it up and the sale of 
opals went down. 

The ludicrous part of the tale is 
that the opal is made up of layer 
upon fine layer of silica jell and 
contains about six percent water! 
One of the ways of preserving an 
opal is to give it an occasional bath 
in a fine oil, or water. 

The opal is the only gem that has 
not been successfully duplicated. No 
two are alike. They were formed in 
nature millions of years ago and 
can be likened to an onion with each 
peeling representing a layer of sil- 
ica. The changing of colors in the 
gem is caused by the interference 
of light as it penetrates each deli- 
cate layer. 

It was Queen Victoria who 
brought the opal back into good 
repute. But the legend still persists, 
thanks to a gullible public and the 
imagination of Sir Walter Scott.

Veterans 

Benefits 


The G.I. Bill education and train- 
ing is the veteran benefit that most 
interests returning Viet-Nam era 
veterans. 

This was confirmed by more than 
23,000 such veterans who either 
mailed or personally brought to 
the Veterans Administration a re- 
ply card inviting them to check 
specific veteran benefits o-n which 
they wanted more detailed infor- 
mation. 

The reply card was enclosed with 
a letter which the VA sent last 
December to recently discharged 
veterans reminding them of the 
various benefits to which they were 
entitled. 

Education and training was 
checked on 67 per cent of the cards 
received from these 23,000 veter- 
ans. 

The next most frequently check- 
ed benefit on which more informa- 
tion was desired was VA medical 
or dental treatment — 58 per cent. 

A close third at 52 per cent was 
the G.I. Bill home loan program. 

Employment ranked next at 39 
per cent, followed by the VA hos- 
pital program (35 per cent), on- 
the-job training (33 per cent), con- 
verted Servicemen’s Group Life In- 
surance (23 per cent), and service- 
connected disability compensation 
payments (13 per cent). 

These statistics represent the per 
cent of .times each benefit area was 
checked in relation to the number 
of cards returned. 

Except for their greater inter- 
est in on-the-job training (44 com- 
pared with 31 per cent), disadvan- 
taged veterans who had not com- 
pleted high school before entering 
service expressed almost the same 
degfee of interest in the various 
veteran benefits as veterans with 
a high school education or more. 

All of the nearly 75,000 veterans 
now being returned to civilian life 
each month receive this veteran 
benefit information letter fromVA.

sacked. Four specific items have 
been stolen and the boys eventually 
have a face-to-face confrontation 
with the criminal. 

“The Bicycle Detectives” is de- 
signed to appeal to children from 
10 to 12 years old and was planned 
for the “reluctant" reader. It is an 
attractive hook which contains one 
complete adventure. It has been 
published as a thin book since re- 
luctant readers are less likely to 
pick a thick volume. 

Mr. Forest explains that the set- 
tings are real and taken from his 
childhood. The boys, he adds, are 
a composite of several hoys he has 
taught as a sixth grade teacher 
for eight years prior to coming 
to Winchester. Mr. Forest was also 
an elementary school principal in 
Natick and Sudhury. 

The book is written to illustrate 
the point that one writes from one’s 
experience, a point emphasized in 
teaching composition today. 

As writer coordinator, Mr. Forest 
has been in charge of the four 
writers on the staff of Muraco 
School since it opened in 1967. He 
and his staff have written curricu- 
lum materials for use in the special 
program at that school. These 
materials are gradually being put 
to use throughout the school sys- 
tem. 

Mr. Forest received his B.S. Ed. 
and M. Ed. from Bridgewater State 
College. He is associate editor of 
the Massachusetts Elementary 
School Principals’ Association 
Magazine, an educational journal 
of new ideas and opinions on 
elementary education. He has re- 
cently accepted an assignment from 
Ealing Film Loops in which he will 
perpare a language arts film loop 
.series on the parts of speech. 

Mr. Forest feels that the Muraco 
School has achieved the commend- 
able aim of being a child-centered 
school. He explains that the child 
is encouraged to structure his own 
thinking first with the teacher, 
then working with each child 
toward successful learning experi- 

ces. 

In other words, the child is 
taught to think for himself first 
and then guided by the teacher 
rather than being told what to 
think. 

Due t*> the program of cut-backs 
in Washington, D.C., the two-year 
grant for the special program at 
Muraco School will terminate this 
June. The salaries of the writers 
were drawn from this Federal 
grant. 

Mr. Forest and the four writers 
will terminate their work at the 
school this year.

Vocational School: 

Delaware Man Named Director; 
Opening Date Again In Question 

Two major events will affect the opening and outcome of the 
Northeast Regional Vocational School, orginally hoped to start next 
September on its Wakefield site. 


Its 12-town committee has just 
announced the appointment of a 
director, Douglas J. Tilley, prin- 
cipal of the Sussex Vocational- 
Technical Center in Delaware. Im- 
mediately following this, however, 
a carpenters’ strike and a joint 
letter from the superintendents of 
the 12 towns indicate possible fur- 
ther delay of the opening from the 
planned January, 1970, until Sep- 
tember of that year. 

Hired at $18,000 

Mr. Tilley was named by a 
unanimous vote of a meeting held 
a week ago tonight. Department 
of Education approval of the ap- 
pointment and two-year contract 
at $18,000 is pending but expected 
shortly. 

Captain J. Edward Sharkey, 
U.S.N.R., Winchester’s represen- 
tative on the committee could not 
be reached this week to comment. 
He had, however, earlier noted the 
committee’s satisfaction with its 
choice among some 50 candidates 
from all parts of the country. 

The confusion over when the 
1200-pup’*. co-educational techni- 
cal high school will open for Win- 
chester students increased last 
week first when a carpenters’ 
strike began affecting the already 
delayed construction. 

The second factor was the re- 
ceipt by the Regional Committee 
of a communication signed by Dr. 
Donald A. Klemer, Winchester su- 
perintendent, and his counterparts 
in the towns of Malden, Melrose, 
Revere, Chelsea, Woburn, Saugus, 
Stoneham, Reading, North Read- 
ing, Wakefield and Winthrop. 

The letter, addressed to Chair- 
man George E. Lodgen, read: 

“On April 9, 1969, superintend- 
ents or their representatives at- 
tended a meeting in Stoneham to 
discuss the problem related to 
opening the vocational school in 
January, 1970. 

“After a long discussion of the 
problems affecting students both 
in schools now and those attend- 
ing the vocational schools else- 
where, the consensus of the super- 
intendents was that it would be 
better for the school systems in- 
volved if the school were open in 
September, 1970.”

“We are fortunate in having

On Wednesday, May 7. the com- 
bined third grade classes from 
Lincoln School went on a field trip 
to Boston where they spent the 
day studying the city first hand. 

They viewed the panorama of the 
v *ity from the Observation Deck of 
the Prudential Tower with opti- 
mum visibility on a clear day. They 
.ilso visited the Government Center, 
the State House, the Maparium at 
the Christinn Science Building, and 
Boston Harbor. 

The tour began with a morning 
visit at the Snrah Greenwood 
School on the Dorehester-Roxbury 
line, where four third-grades re- 
ived their visitors and absorbed 
them into the morning lessons. 

Last year a group of first grad- 
ers from the city visited Winches- 
ter to see children and life in a 
suburban town.

Many similarities and certain 
differences were observed and dis- 
cussed. 

The group ate box lunches on the 
Museum of Science grounds. Dur- 
ing the afternoon they toured the 
new City Hall which was compared 
with Winchester’s Town Hall. They 
saw the Boston Public Gardens, 
Boston Common, Beacon Hill, the 
large hospital complexes, and 
apartment house living. 

The local community is the 
course of study for most third 
graders in the nation. However, in 
the new social studies curriculum 
prepared by the curriculum council, 
the local community is studied as 
part of a larger community or 
metropolitan area. Therefore, the 
children study the city of Boston 
as well as their own town. The 
field trip was an outgrowth of 
classroom discussion of city life.

Miss More- 
house, and Miss Cunningham were 
Mrs. Lawrence Stoddard, Mrs. 
Franklin Stevenson, Mrs. Harold

third -graders in Boston include: 

“I thank you for being such 
nice partner to me. You seemed like 
you were my friend for a long 
time.” 

“I found out that you did fasci- 
nating ant work. When I was there 
I noticed you do the same math. 
Hope you gat promoted. Good luck 
next year and have a happy sum- 
mer.” 

“I saw how different your play- 
ground was from ours. Then I saw 
how different the games are that 
you play. . . ” 

After we went to your school 
we went to other places. My favor- 
ite places were your school and 
ithe Maparium.” 

“Thank you for letting me use 
your magic slate. Will you be my 
pen-pal?” 

I want to thank you for having 
us as guests. I wish you could 
come over to my house.” 

Thank you for the nice time you 
gave us at your school. I liked 
being at your table and I enjoyed 
talking with you (I sat sideways 
from Jane).”

The ladies of the local garden clubs are building 
for a big anti-litter week early in June, and as a pre- 
amble have submitted the Commonwealth laws to re- 
mind that wanton disposal of trash on die roads is 
prohibited. 

The law provides that; 

“Whoever, in disposing of garbage, refuse, bottles, 
cans or rubbish on a public highway or within 20 
yards thereof, or on private property, without permis- 
sion, commits a nuisance thereby, shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than 50 dollars. 

"If a motor vehicle is used in committing such a 
nuisance, a conviction under dtis section shall forth- 


with be reported by the court to the registrar of 
motor vehicles, and the registrar may suspend the 
license of the operator of such vehicle for not more 
than 30 days, and if it appears from the records of 
the registrar of motor vehicles that the person so con- 
victed is the owner of the motor vehicle so used the 
registrar may suspend the certificate of registration of 
said vehicle for 30 days.” (GL.C. 270, Sec. 16)

mind that in many instances littering is a serious 
safety hazard as well.

Questioned: 
Long-Range 
Effects Of 
Mosquito Spray 

Editor of the Star: 

The anti-mosquito fog machine 
with spray the entire town very 
soon. Its thick cloud of insecticide 
will spread over our front yards, 
into the lungs of bystanders and 
then roll on through our open win- 
dows. 

Warnings about insecticides are 
coming fast these days, but too of- 
ten they go unheeded. DDT, a mir- 
acle insecticide when developed 30 
years ago, has now been prohibited 
by law in many states and Sweden, 
because of its disastrous effect on 
wildlife and humans the world over. 
In spite of the mounting evidence, 
DDT is still being used in Win- 
chester gardens and is being sold 
in local nurseries. 

Molathion and Methoxychlor, 
which are currently in widespread 
tree and mosquito spraying, are 
considered less harmful than DDT. 
but even makers of these insecti- 
cides admit they know little about 
the effects of broad-scale applica- 
tion on a total community. It will 
take decades to find out. 

How fast will resistant strains of 
mosquitoes develop? How much 
do these chemicals add to the prob- 
lems of water pollution? To changes 
in the soil? What beneficial insects 
do they harm? They are probably 
safe for warm-blooded animals, but 
are very detrimental to bees, which 
are essential in the pollination of 
flowering plants. Methoxychlor is 
lethal to fish. These chemicals will 
not kill birds directly — they do it 
indirectly by destroying their food 
supplies. We have already experi- 
enced the extinction of fireflies and 
butterflies in our gardens. What is 
next to go? 

The Town Meeting voted unani- 
mously two years ago in favor of 
two-wide spraying. It is now time 
to survey the results of this action. 
Has the spraying been completely 
successful? Or are the benefits only 
short-lived. Is it really necessary to 
spray every single street in town? 
Is every area equally infested? Or 
just the stagnant breeding places. 
Have residents been informed of 
methods to clean up their W mos- 
quito breeding places, thus elimi- 
nating this massive spraying? Do 
we have conclusive evidence that 
these new miracle chemicals will 
not produce serious side elfects 30 
years hence, as in the case of DDT? 

The Audubon Society recom- 
mends that any town with water 
pollution problems be especially 
cautious about spraying because 
pesticides kill the microscopic ani- 
mals that feed on algae. Biological 
methods are advised instead. Has 
this been attempted in Winchester? 

Mosquitoes are unquestionably a 
nuisance but they can be controlled 
by more responsible! measures. Ini- 
tially we must recognize and accept 
the essential interrelatedness of all 
living organisms, including man. 
Nature cannot be exterminated or 
bulldozed over without far-reaching 
problems affecting our air, water, 
soil and, ultimately our very exist- 
ence. 

I hope those who cannot tolerate 
the mosquito under any conditions 
and are too impatient to explore 
safer solutions, will first gain some 
understanding of the ground rules 
by which environments are held to- 
gether. They owe this much to fu- 
ture generations. 

If you feel as I do, that there are 
methods of controlling mosquitoes 
which will not drastically airect our 
environment, and that the present 
method of mosquito spraying in 
Winchester is decidedly one of over- 
kill, please write or phone your 
comments to Mr. Michael Saraco, 
director of the Board of Health, 
Winchester Town Hall.

VANISHING PEOPLES 
OF THE EARTH 

by The National Geographic Society 

f Today in the world there are societies still in the 
Stone Age. However, this is a state of affairs rapidly 
disappearing for even the most remote areas of the 
globe are now within easy reach of so-called advanced 
civilizations. The National Geographic Society has 
produced a commentary on some of these primitive 
communities. Expeditions to various parts of the 
world have shown the effect of modern culture on 
tribal life. 

Some tribes are not able to adapt themselves to the 
change and are fast disappearing. The Yakgans of 
Tierra del Fuego have almost completely died out. In 
1832 when Charles Darwin rounded Cape Horn he 
reported that at least three thousand Yakgans lived 
on the Coast, bathing in the icy Antarctic and thriv- 
ing in the raw Fuegan climate almost naked and with 
only rude shelters of grass and branches. Missionar- 
ies who came to this area were shocked when they be- 
came aware of these living conditions and wasted no 
time in trying to improve them. Their changes affect- 
ed the lives of these rugged Indians so drastically 
that they were not able to survive. Today there are 
no more than two members remaining of that once 
flourishing tribe. 

On the other side of the world, in the Arctic, an- 
other society. The Eskimos, had made a skillful ad- 
justment to the frigid climate. When twentieth cen- 
tury explorers introduced a more advanced techno- 
logy they readjusted with equal cleverness, adopting 
what might improve their method living, but keeping 
the best of the old ways of doing things. Thus they 
still wear the loosefitting caribou skin parka which 
is light, warm and flexible and the Eskimo foot-gear 
called mukluks both of which are unexcelled in Arctic 
weather. Underwear, stockings and summer cloth- 
ing, however, are purchased from the mail order 
catalog. And when the author built himself an igloo, 
following directions in Vilhjalmur Stefansson’s man- 
ual he was observed by an elderly Eskimo who re- 
marked, “Pretty good house, I suppose, but it must 
have been a lot of work,” and suggested using a tent 
instead. 

Civilization has had a still different impact on an- 
other group, the mysterious Ainu of Japan. These 
people whose appearance, language and culture are 
so different from the dominant Japanese on the is- 
lands have baffled anthropologists for centuries. 
They may have' Cttme from original European stock; 
they majr be "fiflilted to the Australian Aborigine. In 
any case this enigmatic group is slowly being ab- 
sorbed by the Oriental type Japanese. Of the five 
million Ainu in Japan only about three hundred are 
full blooded, the rest having intermarried with Mon- 
golians. The teenagers, as in most other nationalities, 
are not interested in preserving old customs and the 
Ainu heritage is dying out. The secret of its origin 
will probably never be known. 

In our country the National Geographic has chosen 
to study the culture of the Hopi Indian of the South- 
west. Some places in Arizona have been inhabited by 
Hopis since AD 1150 making some of the oldest con- 
tinously settled communities in the United States. 
Today a visitor to these areas sees two periods of 
history simultaneously. Kachina dances which have 
remained unchanged for centuries are performed 
within view of television antennas sprouting from 
the roofs of Indian dwellings. Ceremonial garments 
are seen in company with toe shirts and dungarees, 
an uneasy blend of old and modern. 

Vanishing People of the Earth is a study of prim- 
itive societies in all parts of the world, written with 
perception and understanding. The photographs, as 
is usual with the National Geographic, are excellent. 
It is too bad that this work could not have been pro- 
duced fifty or a hundred years ago while some of 
these primitive people were still in their natural 
state.

of WHS students are either using 
marijuana or have experimented 
with it, and that from 65 to 70 
aro known to have used it. 

“Federal agents say to multiply 
by five the number of known users 
to find out what is really going 
on,” reported the sergeant. 

Better Budgeting? 

In the discussion with Comp- 
troller Costello Selectman Sulli- 
van and Ralph Swanson pushed 
hard for consideration of moving 
up the Town budget presentation 
to July and the Comptroller dis- 
agreed. 

Mr. Costello felt the need 
for a “beefing up of present pro- 
cedures. The calendar is all right 
as it is,” he contended. 

He looked to a more construc- 
tive use of budgeting. “It should 
be a time of appraisal across the 
board,” he said. 

Messrs. Swanson and Sullivan 
wanted an earlier start, in partic- 
ular to increase planning and cap- 
ital outlay lookahead. They agreed 
that day-to-day operational bud- 
geting was difficult to do far in 
advance. 

Selectman Edmund Williams 
averred that the problem with the 
budget schedule “is our own fault. 
It is presently set with a Decem- 
ber deadline, but we let it go 
over,” he said. 

Holton Street 

The Board again discussed the 
traffic problem on Holton Street 
ar.d were again told by Chief Der- 
ro that legalities preclude any ac- 
tion they would like to take. 

“We have looked into every- 
thing,” said the Chief. 

The Board voted, however, to 
again make a traffic count in the 
Holton area. 

Wedgemere Parking 

A consideration of the parking 
problems in the Wedgemere area 
led to a vote to investigate with 
the MDC the possibility of that 
agency constructing a parking lot 
immediately south of the station 
on the west side of the tracks just 
across the Aberjona (with a foot- 
bridge to connect). 

Rec Vote 

The vote for the Recreation 
Committee members — a proced- 
ure established by Town Meeting 
giving full say to the Board of 
Selectmen — came after the nom- 
ination of five persons. 

In addition to Dr. Evans ajid 
Mr. Milley, the names of John H. 
Doughty and Edward T. Conley 
and Albert McDougall were put in 
nomination. 

Mr. Milley received five votes. 
Mr. McDougall was runner-up 
with two votes to Dr. Evans’ 
three.

Primarily concerned with de- 
cision making, the course con- 
trasts the present vs. the tradi- 
tional concepts of the role of man 
and woman, talks of dating norms 
and behavior, and premarital sex 
standards including discussion of 
the double standard. Discussions 
also cover subjects such as ven- 
ereal disease, homosexuality ana 
drug use. 

From his observations in the 
course, Mr. Ostrach stated that he 
has found that the students have 
very vague notions about what 
society is and the relationship be- 
tween authority ami subordinates. 

Because of this he feels that 
presenting the following ideas is 
an important element of a health 
education program. 

— He believes that the approach 
to instruction in primary grades 
should include discussion of the 
family contrasted with animal 
families, i.e. What must the 
parent teach the human infant? 
What must the cat teach the kit- 
ten? 

— Intermediate grades, he feels, 
should study the child’s relation- 
ship to parents, i.e. What does 
the child owe the parent, the 
parent owe the child? 

— At the junior high level the 
child must relate to the broader 
authority of the school; at senior 
high to authority in government. 

He stressed the importance of 
the students being made aware of 
the need for loyalty yet also the 
need for scepticism. 

“Why didn’t we hear about this 
before, in the 5th grade, when we 
needed it?” 

According to Mrs. Ostrach, that 
is the most common question pos- 
ed by McCall and Lynch Junior 
High School students in evaluat- 
ing the 8th grade Personal Ethics 
program. Mrs. Ostrach told the 
Lincoln School parents that most 
important at this level is presen- 
tation of factual information to 
correct misconceptions on the 
subject of human development, 
dating, etc. 

The students ask questions an- 
nonymously on paper. They also 
exchange opinions and le«m to 
respect the opinions of the others 
in the class. 

Mrs. Ostrach introduced the 
film entitled “Boy to Man” which 
is shown to 8th graders. (A com- 
panion film, “Girl to Woman” is 
also shown, but this film was 
shown to the Lincoln School par- 
ents previously.) 

Reaction to “Boy to Man” was 
positive and statements werp 
made by Lincoln School parents 
regarding their appreciation for 
such programs and their hope 
that the elementary health edu- 
cation program could he imple- 
mented in the very near future. 

At the conclusion of the eve- 
ning, Mrs. Charles Morgan, presi- 
dent of the Lincoln School Par- 
ents Association, summarized the 
feeling of that group to support 
the implementation of a broad 
health education program as soon 
as it is feasible in Winchester.

Albert f. Penner of 329 Highland Avenue who retires September 1st 
as the minister and president of the Massachusetts Conference of the 
United Church of Christ. 


More than 1,000 persons from 
1 1 across the Commonwealth are ex- 
pected to gather ait 6:30 p.m. ait 
the Better Living Center of the 
Eastern States Exposition to honor 
the man who headed the state’s 
oldest and largest Protestant de- 
nomination for the past 11 years. 


DR. ALBERT J. PENNER 

Dr. Penner has been pastor of 
I the Stockbridge Congregational 
Church, his first parish, of the 
Second Congregational Church in 
Holyoke from 1939-49 and of the 
Edwards Church in Northampton 
I from 1932 to 1939. 

In 1958 Dr. Penner took up the 
I executive leadership of the approxi- 
mately 200,000 member conference 
after having served for nine years 
as /the pastor of the Broadway Con- 
gregational church (formerly 
Broadway Tabernacle) in New 
(York City. 

Dr. Penner announced his retire- 
I ment to the conference board of 
directors last October, and the date 
of his retirement coincides with his 
| 08th birthday. 

Dr. Penner and his wife, Bernice, 
j will be presented with a gift from 
| their friends in the conference and 
.also \v: i a notebook containing 


letters written by their many 
friends both in and out of the Com- 
monwealth. 

Guests have been invited from 
other Protestant denominations and 
also from Roman Catholic and Jew- 
ish religious bodies. 

Among those expected to take 
part in the festivities is Dr. Oliver 
Powell, pastor -of the First Con- 
gregational Church of Winchester, 
the church of which the Penners 
are members. 

Dr. Penner, who has been named 
conference minister and president 
emeritus effective September 1st 
by the Conference Board of Direc- 
tors, was acclaimed by the directors 
for his leadership in a statement 
which the board recently passed. 

Noting the fantastic changes in 
contemporary society and the great 
voids which have been created by 
the gap between wealth and pover- 
and_by divisions between black 
and white and by man’s elusive 
search for peace, the board said: 

In the midst of the confusion 
ami turmoil, A1 Penner has used 
the mantle of leadership to chal- 
lenge and redirect the mission of 
this conference' toward the ever 
expanding needs created by the 
agenda of the Almighty at work in 
the world.” 

During his leadership of the con- 
ference the life of the organization 
was re-struotured through a study 
by the Arthur D. Little consulting 
firm two years ago. 

Currently a two-million dollar 
Mission Advance fund-raising cam- 
paign is being completed and this 
stemmed originally from Dr. Pen- 
ner’s call for the churches to re- 
spond to the crisis in the world in 
his annual “state of the conference” 
address in Pittsfield in 1964. 

In the on-going thrust of the 
ecumenical movement he has been 
a leader in the Commonwealth and 
served from 1963-1965 as the presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts Council 
of Churches. 

A native of Mountain Lake, 
Minnesota, Dr. Penner is a gradu- 
ate of Bethel College in Kansas 
and of the Hartford Theological 
Seminary in Hartford, Connecticut. 
In 1949 Defiance College in Ohio 
awarded him an honorary doctor of 
divinity degree.

Speaks At 
WVNA Meeting 

Dr. Donald J. Annino addressed 
the monthly meeting of the Win- 
chester Visiting Nursing Associa- 
tion held on May 9 at the Unitarian 
Church. 

Mrs. Charles L. Moore, president, 
presided, and the speaker was in- 
troduced by Mrs. Cheater L. Dawes, 
co-chairman of the education com- 
mittee. 

In addition to practicing in Win- 
chester, Dr. Annino is a Fellow ocf 
the American Academy of Pedia- 
trics at the Harvard Medical School. 
He spoke on .the “Changing Aspects 
of Pediatrics.” 

Dr. Annino pointed out that the 
changes which have taken place 
in pediatrics over the past 30 years 
can beat be appreciated by looking 
at the death rate. In the 1920’s, the 
dearbth rate among children from 
one to five years of age was ap- 
proximately 300 per 100,000. To- 
day it is about 40 per 100,000. 

This decline in the death rate has 
been brought about by a number of 
advancements made possible by 
medical research. 

Notable among these was the 
work done on fluid and electrolytes 
which solved many of the problems 
connected with fluid-electrolyte 
balance. 

The disoovery of penicillin and 
other antibiotics in the 1930’s has 
resulted in the virtual elimination 
of such diseases as meningitis, 
pneumonitis and tuberculosis that 
were once so prevalent. 

Oases of rheumatic fever are 
now rare, which should mean fewer 
heart transplants in the future. 
Most of the heart transplants now 
being done are on patients who had 
rheumatic fever in childhood, be- 
fore the advent of antibiotics. Much 
of ithe preparatory work for open-

Virology 

Among the .more recent innova- 
tions are those in the area of 
virology. The development and ad- 
ministration of vaccines for polio, 
measles and mumps have greatly 
reduced the number of cases of 
these diseases. 

A vaccine for German measles, 
a serious disease if contracted by 
pregnant Women because it af- 
fects unborn children, will be an- 
nounced soon. All children will be 
given this vaccine, and eventually 
German measles will no longer be 
a threat to unborn children. 

According to Dr. Annino, pedia- 
trics is a preventive specialty. The 
use of antibiotics, vaccines and 
good medical care have lowered the 
death rate. Today accidents are the 
major cause of death among child- 
ren. 

Dr. Annino mentioned that the 
death rate for new bom babies has 
remained fairly constant over the 
years. The first 24 hours are ex- 
tremely critical in the life of a 
newborn. Recently, more 'attention 
is being given to lowering the in- 
fant mortality rate, and intensive 
care units for newborns are being 
set up in some hospitals. 

Now that organic diseases are 
no longer a menace, Dr. Annino 
feels that the emotioal aspects of 
the child loom as one of the bjg 
challenges in pediatrics. Preventive 
measures are needed in this area 
.as surely as they were needed for 
the physical well-being of the 
child.

A Federal Grant of over $1,000 
each year for the past three years 
has been used in vocational busi- 
ness education to provide new learn" 
ing tools to augment textbooks. 

Director, Miss Helen Skornik and 
her staff have acquired materials 
and developed techniques for more 
individualized and independent 
learning, particularly in the skill 
subjects. 

The purpose of the grant is to 
up-grade and modernize instruction 
in the present bookkeeping course. 
An overhead projector, screen and 
desk plus a set of bookkeeping 
transparencies and a 10-key adding 
machine were purchased for us in 
the bookkeeping course as well as 
in Principles of Business and Data 
Processing. 

This year’s grant request also 
proposed to broaden, modernize and 
improve instruction in Secretarial 
and Clerical Office Practice and 
Typing II. Equipment was purchas- 
ed that would enable students to 
work independently or in small 
groups in learning skills and ac- 
quiring background knowledge. 

Dictation Lab Included 
Now in use are a filmstrip pro- 
jector, sot of filmstrips on filing, on 
card punch and on the operation of 
10-key adding machines. Tran- 
scription tapes were also bought. 
The students can now make use of 
audio-visual aids to learn short 
I hand and typing. These include a 
portable six-station dictation lab 
used in vocational shorthand. Thi 
lab provides dictation at varied: 
speeds and uses the tapes just pur- 
chased. 

Miss Skornik and her department 
make their rooms available to the 


girls every period of the day to en- 
courage them to work independent- 
ly during their study periods and 
lunch hours if they wish. 

As an example of the value of 
this grant, two of the filmstrip sets 
purchased with Federal funds cost 
$76 per set. The transcription 'tapes 
cost $97 and the adding machine 
cost $265. Such a grant has made 
improved instruction possible at no 
cost to the Town.

A 17-year-old Somerville youth 
drowned Sunday afternoon at 
Sandy Beach, the MDC swimming 
area on the Mystic Lake near the 
Medford line. 

The body of Carl S. Scott, the 
step-son and son, respectively of 
Mr. and Mrs. Nelson Bennett of 
Newton Street, Somerville, was 
retrieved at 3:35 p.m., about an 
hour and one-half after the lake- 
side tragedy. 

A non-swimmer, or near non- 
swimmer, he had apparently 
drowned while trying to retrieve 
a wooden picnic table which was 
floating away. 

The youth had come to the 
beach for a picnic accompained 
by another boy and two girl 
companions. 

According to one of the girls, 


she and Carl had walked into 
the water to try and bring back 
the table. Finding it over her 
head, she had turned back. But 
the young man, clothed in regular 
pants under which he was wear- 
ing bathing trunks, went on. 

Upon his disappearance the 
the girls ran and phoned the MDC 
police. Almost concurrently they 
were able to flag down an MDC 
cruiser. 

Notified at 1:65 p.m., the MDC 
immediately sent two cruisers, 
an ambulance and a scuba team. 

The Winchester fire Depart- 
ment was notified at the same 
time and Lt. Henry O’Melia with 
crew members of the rescue truck, 
Firefighters Joseph McDonough, 
John Mclsaae and Edward Mac- 
Kenzie were dispatched to the

boat. The ladder truck with Frank 
Henley also went to the scene. 

Fire Chief Francis Amico was 
at the beach. Police officers David 
Richardson and Angelo Amico 
and Joseph Perritano aided in 
the search. 

The Winchester Firefighters 
were the ones to locate the body 
while dragging in the area along 
with their counterparts from Arl- 
ington and Medford. There drag- 
ging hook was reported to have 
caught onto a pocket in the young 
man’s trousers. Recovery was in 
about 25 feet of water, in a spot 
about 20 yards from shore. 

The victim was pronounced 
dead by Winchester Medical Ex- 
aminer Harry L. Benson and 
taken to the Norris Funeral 
Home. 

The parents were contacted 
from there by Dr. Benson. The 
youth, who had moved north from 
West Virginia only in August, 
also leaves several brothers and 
sisters. He was an 11th grade 
student in the Somerville Trade 
High School.

The chase went over Skillings

The citation for “brave initia- 
tive and resolute determination” 
in action, follows: 

“For conspicuous gallantry and 
intrepidity in action while serving 
with Headquarters and Service 
Company, First Battalion, Fifth 
Marines, First Marine Division in 
connection with operations against 
the enemy in the Republic of 
Vietnam. 

“Early on the morning of 19 
March 1969, the First Battalion’s 
Command Post was occupying a 
defensive position at the Liberty 
Bridge cantonment near An Hoa 
in Quang Nam Province when an 
enemy company launched a well- 
coordinated rocket attack and 
ground assault against the Ma- 
rines. Rapidly assessing the situ- 
ation and realizing that the 
friendly lines would soon be pene- 
trated, First Lieutenant Zammar- 
chi unhesitatingly assumed com- 
mand of a crucial sector of the 
defensive perimeter and, disre- 
garding his own safety, boldly 
maneuvered about the fire-swept 
terrain, shouting words of en- 
couragement to his men and di- 
recting their fire upon the ad- 
vancing North Vietnamese Army 
soldiers. 

“When he was attacked by one 
of the enemy who had succeeded 
in breaching the friendly lines, he 
aggressively engaged the hostile 
soldier in fierce hand to hand com- 
bat and quickly killed the man. 
Observing a large force of hostile 
soldiers assuming a defensive 
position inside their perimeter, 
First Lieutenant Zammarchi 
quickly deployed his men and, ig- 
noring the intense enemy fire, 
fearlessly led his Murines in an 
assault against the enemy posi- 
tion, killing six of the North Viet- 
namese soldiers.

Side Fire Station? 


The MarycHff Acquisition Committee, which is in 
fact the Permanent Building Committee augmented 
by five persons named after the Special Town Meet- 
ing of March 13. is proceeding carefully toward what 
looks to be a recommendation for Town purchase of 
the 1*1- vcarold. nine-acre secondary school. 

Early the Committee, chaired by Permanent Build- 
ing Chairman Philip Tesorero. wrote each Town de- 
partment asking whether any other than the School 
Department had a possible municipal use in mind. 

Chief Francis Amico answered quickly that the 
Fire Department would like to ha\e the southwest 
corner for a West Side Fire Station, and thereby 
raised again a familiar though sidetracked question. 

Back in the forties the Fire Department asked for 
a (two-bay) fire station to be built on land in the 
Samoset-Manomet Road area at that time owned by 
the Town. They were turned down and the land was 
subsequently sold. 

In the mid-sixties a Fire Station Committee recom- 
mended the use of the corner of Lockeland Road and 
High Street for a West Side Station. The Town Meet- 
ing turned this down, but by only 19 votes. This land 
still stands ready for such a structure (plus room for 
several others) . 

Why the MarvclifT site over Lockeland Road? Chief 
Amico says to look at the map. The Lockeland and 


High corner is almost to the Arlington line, \fary- 
diff is mudi closer into the center of an area which 
verv much needs better protection and which year by 
vear is rapidly increasing this need. 

Initial reaction of the schools- focused Marydiff 
Committee appeared to be disinclination to give up 
this "best corner” to the Fire Department, should the 
Town get the land. 

But why? How much space, after all, would a neatly 
cornered two-bay station take, and shouldn’t this em- 
ergency-safety need rate ahead of potential future 
plans for schools? The chief reports that the first 
West Side turn-down came from area residents them- 
selves. who didn't want a station "to spoil the looks 
of’ their neighborhood. Things have changed. You 
can nowadays have a fire house built in Colonial, 
English Tudor, Bavarian Alps or what-have-you de- 
sign— and, more importantly, with proper big-tree 
planting you can completely disguise such a building. 

The West Siders have been quiet lately on their 
need of an area station. During this winter ice and 
snow conditions were such that for an engine to 
make a run from the center up the West Side Hill 
to a house, say, at the far end of the Estates, could 
easily take over 10 minutes. 

We think this is the time for the West Side to get 
active in support of the Chief and his very reasonable 
request. 


A Memorial, A Commitment 


Despite their ambivalence about the May 26 cele- 
bration of the May SO holiday, despite their ambiva- 
lence about the Vietnam war, it would be hard for 
anyone to have ambivalence about his feelings for 
those Winchester men who have died in their ser- 
vice of their country, for their country and for us. 

Monday will see men of too many wars parade 
through the town to honor those who will never 
return. Personal experience will focus the minds of 
many to the wars before this one. But others will 
not be able to keep from thinking of the most recent 
losses for the town and the country. 


President Nixon gave a meaningful framework for 
these thoughts when he said last week: 

"This is the most difficult war in America’s history, 
fought against a ruthless enemy. I am proud of our 
men who have carried the terrible burden of this 
war with dignity and courage, despite the division 
and opposition to the war in the United States. 

"History will record that never have America’s 
fighting men fought more bravely for more unselfish 
goals than our men in Vietnam. It is our respon- 
sibility to see that they will not have fought in vain.” 


When Dogs Are A Menace 


The dog control laws for Winchester may or may 
not be good enough, but the Town will not be able 
to assess that until the laws are enforced. 

At Monday night’s hearing before the Board of 
Selectmen relating the story of two dogs which had 
killed a cat, it was remarked by the complainants 
that dogs were running in packs "all over the Town. 

The Star can corroborate this. Last week we wit- 
nessed on Mystic Valley Parkway at about 8 one 
morning a pack of 12 dogs roaming the street. 

The laws initiated in the summer of 1967, a com- 
promise between no control and the laws advocated 
by leash law proponents, give the Dog Officer the 
power to restrain any dog found in a school, school- 
yard, public recreation area, store or shopping area 
and any dog chasing any vehicle upon die public 
streets. 

The laws also provide for a fine of $10 on die dog 
owner for any offense committed by the dog under 
die regulations. 

As in previous Winchester dog laws, the Dog Of- 
ficer is empowered to restrain a dog whidi has bitten 
>< mieonc and to restrain a dog which has killed or 
maimed or odieryvise hurt a cat or other pet.

Dog owners, as the Star has stressed previously, 
should exercise more control over their dogs. In the 
same vein, however, the Town should also exercise 
more enforcement of the existing dog laws. 

From time to time we have read in area newspapers 
of packs of dogs doing bodily harm to children and 
this is one of die very real fears of the complainants 
at Monday's hearing since diere is a three-year-old 
child in the home. 

A large pack of dogs running dirough the streets 
is an implied threat whether or not they actually 
harm a person or a pet. A solitary dog, if he is 
normally gentle, is less likely to attack than one in 
a pack, widi the added courage of help. Dogs are 
originally wild animals who centuries ago travelled 
in packs and given the same conditions the instincts 
of the wild do sometimes still prevail. 

When the dog laws were initiated in 1967, the dog 
officer at the time said he had received many com- 
plaints of dogs running in packs. 

This is one of the reasons why the laws were in- 
itiated then. Unless these laws are enforced, however, 
they are useless. Even a strict leash law, unless it is 
enforced, will not guarantee that harm to other pets, 
people and property will not occur. 

Since Winchester’s laws are lenient in comparison 
to dtose of towns with strict leash laws, the least 
the Town can do is to enforce these laws and 
restrain the dogs accused of attacks such as that 
described at Monday’s hearing.

BOOK REVIEW

MAN’S SEARCH FOR MEANING; 

an introduction to logotherapy, 


by Viktor E. Frankl 

Imagine yourself in a German concentration camp 
working in a trench, and around you the whole world 
is grey: the dawn, the sky above, the snow, the rags 
in which the prisoners are clad, and even their ema- 
ciated faces. Before you is starvation and almost 
certain death. Would you feel that living was worth- 
while? 

In this short tremendously moving little classic, 
Dr. Frankl describes his prison experiences which 
led to his discovery of an existential analysis called 
logotherapy. It is truly “an essay of profound depth 
ar.d not just one more brutal tale of concentration 
camps.” An inside story by one of the most famous 
and gifted psychiatrists since Freud. 

Almost from the beginning he writes that it is 
easy for the outsider to get a wrong conception of 
concentration camp life. “Little does he know of the 
hard fight for existence which raged among the 
prisoners. This was an unrelenting struggle for 
daily bread and for life itself, for one’s own sake 
or for that of a good friend.” Ethical values were 
lost sight of. Betrayal, theft, and brute force were 
used unscrupulously. “We who have come back,” he 
writes, “by the aid of mar.y lucky chances or miracles 
... we know: the best of us did not return.” 

The mental reactions to camp life are first of all, 
one of shock. He gives an illustration of this by way 
of his own experience at the end of the first day in 
camp. He inquired from some other prisoners who 
had been there for some time as to where one of his 
colleagues had been sent. Dr. Frankl was asked if 
his colleague had been, sent to the 1/eft side on getting 
off the train. “Yes,” he replied. “That’s where your 
friend is.” (a hand pointed to a chimney, bellowing 
a cloud of smoke), “floating up to Heaven,” was the 
reply. He did not understand the truth until it was 
explained to him in plain words. 

If anyone coming to the camps had any illusions, 
they were destroyed one by one, to be replaced by 
a grim sense of humor. This was followed by cold 
curiosity, the type one has in a critical situation 
where survival is important. 

The second phase for the prisoner was one of 
relative apathy, in which he achieved a kind of 
emotional death. He could watch unmoved the brutal 
treatment by the guards. “By means of this insen- 
sibility the prisoner surrounded himself with a very 
necessary protective shell.” 

A regression to u more primitive form of mental 
life took place in ' some prisoners. The prisoner 
dreamt mostly’' About food, cigarettes, and warm 
baths. There was a “cultural hibernation” with two 
exceptions, politics and religion. In spite of every- 
thing, “It was possible for spiritual life to deepen. 
Sensitive people who were used to a rich intellectual 
life may have suffered much pain . . . but the damage 
to their inner selves was less.” 

In the midst of this extreme existence, two mo- 
ments of insight helped him. The first was of his 
love for his wife, when he says he “grasped the 
meaning of the greatest secret that human poetry 
and human thought and belief have to impart: The 
salv.' ion of man is through love and in love. I 
understood how a man who has nothing left in this 
world still may know bliss...” 

As for the second occasion, he writes, “In a last 
violent protest against the hopelessness of imminent 
death, I sensed my spirit piercing through the en- 
veloping gloom. I felt it transcend that hopeless, 
meaningless world, and from somewhere I heard a 
victorious ‘Yes’ in answer to my question of the 
existence of an ultimate purpose.” 

If the prisoner didn’t develop his inner resources, 
the present lost its reality for him. He ceased living 
for the future. The majority of prisoners vegetated. 
If one didn’t try and contribute positively, everything 
became pointless and meaningless. 

The insight Dr. Frankl gained from his camp 
life was “Once the meaning of suffering had been re- 
vealed to us, we refused to minimize or alleviate the 
camp’s tortures by ignoring them. . .suffering had 
become a task on which we did not want to turn our 
backs. We had realized its hidden opportunities for 
achievement.” 


As Gordon Allport wrote in the preface: “If there 
is a purpose in life at all, there must be a purpose 
in. suffering and in dying.”

He noted the request of the 
Park Department for police aid 
after too many waterheads and 
plants had had to lie replaced. 

“On the Common alone $600 has 
been spent for replacements this 
year,” he reported. “ . . . And we 
are not going to allow gangs of 
kids to make a garbage pit out 
of the place.” 

Indecent 

Chief Derro's statement related 
to the incidents of disorderly and 
indecent behavior by youths on 
the Common which had brought 
a rash of complaints to his office. 
Mr. Lewis Snow, speaking for the 
Rotary Club, also spoke of inde- 
cent behavior. Both pointed to the 
distaste of older persons and the 
impropriety relative to younger 
children of some of the goings on 
in the Common. 

Arthur Hewis spoke for some 
time, but very little of his presen- 
tation related to the Common sub- 
ject. He was interrupted three 
times for points of order by the 
members of the Selectmen. He 
spoke of “shocking incidents” 
which took place on the Common. 

Selectmen John Sullivan thank- 
ed the students for coming down 
and said he disagreed with the 
emotion of the prior speaker, but 
hoped they now understood the 
source of police authority and that 
the department does not use a 
double standard. 

A resolution to allow you on the 
Common is unnecessary, he said, 
as already you are allowed there. 

Selectman Edmund Williams, 
reminding that card playing, 
gambling, and drinking are 
against the rules, noted that 
breaking of these rules has con- 
tributed to the tightening up of 
police action in the Common. 

The hearing concluded with Mr. 
Levinson noting that he felt the 
rights of students were in some 
ways being ignored. 


Rise In Postal Rates Due In July 


An “inherited” postal deficit of 
billions is responsible for the 
proposals to raise the postage bill 
f"i’ residents of Winchester, Post- 
master Charles R. Hill said today. 

In addition to increasing letter 
moil from 6 to 7 cents, as pro- 
posed by the Johnson Administra- 
tion, President Nixon also asked 
that second and third-class mailers 
help reduce the large postal deficit 
which would otherwise be paid by 
taxpayers, the postmaster said.

The President’s recommended in- 
creases will reduce the 1970 postal 
deficit by more than $600 million. 

Mr. Hill said he had been advised 
by Postmnster General W inton M. 
Blount in Washington, D.C. that 
the record $1.2 billion 1970 deficit 
compel led Presiden t Nixon to seek 
postage rate increases, without 
higher rates the Department will 
bo left with a staggering deficit 
that would become an added public 
tax burden. 

The postmaster listed these other 
details on proposed increases: 

First-class mail: Letters and post 
cards would be increased one cerat, 
to 7 cents an ounce and 6 cents a 
piece, respectively, on July 1, 1969. 
Airmail postage would remain at 
10 cents. This will yield $557.2 
million in new revenues. 

Second-class mail: A handling 
charge of 3/10fchs of a cent per 
piece for circulation outside home 
counties would also become ef- 
fective July 1, 1969. This would 
yield $15.3 million annually and 
would represent a 12 percent in- 
crease in addition to the 8 percent 
rise scheduled to take effect Jan- 
uary 1, 1970. 

Third-class mail: For single 

pieces, rates would be increased 
one cent per piece. This would 
yield $12.4 million. For regular 
bulk third-class, the minimum 
would increase to <a uniform rate 
of 4.2 cents January 1, 1970, as 
contrasted with the present rate 
of 3.6 cents. The 1970 increase 
would lift revenues by $46.8 million 
annually.

Hitchhiking: 

AAA Warns 
Against It 

The American Automobile As- 
sociation today warned motorists 
against picking up hitchhikers. 

Warm spring weather brings 
out the hitchhikers,” said Richard 
W. Hoover, AAA’s Mass. Division 
Safety Director. 

It’s natural to want to give a 
young person a ride, but it’s not 
worth the risk you take. Motorists 
have been robbed, forced to go out 
of their way, kidnapped, even mur- 
dered by hitchhikers.” 

The AAA official pointed out 
that “FBI records show 'two out of 
five thumbs raised to beg a ride 
have their prints on file with the 
police. Not all hitchhikers are cri- 
minals, but moat of them are law 
breakers, because Boston and other 
big cities and towns have regula- 
tions which make it illegal to hitch- 
hike.”

Nature Notes 

Trying to separate fact from fic 
tion, especially when concerned 
with nature subjects, represents 
one of the more frustrating prob- 
lems of the working naturalist. 

For example, take the boister- 
ous Neapolitan dance known as the 
tarantella, so named after the vil- 
lage of its alleged origin, Taranto 
in southern Italy. 

Depending on what you read, the 
music and dance form of the taran- 
tella supposedly portrays the antics 
of a person stricken with tarantism, 
a disease caused by the bite of a 
spider known as the Tarantula. 

The victim of such a bite was 
reported to project himself into a 
wild, frenzied dance until he fell 
to the ground in complete exhaus- 
tion. 

All of this sounds quite plausible 
until we read the diagnosis of tar- 
antism which is described as "a 
nervous affliction characterized by 
melancholy and stupor”. . .sy nip- 
tons we would hardly expect to 
induce a dance of frenzy. 

Science cannot vouch for the fact 
or fiction of the dance legend. But 
it does identify the alleged culprit 
as a large European wolf spider 
known as Lycoso tarantula whose 
bite, though painfully severe, con 
tains no venemous qualities... 
thereby only adding to the confu 
sion.

Committee, Mrs. Stella Aitken, re- 
cently received the following let- 
ter from Chairman Vartkes Ka- 
raian of the Board of Health: 
“Dear Mrs. Aitken: 

“The Board of Health is in re- 
ceipt of your communication dated 
April 17. 1969 relative to the plans 
of the Winchester Garden Club to 
conduct an “Anti-Litter Week” 
program. The Board wishes to com- 
mend you and your organization 
for undertaking such a program 
and extends to you its cooperation 
in this endeavor. 

“Unsatisfactory refuse handling 
practices have detrimental effects 
upon us and our environment. The 
problem is an integral concern of 
the whole environmental health 
picture, and since we are all a 
part of the environment everyone 
is associated with the problem. 

“Examples of the direct effect 
on human health, which may be 
caused by improper refuse hand- 
ling, are the resulting insects and 
rodents that are vectors of human 
disease. Flies, which breed through 
improper storage of refuse in un- 
covered containers, can transmit 
typhoid, salmonellae, dysentery, 
and other infections. 

“Rats and mice, which live and 
multiply where there is food and 
harborage can transmit such dis- 
eases as plague, typhus, rat bite 
fever, diarrheas, dysenteries, and 
rabies. Mosquitos, which breed in 
open cans and bottles that catch 
and hold water, can transmit ma- 
laria, yellow fever, mosquito-borne 
encephalitis. In addition, accidental 
injuries are a direct consequence of 
improper refuse handling practices; 
for example, cuts, burns, hand and 
foot injuries. 

“Examples of the direct effects 
on the human environment by im- 
proper refuse handling are the re- 
sulting nuisances such as flies, 
rodents and other vermin, refuse

containers, smoke and odors from 
backyard burning, spillage from 
vehicles. The blighting of the 
natural scenery with scattered ref- 
use also has its effect in the envi- 
ronment with litter accumulation 
everywhere, including parks, yards, 
and streets. 

Air pollution and water pollu- 
tion also have detrimental effects 
on the entire environment, with the 
open burning of refuse and the 
dumping or disposing into water- 
courses. 

“Solid wastes present public 
health problems of ever-expanding 
dimensions. Though many of the 
more complicated problems in solid 
wastes can be solved by applying 
engineering techniques, the objec- 
tive of waste disposal is to meet 
the fundamental requirements of 
the absence of danger to public 
health. None of these public health 
problems are acute or dramatic, 
hut they are nevertheless real. 
They are not likely to produce a 
rash of epidemic diseases nor con- 
tribute the major portion of water 
and air pollution, but the problems 
are there and are significant and 
they may contribute to endemic 
diseases and lead directly to a I 
general degradation of the environ- 
ment. 

“The Board of Health will be 
pleased to confer further with you 
relative to this matter if you so 
desire.”

Wisconsin College Honors 
Paul Collins, Pioneer Here 

Honors came again this month for Paul F. Collins of 3 Harrington 
Road onetime air mail pilot, air transjjort pioneer, co-founder and 
first president of Northeast Airlines. 


Mr. Collins and his sister, Mrs. 
Irvin MeElwee of Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, were two of three 
alumni to be honored by Wiscon- 
sin State University during the 
university’s 75th anniversary cele- 
bration. They were members of the 
classes of 1911 and 1918 respective- 
ly. 

An eight-and-a-half year veteran 
of flying the mail, Mr. Collins later 
played a part in organizing the 
nation’s first transcontinental air- 
line — Transcontinental Air Trans- 
port (TAT). 

Following service with Luding- 
ton Airlines, Mr. Collins and the 
late Amelia Earhart of Medford 
founded the Boston-based North- 
east Airlines. 

From its inception in May, 1918, 
flying the mail was a struggle be- 
tween man and the weather. The 
lighted air way was not established 
until 1925 and there were few 
navigational aids, but the men, in- 
cluding Mr. Collins, flew through 
hail, rain, fog, sleet and snow to 
deliver the mail. 

In the early days of air mail, a 
pilot who successfully landed by 
parachuting from his plane was 
eligible for membership in the 
Caterpiller Club — an organization 
of pilots who bailed out by para- 
chute. 

Mr. Collins, who earned his mem- 
bership on November 27, 1928, re- 
called that night recently: 

“.We had been flying war surplus 
DH-4s,” Mr. Collins said. “The 
wings were held to the fuselage by 
cables. Later Douglas came out 
with a plane built to carry 100 
pounds of mail. The power plant 
was a single Liberty engine. But 
this craft had wire struts rather 
than cables. Under sleet conditions, 
ice would build up on the wires, 
and a tremendous vibration ensued. 

Turbulence 

“I couldn’t see a foot in front of 
me that night,” he said, “and I 
was on instruments, such as they 
were — an altimeter, turn and 
bank indicator and oil gauge. I 
was flying the air mail route from 
Cleveland to New York. Over the 
coal mining regions of Western 
Pennsylvania, the storm seemed to 
reach the peak of its fury. I got 
the ship up to 10,000 feet. It 
wouldn’t go higher, and there was 
tremendous turbulence. The instru- 
ments ceased to function. The air 
speed dropped to zero. No matter 
how hard I pulled back on the 
stick — I couldn’t move the eleva- 
tors. 

“Suddenly,” Mr. Collins said, “I 
felt as if I was floating in space 
Then I realized that the wings had 
come off, and the ship was over 
on its side. 

“And in an instant I felt that I 
was diving. I pulled the safety trap 
and virtually dropped out of the 
craft. Then, I pulled the rip cord 
of the ’chute and headed down into 
what seemed like a wilderness. On 
the way down, I heard the fuselage 
hit the ground like a bullet. For-

tunntely, it didn’t bum, and we 
found the wings some 800 feet 
awuy. The mail was salvaged.”

Small car buyers in the United 
States are expected to represent 
about 20 per cent of the total car 
market by mid-1969, and Maverick, 
Ford’s “oar of the 70’s,” will be 
there for the customers who want 
more than foreign intrigue. 

Maverick is designed to expand 
Ford’s share of the American small 
car market, and recapture part of 
that market that is being lost to 
foreign cars. 

We think the American auto 
industry should start doing a bet- 
ter job of meeting the foreign chal- 
lenge and we are becoming a 'mav- 
erick’ to do it,” said John Naugh- 
ton. Ford Motor Company vice 
president and Ford Division gen- 
eral manager. 

With the steady increase in (the 
import segment of the American 
small car market (from five per- 
cent in 1962 to 11 percent in 1968), 
we knew that we had to introduce 
a suitable competitor. We studied 
the market, interviewed thousands 
of domestic and imported small 
car buyers and determined what 
the ‘personality’ of the new car 
should be,” Mr. Naughton said. 

The small car market is com- 
prised of people who seek an auto- 
mobile with a low initial purchase 
price, one that provides economy 
of operation, reliability and dura- 
bility. 

The new Maverick, whose over- 
all size places it between the econ- 
omy imports and the domestic com- 
pacts, is designed to provide these 
features without compromising in 
comfort, convenience and design. 

Maverick will attract many with- 
in its market segment, from young 
adults to high income multi-car 
owners. It should appeal as a first 
car to young people and as a sec- 
ond car to families. 

Mr. Naughton said that Ford’i 
Maverick is “a car that — by de- 
finition — is going to go its own 
way, stand apart, be independent.” 
It’s going to be economical to 
buy and operate; of quality work- 
manship with millions of miles of 
use and testing under its roof; built 
with the latest in computer tech- 
nology; large enough for the Am- 
erican family, lively enough in ap- 
pearance for the swinger. 

“We believe it is the greatest 
automobile value ever offered in 
terms of price, upkeep and fea- 
tures included at no extra cost, 
he said. 


The Maverick is a sporty-looking 
four-seater family car, of two-door 
design, with a modified fastback 
roof and suggestion of a “duck- 
tail” at the rear. 

Although 19 inches longer than 
its principal foreign competitor 
(and nine inches wider) Maverick 
turns in a tighter circle. It is five 
inches lower than the import, with 
almost twice the trunk space. 

On .the other hand, it is small- 
er in most dimensions than the 
Falcon, its bigger brother in the 
Ford lineup. The standard engine 
gives the car liveliness and econo- 
my. The Maverick will accelerate 
and pass more quickly than either 
the major import or the Falcon, 
yet it is designed to give 22 and 
one half miles per gallon in normal 
use. 

It uses long-proven Ford com- 
ponents, as in the drive-line and 
suspension system. But its sturdy, 
unitized body was built with the 
help of the latest computer tech- 
nology — “numerical control,” a com- 
puter-based technique of trans- 
forming automotive design into 
sheet metal, pioneered by Ford. 

Economy of maintenance and re- 
pair, as well as economy of opera- 
tion, was designed into Maverick.

The standard seat upholstery is a 
Scotch plaid, with color- keyed trim 
and floor mats. 

Maverick is the first of the 1970’s 
to appear, and it could be — Like 
Mustang and Falcon before it — u 
trend-setter.

Muraco School 
To Host Meeting 
Of Educators 

Muraco School will be the site 
of a meeting of educators Friday 
and Saturday, May 23 and 24. 

Principals of open area schools 
in Massachusetts, New Hampshire, 
New York and Maryland will at- 
tend an open aren conference host- 
ed by Principal Richard H. Young 
of the Muraco School. 

Local school personnel involved 
with the conference are Dr. Donald 
A. Klemer, Dr. Walter F. Gleason, 
Robert Forest, George Flynn and 
two of the secretarial staff of the 
school. The secretaries are a part 
of the conference to make possible 
one of its goals, that of construct- 
ing a manual containing lists of 
types of furniture and equipment 
useful in no-wall schools, lists of 
curriculum materials for these spe- 
cial schools, possible methods of 
organization within open areas and 
statement of a rationale for such 
open area construction. 

During the conference groups of 
five are expected to arrive at con- 
clusions suitable for inclusion in 
such a manual. These lists, etc. 
will be compiled by the secretarial 
staff thus making the manual 
available on the completion of the 
conference sessions. 

Winchester professor Dr. Robert 
Anderson will speak to the group 
on Saturday as an authority on 
the type of school construction in 
question. Frank Crimp, the archi- 
tect for the Muraco School, will 
be present as an observer along 
with Massachusetts State Depart- 
ment of Education observers. 

A slide-tape presentation regard- 
ing the program at the school and 
a tour of the building will be in- 
cluded in the weekend's activities.

First Things Have To Come Second 


In addition to talking about things right here, we 
must also broaden our prospective both geograph- 
ically and historically. 

Stepping backward it may be to have to treat the 
methods of protest liefore we can go to work on the 
substance of protest. But this, it seems to us, has 
been demanded by the violence of student action — 
so hauntingly remindful of that ending the lives of 
the Kennedy brothers, and Martin Luther King. 

Supposing the Harvard S.D.S. or Brandeis students 
had been taking over buildings to demonstrate their 
desire for support of the new Nazi party in Germany 
or of the Ku Klux Rian. Would university authorities 
have needed so much discussion to decide whether 
action against illegality should be tolerated? We 
doubt it. 

We turn to Professor Sidney Hook, New York 
University's philosopher, to point up what seems to 
us to be the first order of business — the cessation of 
violence. 

In the U.S. “News and World Report” of May 19 
he says, “. . .take those who in discussing student 
violence always refer to the violence of the American 
Revolution to prove how authentically American vio- 
lence is. Someone should tell them we’ve already 
won the (Revolution) — that we already had our 
Boston Tea Party. And we had them because at the 
time there did not exist the political institutions by 
which we could settle grievances peacefully . . . Lynch- 
ing is American too. But does that make it good?” 

Editorial Comments 


The Apollo flight was precise, beautiful, a fantas- 
tic result of the efforts of thousands of Americans 
working together as a team. We get ready now to 
sit back and expect that the July 20 landing will go 
as expected, with maximum crew discomfort a good 
hobbling in a big sea after splashdown. We cannot 
help, however, going back to a letter Dr. Francis 
.Moore of the Peter Bent Brigham Hospital wrote to 
the Herald-Traveler after Apollo 8. He spoke his 
pride in the country, and then — “Each blast-off is 
worth one year’s total allocation for health research 
in the United States. Speaking for people who have 
cancer, kidney disease, heart disease, collagen diseases, 
congenital malformations, irreparable emphysema, 
vascular degeneration and just plain painful miser- 
able old age, we can only say, ‘Help! Help!” 

The moon is wonderful. Isn’t it far enough?

On TV the other night, sandwiched between the 
countdown of boys killed in Vietnam and a story 
about the number of millionaires still paying no 
taxes, there was a bright, bright report. In Milwaukee, 
high school and junior high students staged a “hun- 
ger walk.” Their objective was a 30 mile hike, though 
few made it quite that far. Before the hike each got 
a sponsor to pay him or her a certain amount per 
mile walked. The result was a good substantial total 
for hungry peoples here and around the world. The 
pictures of the gay but orderly, ebullient students 
hiking through and out of the city were soul re- 
plenishing to many others. 


And we turn back to the “Atlantic” of October, 
1968, to Richard Poirier, professor of English at Rut- 
gers. editor, author for the things which must, we 
repeat must, come back to be able to be the main 
thrust of both adult and young citizens, as soon as 
acceptable methods of procedure are agreed upon: 

“More terrifying than the disorder in the streets 
is the disorder in our heads: the rebellion of youth, 
far from being a cause of disorder, is rather a re- 
action, a rebellion against the disorder we call order, 
against our failure to make sense of the way we live 
now and have lived since 1945 . . . Let's not conceive 
of the world as a place accidentally controlled by 
certain people whose wickedness or stupidity has been 
made evident by disaster, or as the scene of injustices 
whose existence was hidden from us. . .We’re in 
danger of becoming like the Germans before the war 
who afterward turned to their children with dismay, 
then surprise, then amnesia. . . 

America in 1969 is truly stupifying. One out of 
every 10 Americans who work for a living is part 
of the nation’s defense — or war-making — establish- 
ment. With one hand the Federal government marks 
cigarettes as dangerous to the health, with the other 
it subsidizes the tobacco growers who are importing 
them to underdeveloped countries. 

The adults and youth must work together to change 
these and many other tilings. 


Every time the Massadiusetts Legislature argues 
birth control, some legislator ought to call up the 
Museum of Science and ask them to rush over their 
world population 'exhibit, which mesmerizes watchers 
day in and day out as it counts the fantastic in- 
creases in human births minute by minute across the 
globe. If you haven’t visited it lately, drop by for 
a refresher. It will give you goose pimples.

Most interesting area story of the w r eek we found 
to be Phyllis Coons’ Sunday Globe report on "Opera- 
tion Male” in the Arlington School system. Initiated 
in 1966 by Superintendent Dr. Bert Roe ns (also a 
co-founder of the Winchester area Mystic Valley Men- 
tal Health Association) , Operation Male, on federal 
funds, gives boys with learning problems a chance to 
work with men teachers. Inferentially challenging the 
system in which little boys almost invariably have 
no male teacher to identify with as they start out 
in school, the program now has 21 male teachers’ 
aides in five schools. Asked if boys are not slower 
to mature in cognitive skills than are girls, its di- 
rector said, "I believe that an additional reason 
for boys’ maturing slowly is because they are de- 
prived of male influence in school at the time when 
these skills are developing. They have hazy images 
of themselves as learners.” The program has had 
some dramatic isolated results and is popular overall. 
It raises some very meaningful questions.

Challenge 
On Dogs 

Editor of the Star: 

Once again we have been disturb- 
ed by an editorial on dogs in the 
Star, which seems to reflect a dis- 
tinct anti-dog attitude we have no- 
ticed before. This sort of thing has 
no place in what should be an un- 
biased local paper, a large percent- 
age of whose subscribers are dog 
owners themselves, or at least dog 
lovers. The title of the editorial 
was particularly unnecessary, in 
view of what the case involved. 

Mind you, I don’t approve of 
dogs killing a cat, since we’re cat 
lovers, too, and I know how dis- 
tressed we would be if such a fate 
befell our own cat (our dogs love 
her), but there are existing iaws 
on the books dealing with such rel- 
atively rare occurrences, without 
making a Federal case out of it, and 
the implied threat contained be- 
tween the lines was an unpleasant 
one. 

In our own neighborhood, there 
are over a dozen dogs, offhand, all 
very nice, and all welcome to visit 
here, which they often do causing 
no trouble at all. Our Khanda was 
especially popular and had many 
devoted friends. None of these dogs 
roam in “packs,” either, though 
people tend to forget that dogs have 
buddies and pals they like to chum 
around with, just as peop e do. 

There are a number of neighbor- 
hood cats, too, several of them ag- 
ing comfortably, and all of them 
obviously able to roam the neigh- 
borhood with no fear (I can’t say 
the same for the cats’ friends,” 
the birds). Incidentally, ask “bird- 
people” how they feel about cats — 
the various points of view are apt 
to differ, quite amusingly . . . 

I’m astonished at the naivete — or 
ignorance — of some people who 
don’t realize that twice a year they 
might see a gorgeous, irresistible 
female (whose owners don’t know 
enough to have her spayed — or 
keep her indoors), followed by sev- 
eral interested admirers. This is 
probably what constitutes a so-call- 
ed “pack” of dogs, which would 
soon dissipate if the “object of 
their affections” were kept at home 
for a while . . • 

The statement that dogs were 


once wild animals is ludicrous — so 
were cats once wild animals, and, 
if you will pardon my saying so, 
people were once wild animals, at 
exactly the same period in history 
(Many people still are.). They all 
started to get “civilized” together, 
since man has been accompanied by 
some kind of dog since the earliest 
days of history. 

Early rock carvings, Egyptian 
wall paintings, woodcuts of the 
Middle Ages, all show dogs of those 
periods. The dog has been domesti- 
cated for thousands of years, and 
is no more likely to revert to “wild- 
ness” than its human counterpart. 

If a man goes hunting for deer, 
or other animals, is he called 
“wild?” — no, he’s a “sportsman,” 
and considered quite harmless. 
What about the murders, attacks, 
beatings, stabbings — even war it- 
self — we read about every day. 
Show me anything more indicative 
of a “wild animal” than these. If 
you don’t mind my saying so, dogs, 
at this point, are doing much better 
than people, behaviorwise, and have 
far less to answer for, so let’s give 
credit where it is due, and concen- 
trate on the real ills around us, all 
caused by people.

THE SEA TROLL 

by Suzanne Blanc 

Why this book should be a Crime Club selection I 
do not understand. The only mystery in it is what 
Captain Arne Haugen does when he’s drunk. He i 
can’t remember. One of his sprees leaves him with 
a feeling of guilt and a dream he has, seems to make 
him the more or less inadvertent murderer of a Rus- 
sian prostitute, but the proof is psychological rather 
than factual. 

The Sea Troll is a Norwegian freighter. Arne has 
left his beautiful young wife, Elise, ir.. Norway — he 
feels she is glad to be rid of him. That his chief 
officer, Rolf Fjelland, had once been engaged to mar- 
ry her makes for strained relations between the two 
men. That they are both attracted by a lonely young 
widow, Corinne Reynolds, on their present trip 
through the South China Sea to Singapore, hardly 
improves matters. Corinne sits at Rolf’s table, but 
she looks at Arne. The tragedy of her widowhood 
has made her shy of people, especially men, and vio- 
lent seasickness has kept her incommunicado most of 
the time. Rolf she accepts as pleasant, quite safe and 
somewhat dull. Arne, however, really stirs her and 
makes her forget her melancholy. She can’t know, 
of course, that his real love is his wife and she is 
merely to be a shipboard conquest, especially since 
Rolf is on much easier terms with her and possibly 
has more serious intentions than the captain’s. It 
will be sweet revenge for Arne’s jealousy and Elise’s 
coldness. Try as she might, Corinne cannot resist 
him. 

Arne, worn out from battling a dangerous storm 
outside of Hong Kong, worried about his vague 
dream and sense of guilt, and fear that Elise will 
leave him, drinks more and more. Rolf increasingly 
has to fill in for him, which makes him even bitterer 
toward his chief officer and which concerns Rolf 
about Elise and her life with her husband. Finally, 
mad with liquor Arne commits an unpardonable out- 
rage on Corinne, who turns to Rolf because he is safe. 
The outrage she keeps to herself, but Arne, who this 
time can remember something 6f what he has done, 
is sick with fear that she will report him and min 
his career. He has no shame. 

Detective story fans won’t like this book, which 
really is a psychological novel, and lots of readers 
won’t read it because they never read mysteries. It’s 
too bad for both of them, because the stQry is well 
written and fast paced; the characters interesting 
and sufficiently unusual; and there is no, I repeat, no 
explicit sex ! It can be read in an evening.

En Ka Helps 
At Hospital 

The En Ka Society has contin- 
ued to grow in numbers and in ser- 
vices since its inception in 1902 by 
a group of six Winchester High 
School girls. 

This En Ka Sorority, as it was 
then known, disbanded in 1928 and 
was reorganized as a senior group 
dedicated to aiding Winchester 
charities in 1932. 

As needs of the town and the 
hospital have become apparent, the 
En Ka Society has been able both 
financially and through volunteer 
service to fill these needs. 

The most recent service added to 
the En Ka list is that of supplying 
volunteers at the Continuing Care 
Unit of the hospital. Mrs. Franklin 
J. Lane, assisted by Mrs. Stephen 
G. Nichols, initiated and organized 
this group of 25 volunteers in Octo- 
ber of 1968. 

In the eight months that this 
service has been offered over 576 
hours have been donated by the 
ladies. 

When this service began there 
were less than 30 patients at the 
CCU and the En Ka volunteers met 
many needs — personal service, tak- 
ing patients to therapy and work- 
ing with the putients in occupation- 
al therapy. 

The CCU now has more than 70 
patients and time allows for the 
volunteers to perform only what is 
called personal service. This then 
frees the nurses to care for those 
needing actual nursing care. 

At least one volunteer is there 
each week day and will continue to 
be through the summer.

Three experimenters connected with a Massachusetts medical 
school and hospital surgically peeled off in sheets 30% to 50% of 
the body skin of 21 dogs. 

In seven of the dogs, 30 to 50 per cent of the skin was removed 
and replaced (autograft) and four of these dogs had to be killed 
because "...the large open wounds resulting from partial graft 
failure made care difficult and painful for the animals. 

Fourteen dogs had 25 to 40 per cent of skin replaced by skin 
from a donor dog (homograft). There was 86 per cent mortality 
and 36 per cent of the grafts rotted. 

The dogs were allowed to live 3 to 26 days. 

The experimenters state: “In the light of technical failures and 
the high mortality rate in dogs , there is , at present , no laboratory 
justification for treating large burns in man with early excision and 
homografting.''

An Open Letter to the Parents 
Of Little League & Cap League 


Parents are wonderful people! 
If it wasn’t for them, there 
would be no boys to play base- 
ball in Winchester! 

Parents are responsible people 
— many, but not too many, of 
them come to our baseball fields 
and cheer on their sons and their 
sons’ teams. In most cases they 
sympathize with their sons if 
they lose the game, and con- 
gratulate their sons when they 
win. This is the way it should 
be, and we are thankful for the 
parents who, like us, are in 
business to help children, theirs 
and those of other parents, as 
well. 

Little League and Cap League 
are for boys, win, lose or draw. 

Unfortunately, there are the 
few parents who spoil the game 
for the majority, as it is with 
most anything in this world. It 
is to those I wish to address 
pertinent and forceful remarks. 

Parents — please keep the 
game where it belongs — with 
the boys. 

It is no prerogative of any 
parent, man or woman, to make 
unkind remarks to or about any 
umpire, manager or coach. 
These men are volunteers — 
they give of their time freely, 
and unstintingly — they are in- 
terested in the proper bringing 
up of your son, almost as much 
as you are. 

In a game, only one team can 
win, and, therefore, one team 
must lose. It is no disgrace to 
lose, but it is a disgrace for 
parents to hurl invectives at a 
manager, coach or umpire when 
they have a different opinion 
about a situation. Recent dis- 
plays of unsportsmanlike con- 
duct on the part of parents, 
particularly in front of their 
sons, have brought sharp criti- 
cism against Little League and 
Cap League. 

As Commissioner of Little 
League, and with a vital in- 
terest in Cap League, I want to 
bring the attention of all par- 
ents that if such a situation 


continues, it could be the death 
knell of baseball activities to 
more than 800 boys in Winches- 
ter. I deplore this conduct, and 
I will take summary action 
against repetitions of parental 
interference with the conduct of 
Little League or Cap League. 

Think of the other hoys, if 
you have no thought for your 
own son. In a professional game 
of baseball, there are always the 
loudmouths, but there are also 
the good natured umpire-booers, 
opposing team player-baiters, 
and such. 

In Little League and Cap Lea- 
gue, in Winchester, especially, 
there are apparently a few loud- 
mouths who consider it their 
privilege to insult managers, 
coaches, umpires and opposing 
players. This is not the way we 
play the game. If you cannot 
control your temper, please do 
not come to any of our baseball 
games — the town and the boys 
will be better off if you stay 
away from the field. 

I do not say we, as an organi- 
zation are blameless. We, too, 
have adults who go off the beam, 
but you will not find a better 
bunch of men than you will find 
in this year of Little League and | 
Cap League operation. They get 
excited, just as you and your 
sons do, but their job is a little 
more exacting. They have from 
15 to 25 boys to handle, actively. __ 
They cannot sit back and sec- 
ond-guess everything as can the § 
spectator. We “sit” on our per- 
sonnel when we find they get 
out of line — we hope you, too, 
will sit on your tongue, and take ' 
the bitter with the better. We 
are in baseball for the training 
of your son in fair play, team- 3 
work, discipline and good citi- 
zenship. We hope you are in 
agreement with these principles 
and will conduct yourselves in 3 
a manner befitting the parent of 
a growing boy.

N. Y. Firm Spins Cement Linings 
To Give Water Mains New Insides 


The first step of a refurbishing- 
relining process, which is making 
Winchester’s main pipe-lines like 
new, is nearing completion near 
Symmes Corner. 

Twelve-inch water mains, set into 
the ground in 1910 are going to be 
ready for another 50-years of ser- 
e by the time the contracted 
Mainlining Service from Buffalo 
gets down to Symmes corner, prob- 
ably by tomorrow. 

The process involves everything 
from five and dime-store mirrors 
to the most modern of spin-cover 
cement machines — a device invented 
by the founder of the Mainlining 
company, low bidders on the Win- 
chester job. 

First step in the process is for 
the Town staff to lay two-inch pipes 
along the sidewalks temporarily to 
carry the load for the homes bord- 
ering along the 500-foot area to be 
done. 

The water is next shunted into 
the temporary pipes and the old 
mains are removed. 

Once able to carry up to 12 inches 
of water, most are now so coated 
with corrosion and sediment that

their capacity is reduced to about 
eight inches. 

They are cleaned by a hydraulic 
scraper (called a “rabbit”). 

Spin-On 

Next a cement mixer is moved 
alongside and attached to it a long 
rubber hose at the end of which 
is a spinner. The spinner, only 
about a foot long and four-inches 
in diameter, is inserted at one end 
of a section of pipe, connected to 
the wet cement supply, and pulled 
through the pipe, spinning a Vi inch 
layer of cement as a new lining in- 
side the pipes. 

Next a trowelling process, 
volving a cone-shaped metal trow- 
ell, is pulled through to even the 
coating. 

Mirrors 

Here’s where the mirrors come in. 
They are used to examine the lin- 
ing and give a final o.k. to the job. 

The pipe is ralaid, and the 
crew moves on to the next section 
of road. 

Water and Sewer Superintendent 
William Conlon is constantly on the 
watch to see how things are going. 
He is pleased with the way the 
job is coming. 

The section, about to be com- 
pleted was that contracted for after 
the Town Meeting of 1968. The 
crews will next move on to the next 
scheduled areas — Cross Street, 
Forest from Cross to Washington, 
Church in its entirety, and a short 
piece of ML Vernon Street, from 
the circle to Winchester Place. 

Cost to the town is about four 
dollars a foot

Cong. Macdonald 
Acts Against 
Tax Surcharge 

(Washington, D.C.) — Congress- 
man Torbert H. Macdonald has tak- 
en action to head off a continu- 
ation of the 10 percent income tax 
surcharge. , 

In a letter to House Ways and 
Means Committee Chairman Wil- 
bur Mills, Macdonald urged that 
mprehensive tax reform legisla- 
tion be enacted before final action 
on surtax takes place. He stressed 
that the tax reform legislation he 
has introduced could make an ex- 
tension of the surtax unnecessary. 

Macdonald, the Assistant Major- 
ity Leader for New England, in- 
troduced a tax reform bill designed 
to close 13 existing tax loopholes 
an effort to raise an additional 
$9 billion in revenues. 

He pointed out that this amount 
was the same as that which the 
Administration expects to raise 
from an extension of the surtax. 

“The need for extension of the 
surtax,” Macdonald said, “is di- 
rectly affected by the amount of 
revenue that can be raised by plug- 
ging loopholes and by the amount 
of expenditures that can be saved 
by budgetary action by the Con- 
gress. I feel it would be unwise to 
extend the surtax before these al- 
ternatives have been thoroughly 
tested.”

Mobile Unit 
Aids Employment 

A new employment office on 
wheels, the first of its kind in Mas- 
sachusetts, will be put into service 
with in two weeks by the Division 
of Employment Security according 
to Division Director Herman V. La- 
Mark. 

The new unit, which will be used 
principally to serve the job and 
training needs of the disadvantag- 
ed, is the first self-powered mobile 
employment office to be purchased 
by the state agency. It will supple- 
ment services already offered in 
39 fixed employment office loca- 
tions throughout the Common- 
wealth. 

Mr. LaMark said the initial as- 
signment of the new rolling unit 
will be summer jobs for youth in 
the poor areas. The first stop will 
be in Roxbury, with scheduled 
visits to be made later to disadvan- 
taged areas of Worcester, Spring- 
field, New Bedford and Lowell. 

The mobile office represents s 
new approach in providing public 
employment services on a neighbor- 
hood basis. It brings these services 
to job seekers in areas where regu- 
lar employment offices are not 
readily accessible. 

The principal features of the 
custom built unit are a public ad- 
dress system, private interviewing 
booths, telephone, visual aid facili- 
ties, air conditioning, water, built- 
in supply space, and filing cabinets. 

Mr. LaMark said that the new 
unit will also be available to serve 
the unemployment compensation 
needs in emergency situations such 
as floods, fires, or similiar types 
of disasters. 

It may also be used to recruit 
farm workers in peak seasons, to 
furnish services in isolated areas, 
and to aid cooperating manpower 
agencies on special drives such as 
Job Corps.

Final commencement exercises were held Sunday at 3 p.in. for 
Marycliff Academy. 

The Right Rev. William Granville, rector of Cardinal Cushing 
Minor Seminary, speaking at the 56th commencement, told the 23 
graduates including eight from Winchester, that "Personalism is the 
only thing that counts.”

In his remarks Rev. Granville 
said: “At the Wellesley Com- 
mencement yesterday a young 
lady, one of the graduates, chosen 
by her classmates to represent 
them (and I was surprised that 
this was the first time this had 
been done!) challenged Senator 
Brooke, the speaker, and his sta- 
tistics about poverty, asking why 
there should be any poor in this 
affluent country. 

“Yours is a concerned genera- 
tion. 

“The Wellesley graduate chal- 
lenged one key concept common 
to your generation: personalities. 
This is in the literature and mu- 
sic that you love. It is behind so 
much of the protesting and dem- 
onstrating, the anti-war activities, 
the interest in the Peace Corps 
and Pavla and Vista programs. 

“Your generation is concerned 
about people as persons. Your 
generation resents seeing persons 
being treated as cogs in a ma- 
chine whether military, economic, 
social, political or ecclesiastical. 

“This is good, and Chrisian, 
too. It follows the teaching of 
Christ who said, “You are worth 
more than many sparrows.” 
This concern is something you 
should bring into adult life. 

“Personalism is the only thing 
that counts . . . But if something 
doesn’t please me personally, does 
this mean it is no good and should 
be dropped? Are my own person- 
al feelings to be the final stand- 


ard of what is good or bad, right 
or wrong? 

“Religion concerns these prob- 
lems, too. . . .The first response 
of a concerned person should be 
to face the challenge and not run 
from it. The first mature, adult 
response to the challenge with 
which your faith confronts you 
is a steady and persevering 
growth in the Spirit of Jesus. . . 
This is an exciting challenge; I 
wonder how many of you will be 
willing to face it. 

“Those who do will be “Good 
News” for the Community. I 
would love to have them, in mine 
and would thank God for the Sis- 
ters and Lay Teachers who train- 
ed and inspired them to such ma- 
ture, responsible, Christian per- 
sonalism.”

Health Boards: 

No Measles Here 
For Three Years 

No measles cases have been re- 
ported here since 1966, according 
to a report issued recently by Dr. 
Nicholas J. Fiumara, director of 
the State’s Division of Commu- 
nicable Diseases of the Depart- 
ment of Public Health and corro- 
borated by Health Board Director 
Michael Saraco. 

In 1965, the year prior to the 
introduction of a state - wide 
measles eradication program 
through immunization of pre- 
school children, Winchester re- 
corded 48 cases. 

The number of cases reported 
was reduced to one in 1966, and 
since then there have been no cas- 
es reported. 

Throughout the state, a 98.1 
percent reduction in measles cas- 
es was achieved in the three-year 
period.

State Council 
Of Churches 
Elects Head 


Following a nationwide search 
the Assembly of the Massachusetts 
Council of Churches has elected a 
41-y ear-old Episcopal clergyman, 
the Rev. Arthur E. Walmsley, na- 
tive of New Bedford, to succeed 
Dr. Forrest L. Knapp as general 
secretary of the council. 

The election took place at a spe- 
cial meeting of the Assembly held 
at the Village Church in Wellesley. 
The meeting was called to consider 
the results of a two-year study of 
the council’s cooperative efforts in 
the state. 

Following seven years as a local 
parish clergyman, Mr. Walmsley 
served from 1958 to 1968 on the 
executive council of the Episcopal 
Church, chiefly as executive secre- 
tary of the Division of Christian 
Citizenship 

Rev. Walmsley received his ba- 
chelor of arts degree from Trinity 
College, Hartford, in 1948 and was 
elected to Phi Beta Kappa. Episco- 
pal Theological School, Cambridge, 
granted him the bachelor of di 
vinity degree in 1951. He was proc- 
tor Fellow at that school in 1966. 

The general secretary-elect is 
married to the former Roberta 
Chapin. They have two children, 
Elizabeth, 10, and John, 9. 

Rev. Walmsley 's service to the 
council will begin September 1, 
overlapping for a month the pre- 
sent general secretary, Dr. For- 
rest L. Knapp, who will retire Oct- 
ober 1. 

The Massachusetts Council of 
Churches is the ecumenical agency 
through which eleven Protestant 
denominations cooperate in the 
Commonwealth for planning and 
service. 


The mooting, planned for Thurs- 
day.

According to acting chairman 
Mrs. Robert Danley, of 2 Fenwick 
Road. CPP is a statewide, issue- 
oriented political action organiza- 
tion, dedicated to increasing citizen 
participation at every level of gov- 
ernment. It grew out of the 1968 
presidential campaign and the sub- 
sequent efforts of former Massa- 
chusetts McCarthy supporters to 
elect 20 local and congressional 
candidates. 

Created at a November 1968 
meeting in Worcester, the organi- 
zation elected to be unaffiliated 
with any existing political party. 
Further, it is not constituted as a 
new political party. Its members 
include Republicans, Democrats, 
and Independents, many of whom 
continue to work in the party of 
their choice. 

CPP will endorse and work for 
candidates from existing political 
parties where possible, and will 
seek its own candidate when neces- 
sary. 

A statement of purpose adopted 
in November reads: “We begin with 
the conviction that the problems 
of peace in the world and social 
justice in the United States can 
be resolved only if citizens active- 
ly participate in their solution. 
The goal of CPP is to make the 
governmental and political process 
more responsive to the will and 
needs of all people, through their 
broader participation in that pro- 
cess and in the formulation of pro- 
grams which affect them. 

“CPP seeks a massive reorienta- 
tion of attitudes, policies, and re- 
sources for the elimination of pov- 
erty, racism, and other forms of 
injustice, and is a dedicated op- 
ponent of the militarization of Am- 
erican life in both foreign and do- 
mestic policies.”

Grass-Roots 

The organization, which now has 
grass-roots groups in 110 towns 
and cities, is structured as a fed- 
eration of locally autonomous chap- 
ters. Coordination is the responsi- 
bility of a popularly elected state 
committee, which maintains a head- 
quarters and staff at 11 South 
Street, Boston. 

About 30 Winchester residents 
are already affiliated with CPP, 
and six of these were among dele- 
gates who attended a state con- 
vention held May 11 in Worcester. 

The convention adopted a char- 
ter and formulated a 1969 plat- 
form; also establishing standing 
committees in nine policy areas. 
These are: electoral affairs and 
governmental structure; tax 
form and fiscal affairs; education; 
health and social welfare; environ 
mental problems; militarization 
and foreign policy; human rights 
and civil liberties; urban affairs, 
and consumer protection. These 
committees are open to any inter- 
ested CPP member. 

Platform 

The CPP state platform includes 
planks on issues ranging from wel- 
fare rights to transportation de- 
velopment. It supports items such 
as lowering the voting age to 18, 
increased social security benefits, 
and school lunch programs. 

It opposes, for example, the 
ABM and the federal oil depletion 
tax allowance, and calls for the 
abolition of county government and 
the governor’s Executive Council. 

Several bills developed by CPP 
have been submitted to the 1969 
session of the state legislature. 
They aim at further revising the 
structure and powers of delegates 
to national party conventions, and 
reforming state election procedures, 

In what may be an innovation, 
eligibility for full membership in 
CPP has no age requirement. It is 
expected that the organization will 
prove attractive to a substantial 
number of young people. Several 
delegates to the recent convention 
were mid-teens who made some of 
the most valuable contributions. 

Membership in CPP is open to 
anyone who subscribes to the goals 
of the organization as described 
in the statement of purpose. Copies 
of this statement, as well as the 
state charter and 1969 platform, 
will be available at the June 12 
meeting.

Living Standard 
Rise Noted 

Although the cost of living has 
zoomed in Middlesex County in re- 
cent years, as it has everywhere 
else, inflation has not been the 
chief culprit. 

So says the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics after completing a na 
tionwide sampling survey of family 
budgets, and camparing them with 
the budgets of previous years. 

It finds, in fact, that 60 percent 
of the increase in expenditures for 
goods and services has been due to 
an upgrading of the average fami- 
ly’s standard of living, over a peri- 
od of 15 years, and only 40 per- 
cent has been due to inflation. 

Gradually, year by year, local 
families have been improving their 
way of life — eating more expen- 
sive foods, wearing finer clothes, 
buying better homes and spending 
more on leisure pursuits. 

The net result, according to the 
BLS, was that four percent per 
year was invested in better living 
during the period despite the fact 
that prices were rising at an aver- 
age of 2.7 percent a year.

Reminders Given 
Students Driving 
Following Prom 

The Police department reminds 
students attending Friday night’s 
prom that certain rules of auto- 
mobile operation should be kept in 
mind. 

If you have a learner’s permit 
and are under the age of 18, you 
are not entitled to drive between 
the hours of 1 a.m. and 5 a.m. un- 
less accompanied by a parent or 
guardian who has a valid license 
which has been in effect for at least 
one year. 

If you have a license and are 
under 18, you are not entitled to 
drive between 1 a.m. and 5 a.m. 
unless you are accompanied by a 
parent or legal guardian. 

If you have a learner’s permit 
and are over 18, you may not drive 
unless you are accompanied by an 
operator over 21 who has had a 
valid license for over one year and 
that person must sit next to you. 

If you are under 21 and you 
drive unaccompanied by a parent 
or legal guardian knowingly trans- 
porting alcoholic beverages, you 
shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than $50. Conviction of this 
violation while driving anyplace ac- 
cessible to the public may mean 
suspension of your license for not 
more than three months. A warrant 
is not needed for your arrest on this 
violation. 

Conviction of operating under the 
influence of alcohol or narcotics is 
punishable by a revocation of the 
license for a period of at least one 
year. 


Nursing School 
To Expand 
Admissions 

A recent change in the admis- 
sion policies of the Malden Hospi- 
tal School of Nursing now makes 
it possible for males interested in 
nursing careers to study at that 
school. 

In broadening admission policies 
to admit both single and married 
men and women who are 17 years 
and over, the school enters a new 
era of its more than 75 years ex- 
istence. 

In announcing the changes, Miss 
Ellen Kennedy, R.N., director of 
the School of Nursing said, “The 
changing health needs of the com- 
munity has influenced the prepara-

Initial approval was granted by the State Consti- 
tutional Convention May 28 for an amendment to 
lower the voting age in the Commonwealth to 18. 
As one of the amendments to gain initial approval, 
this far-reaching proposal must receive favorable vote 
from the legislature a second time this year and once 
again from die 1971-72 legislature before it can In? 
submitted to a referendum of the citizens of the 
Commonwealth on the November 1972 ballot. 

This svstem of governmental checks and balances 
assures that the amendment will have careful atten- 
tion {>aid to it before it can become part of the 
State Constitution. If it twice survives the Legislature 
which passed it this time by a vote of MS to 117. it 
must go before a new legislature next year before it 
can be passed to the people.

PEG WOFFINGTON AND 
HER WORLD 

by Janet Dunbar 

Peg Woffington was a poor Irish girl, born in 
Dublin somewhere about the year 1718. Through 
various quirks of fate, together with her innate in- 
telligence and ability, she became a famous actress on 
the London stage. 

Peg’s first tuition in the art of acting came from a 
Madamo Violnnte, who accepted her into a troupe 
of children known as the "Lilliputians.” Madame 
Violante had been a "rope dancer,” or acrobat, but 
decided to try her luck in the theatre proper, her first 
production being "The Beggar’s Opera” performed 
by the group of children. Madame Violante must 
have been an excellent teacher, and in Peg she found 
an equally excellent pupil. 

"She was eager to learn, anxious to be perfect, 
instinctively aware that perfection could only 
be reached by continually studying her business 
... In spite of Peg’s aptitude for acting, she 
lacked the player’s most valuable asset — a uni- 
formly good speaking voice . . . Violante set 
patiently to work to improve the girl’s diction, 
hoping that now the need for street-selling had 
passed, the harshness would disappear ...” 


Chances are the amendment will not achieve the 
141 votes required later this year to bring it l>efore 
the 1971-72 Legislature.

The average fighting man in Vietnam 
today is 19. and he deserves the privilege of a voice 
in his country's government as well as a voice in its 
wars. 

Careful consideration should be given to a voting 
ace of IS. and it should be implemented in the State 
Constitution at the earliest possible opportunity.

Civil Service Reform

A broad civil service reform plan featuring slashes 
in the veterans’ preference system was advocated last 
week by Gov. Francis Sargent to the amazement of 
absolutely nobody. 

One might have judged from the horrified re- 
action of veterans groups and organizations that the 
Sargent plan was unexpected, sprung on the masses 
like a coup d'e tat, and as L 7 namerican as Borsch. 

The core proposal is adoption of the federal rules 
for extending job preference to veterans in civil ser- 
vice. Under that plan, which Governor Sargent has 
proposed for Massachusetts, a disabled veteran who 
passes a civil service exam automatically gets 10 points 
added to his score and usually a higher spot on the 
appointment list. A veteran who passes the exam gets 
a five-point advantage. 

Massachusetts now extends absolute preference. A 
disabled veteran who passes an exam, automatically 
goes to tiie head of die list. A veteran goes to die 
head of the list under disabled veterans. 

Governor Sargent, backed by some civic groups and 
some organizations set up especially to revamp civil 
service, claims the absolute preference system inter- 
feres with a good merit system in public service. 

It does, and a few people and groups who adamant- 
ly defended total preference in the past were making 
diflerent noises a few months ago. 

Governor Sargent now finds himself knee-deep in 
a very complicated political battle over veterans’ pre- 
ference. The federal government is on the Governor’s 
side which, all diings considered, may be a liability. 

Announced as it was on May 80, when all America 
except Massachusetts was celebrating Memorial Day, 
the Sargent proposal may have been ill-timed as the 


veterans’ groups chanted in their own rendition of 
"Every Day Is Memorial Day To Us Because We 
Forgot To Say We Didn’t Want It Changed Last 
Year.” Unwelcome, maybe; but unexpected, no. 

In early 1967, Governor Sargent, as Lt. Governor 
to John Volpe, was put in charge of drumming up 
public support for overhauling civil service, especial- 
ly veterans’ preference. 

Governor Sargent, touring the state two years ago 
was telling people, including veterans organizations 
and the people who now say they haven’t talked to 
Sarge about it, that absolute preference for veterans 
was "crippling” civil service. 

But Governor Volpe, bent on seeking the GOP vice- 
presidential nomination in 1968, refused to fight 
earnestly for major civil service reform in 1967 or 
1968. Governor Sargent, however, has firmly opposed 
absolute preference in civil service for over two years. 

Indeed, Governor Sargent’s knowledge of the issue 
runs deeper than his critics appreciate. Governor 
Sargent was Commissioner of Public Works at a time 
when legislation was passed experimenting with an 
engineer intern program for the DPW as a means 
of by-passing civil service red tape to get qualified 
men into public service. 

Now' that the veterans’ preference issue has sur- 
faced again, the player to watch is the Federal De- 
partment of Health, Education and Welfare, which 
has described Massachusetts civil service as archaic 
and sloppy. Prominent Democrats laid the stage four 
mouths ago for shifting to the federal-point standard 
for veterans, but they have quickly shifted back again. 
Question: Is veterans’ preference being groomed as a 
campaign issue for election year 1970? (New England 
News)

Street Lights 
Are Problem 

Editor of the Star: 

I am sending you a copy of a 
letter I just mailed to Mr. Don- 
nelly, the executive secretary for 
the toard of Selectmen. I am doing 
this in order to give other residents 
of Forest Street an opportunity to 
agree (or otherwise) with me about 
conditions of this street. This is my 
purpose in sending it to you and 
you may publish it if you see fit 
to do so.

Dear Sir; 

“Almost a year ago I made a 
trip to the Town Hall to discuss 
with you a problem regarding 
Forest Street which I felt needed 
attention. This was the very in- 
adequate lighting on the street and 
the constant slaughter of dAnestic 
pets and wildlife by passing cars 
and trucks. 

"I believe the latter is largely 
a result of the former since most 
of the killings take place during the 
dark of night. I have found many 
a creature dead on the street (in- 
cluding my own) early in the 
morning before the day’s traffic be- 
gins. You gave me ‘to understand 
that there was a program scheduled 
to improve lighting on all Winches- 
ter’s main streets, but I have seen 
no action whatever on Forest 
Street. 

"Are you aware that this street 
is especially critical because it is 
an access road to Rte. 93? It should 
be well lighted. After darkness falls 
I can look out from my driveway to 
where the street must be and see 
nothing but pitch blackness. This 
is as hazardous for pedestrians as 
it is for animals. 

“In addition, last year, as an 
educational program, I suggested 
that the highway department post 
some signs on all town streets 
bordering wooded areas (of which 
there are many) reading, for ex- 
ample, "Please Drive Carefully — 
Wildlife Area,” or “Please Protect 
Animals — Drive With Care,” etc., 
but apparently this was too uncon- 
ventional for the department to 
cope with. One sign went up read- 
ing "Speed Limit — 30 Miles” and 
that was it for Forest Street. 

“May I urge you to discuss this 
situation with the board of Select- 
men and I will be most grateful 
if you can then give me some speci- 
fic answers on solutions to this 
problem.”

The 
gentle "Father will prevail” atti- 
tude was a real insult to those who 
know good or representative archi- 
tecture from the non-descript, an 
insult to those, especially Mrs. 
Samoiloff, who worked extremely 
hard in formulating practical and 
intelligent ideas for future uses of 
the house — and a betrayal of the 
town fathers themselves in the mat- 
ter requiring more general sensi- 
tivity and less personal bias. 

Due to this obvious lack, we 
have acquired a library which will, 
for the rest of its existence, look 
exactly what it is, an inept visual 
compromise — and have lost — an ir- 
replaceable example of our archi- 
tectural heritage from a day in 
which the word “compromise” was 
an obscenity. 

I, as a former resident of the 
town, I shrug my shoulders in a 
bitter "thank you” to those instru- 
mental in implementing this action.

School Lunches 

Editor of the Star: 

At the last School Committee 
meeting on May 27th at the Park- 
hurst School, several citizens pres- 
ent asked questions about the 
nature and activities of the In- 
School Lunch Program Committee. 

For the past few years parents 
have expressed growing interest 
in the idea of in-school lunch ar- 
rangements and single-session days 
for elementary school children. The 
School Committee, the school admi- 
nistration and the Community 
School Association had shown re- 
luctance to initiate any exploration 
of the feasibility of such a pro- 
gram. 

A group of parents with children 
in the Lincoln, Muraco, and Wash- 
ington schools formed an indepen- 
dent committee to promote the 
establishment of an in-sehool lunch 
program in the Winchester elemen- 
tary schools. 

A recent poll of parents conduct- 
ed by this committee was limited to 
the three schools because the in- 
terested parents came from these 
districts. Over 50 parents made the 
door-to-door poll and contacted 
94% of the parents with children in 
the schools. 

The purpose of the poll was to 
determine if parents were interest- 
ed in a tax-based, "bring-a-bag- 
lunch-from-home” program in the 
schools. Any parent or group of 
parents in. any school district can 
conduct similar polls. 

The results of the poll were pre- 
sented to the School Committee at 
its meeting on April 28th of this 
year. 

The just-completed survey of 
lunch programs in eight surround- 
ing communities was made by the 
In-School Lunch Program Commit- 
tee at the request of Dr. Klemer to 
provide the School Committee with 
more information. The results of 
the survey were reported to the 
School Committee on May 27th. 

Next Monday evening on June 9th 
the parents’ group will present to 
the School Committee a proposal 
for a possible pilot lunch program 
to start in September, 1969 at the 
Lincoln, Muraco, und Washington 
schools. 

Any Winchester parent interest- 
ed in the eventuul establishment 
of an in-school lunch program with 
a single-session day in the elemen- 
tary schools is urged to attend the 
June 9th meeting, to be held at 
the Vinson-Owen school at 7:30 
p.m.

"At the beginning of September 1732 several of 
the London newspapers carried an. advertisement 
that ‘the famous Signora Violante,’ who had just 
arrived with ‘an extraordinary fine company,’ 
would be presenting at the new theatre in the 
Haymarket, ‘the most surprising Performance 
that was ever shown in the English Theatre — 

To which is added the Beggar’s Opera after the 
Irish manner, which was performed 96 times in 
Dublin with great Applause. The part of Mac- 
heath by the celebrated Miss Woffington.' ” 
Madame Violante’s venture was not a success; very 
few of the "Quality” were in town at that time be- 
cause the season was much warmer an sunnier than 
usual, so they were still in the country or at the sea- 
side. Peg was sent back to Dublin with the rest of 
the company after two weeks. Madame Violante re- 
mained in London, so Peg had to make up her mind 
what she should do next, and was advised by Charles 
Coffey, a Dublin schoolmaster, to attend the Theatre 
Royai in Smock Alley as an apprentice, where she 
could be useful and learn her craft by watching 
others. In time, lessons were given her and she began 
to play small parts, then larger ones. She toured 
Ireland with the Dublin players, learning to cope with 
unsophisticated audiences as well as the jealousy of 
fellow-performers. She was able to give her mother 
ample support and to keep her younger sister in much 
greater comfort than she had herself experienced. 

Peg’s fame came from her ability to play "breeches 
parts” — that is, she appeared in men’s apparel and 
played young bucks like "Sir Harry Wildair” in Far- 
quhar’s "The Constant Couple.” There is a repro- 
duction of the Harvard Theatre Collection’s portrait 
of Peg Woffington as "Sir Harry Wildair” opposite 
page 54, and on the next page, one of David Garrick, 
with whom Peg acted so often at Drury Lane. 

The affaires, jealousies, and machinations of the 
players of this period make fascinating reading and 
give evidence oi' She fact that human nature seems 
to change very little over the years. 

Peg’s last appearance on the stage was on May 
17, 1757. She was taken ill during the performance 
and after that did not play again, but gradually 
wasted away. She died in March, 1760. 

Miss Dunbar has written a colorful, lively account 
of Peg Woffington's life and times. Sometimes the 
violent, vulgar, boisterous personalities of the 18th 
century seem to have more flesh and blood than does 
the contemporary theatre, with all its modern real- 
ism.

2. Carry n litter bag ir, the car 
— and use it. 

3. Pick up litter whenever and 
wherever it occurs, on the side- 
walk, along the curb or in the 
bushes. 

4. Pick up tin cans and bottles — 
clenn up broken glass and dispose 
of it safely so that it cannot cause 
injury or accident to the unwary. 
This is especially important 
around recreation and beach are- 
as. 

5. Check garbage pails and 
trash containers to make certain 
covers are secure so that the con- 
tents cannot be strewn by dogs, 
raccoons or other wandering wild 
life. 

6. Remove to disposal area any 
containers or old automobile tires 
which might retain moisture and 
act as a breeding spot for mos- 
quitoes and other insects. 

7. Check potential fire hhzards. 
This is the best time of year for 
attic, cellar or garage clean-ups. 

8. Finally, en route to the dump 
disposal area make certain trash 
is covered or secured so there is 
no littering in transit.

In the report Dr. Fiumara state- 
ed, “As a consequence of the 
marked reduction in measles, not 
only were children saved from 
having the disease with its dread- 
ed complications which include en- 
cephalitis, mental retardation and 
convulsive disorders, but the peo- 
ple of Massachusetts also realized 
a substantial dividend on their in- 
vestment.” 

Money Saved 

The report showed that in 1065 
the medical expense of measles pa- 
tients state-wide were $343,020.96 
as compared with 1968 expenses of 
$6,793.28. 

The doctor pointed out that 
these costs did not include any 
losses of income by parents or oth- 
er indirect costs and did not in- 
clude what it would cost the Com- 
monwealth to support and educate 
a child who became retarded from 
measles encephalitis. 

Dr. Fiumara’s report conclud- 
ed, “If we did not have the measles 
vaccine or an immunization pro- 
gram, the direct cost of caring 
for measles in Massachusetts from 
January 1, 1966, to December 31, 
1968, based on the anuual number 
of cases expected in the state 
(five-yeaT median) would have 
been in excess of $999,890.

Bay Lines 
Resume Boats 
To Nantasket 

The world famous “Nantasket 
Boats” began their daily service 
between Boston and Nantucket 
Beach on May 24th. 

The Nantasket Boats have been 
a tradition on the Boston water 
front for more than 100 years. 
Over the years, boats bearing such 
names ns Mayflower, Potomac and 
Chnuncey de Pew has ferried mil- 
lions of New Englanders from 
Rowes Wharf to the Hull Town 
Pier for a day at Nantasket Beach. 

Massachusetts Bay Lines oper 
ates the Nantasket boats. Proudly 
snapping in the sea-breeze from the 
mast behind the pilothouse of each 
vessel is the line’s ensign: a blue 
flag with the white letter “M.” All 
of the boats have been inspected 
and approved by the United States 
Const Guard. 

The two best known members of 
the Massachusetts Bay Lines fleet 
are the M/V New Boston and the 
M/V Nantascot. Both were built by 
Blount Marine at Warren, Rhode 
Island. Both, incidentally, were 
launched on May 24, 1964. 

The M/V New Boston was named 
after the city of Boston when she 
won the title of “All American 
City.” The M/v Nantascot carries 
the name of the Indian tribe that 
once inhabited the area of the town 
of Hull where Nantasket Beach is 
located. Each vessel is 65 feet long, 
displaces 77 tons, cruises at 11 
knots and can carry up to 250 pas- 
sengers. Each is manned by a high- 
ly qualified captain and experienced 

ew. 

The cruise to Nantasket is still 
very much a family affair. Parents 
bring the children for this sea- 
faring outing. The pasengers get 
to see giant naval warships berth- 
ed at the South Boston Navy Yard. 
They see merchant ships from all 
over the world unloading cargo at 
Castle Island with its still impos- 
ing Fort Independence. 

They sail under supersonic jets 
landing or taking off from Logan 
International Airport. They look 
back and see the new skyline of 
Boston. They can see that despite 
all the new skyscrapers, the spire 
of the Old North Church is still 
visible, as it was to Paul Revere. 

They sail past Deer Island Light- 
house, around the tip of Long Is- 
land, past Nixes Mate where the 
bodies of hanged pirates were ex- 
hibited as a warning to other sea- 
men, through the narrows gut se- 
parating Peddocks Island and the 
town of Hull, then up Hull Bay to 
Nantasket Beach. 

The Nantasket Boat is trans- 
formed into a private yacht as the 
passengers relax and enjoy the sun. 
the sea and the salt air in that 
special atmosphere and environ- 
ment created by Massachusetts Bay 
Lines.

Veterans Urged 
To Check Loans 
Before Moving 

Veterans who will be transfer- 
ring this summer to new jobs in 
new locations should get Teleases 
in writing from the Veterans Ad- 
ministration on their present G.I. 
home loans, the Boston VA has 
cautioned. 

The VA noted that private in- 
dustry, more and more, is follow- 
ing the long-standing practice of 
the military services and govern- 
ment agencies of transferring per- 
sonnel during the summer to avoid 
disrupting their children’s school- 
ing. 

In the excitement of moving and 
concentration on the new job it is 
easy to overlook the fact that even 
though a veteran sells his present 
home he is still liable for his G.I. 
loan unless the loan is paid in 
full or the VA releases him in 
writing from all future liability on 
the loan, VA said. 

VA also pointed out that the vet- 
eran who sells his home because 
of a transfer to a new location 
will be entitled to restoration of 
the VA home loan guaranty in or- 
der to purchase a home in his new 
community if his old G.I. loan is 
paid off. 

Veterans may obtain additional 
information on release from their 
loan liability and restoration of 
their loan entitlement from the VA 
Regional Office which originally 
processed the G.I. loan.

AAA Pedestrian 
Safety Citation 
Given Winchester 

The American Automobile As 
sociation has awarded the Town of 
Winchester a Pedestrian Safety 
Citation Award # for a record of 
four years with no pedestrian 
deaths. The town is one of 36 Mas- 
sachusetts communities to receive 
such national recognition. 

‘To date, 69 communities have 
adopted pedestrian safety regula- 
tions — a gain of only 11 during the 
past 12 months,” said Robert S. 
Kretschmar, General Manager of 
AAA’s Massachusetts Division. 

Mr. Kretschmar hopes that more 
cities and towns will now adopt 
the anti-javwalking rules to bring 
about an improvement in the 
state's record. 

This program was first started 
by Triple-A in 1937, and since that 
time pedestrian deaths have been 
cut in half while all other traffic 
fatalities have increased by one- 
third. 

The awards are made through a 
nationally prominent board of 
judges from reports submitted by 
states and communities all over the 
country.

Wellesley Club 
Hears Talk 
On Poetry 

Ottone Riccio, a poet, editor of 
“Pyramid” and publisher of Hellric 
Publications 'was the guest speaker 
at the spring meeting of the Win 
Chester Wellesley Club Wednes- 
day, May 28. 

Mrs. Daniel Lisberger of 8 Wor- 
then Road invited the club to con 
duct the meeting in her garden be 
side the pool. Mr. Riccio’s talk was 
entitled “Change in Poetry,” in 
which he introduced his audience to 
some very new experimental 
poetry. 

He suggested that much of what 
is considered new, was in fact in- 
troduced by poets as early as the 
end of the last century. Today the 
process and the medium are im- 
portant. 

Text, space, and the graphic arts 
are the dominant features, ns the 
visual aspect of the poem is gain- 
ing greater importance. 

As an example of some new 
graphic poetry, Mr. Riccio showed 
one of his own poems: LeanOVEr. 

He explained this poem of one 
word was meant to encompass 
many meanings. A slanted line 
above suggests a protective, shel- 
tering concept of motherhood. The 
capital letters L — OVE support this 
concept; and the capitalized OVE 
brings to mind the word ova again 
connected with maternity. 

In addition, Mr. Riccio described 
two other techniques, one using 
meaningless sounds as a vehicle to 
convey abstract feelings and as 
sociations, the other an attempt at 
clustering words in groups that 
may be read either vertically or 
horizontally and still come ti*ue

Rules 

The rules that govern play are 
similar to those used in tackle foot- 
ball except in regard to certain 
restrictions on body contact and 
first downs. First downs are given 
after a team has gained 20 yards 
from the original line of scrim- 
mage. 

The R.F.L. games are played in 
the early evening hours, usually at 
Manchester Field. Kick-offs are 
normally scheduled for 6:30. 

Games are played Monday thru 
Thursday evenings. However, teams 
are not ordinarily scheduled more 
than twice a week.

If a team plays well 
enough to qualify the issue should 
be determined on the athletic field 
rather than by some artificial ar 
rangement. 

Mike Asci twirled well for Stone- 
ham and, save for a triple by Bill 
Wolfe followed by a sacrifice fly- 
by losing pitcher Bruce Mullen, he 
was never really in trouble. Stone- 
ham tallied once in each of the 
first two frames and twice in the 
third to take a commanding lead 
Winchester led Watertown 1-0 
and then by 4-2 but three runs in 
the fourth put them behind and the 
home team went on to a 6-4 tri- 
umph. John Reardon was on the 
mound for the Sachems and did a 
creditable job but the weakness of 
his supporting cast in the field did 
not help his chances of victory. 

Then too. Lady Luck took a hand 
when Mike Gilberti smashed a long 
high fly to center field with two 
runners on the sacks. 

Don Kittle gave it a good try 
but fell and as he was sitting on 
the ground the ball fell right into 
his glove for the out rather than 
dropping a foot either way for 
two runs. 

Thus the season ground to an 
unhappy ending and Coach Bill 
Colella looks back on a season 
which was quite successful until 
the disastrous last two weeks. Bat- 
ting strength which loomed as an 
early flaw seemed to persist but 
might well have been neutralized 
had the boys been as effective with 
their gloves over the final stretches. 

The pitching was never too bad 
and in fact Bruce Mullen hurled 
several fine games and the other 
pitchers did quite w-ell only to 
have a ball booted or dropped at 
crucial moments.

At the May 27th school commit- 
tee meeting at the Parkhurst 
School, the In-school Lunch Pro- 
gram Committee submitted a re- 
port of its recent survey in other 
communities. 

Mrs. Richard McQuillin made the 
formal presentation for the parents’ 
group. 

Lunch program procedures and 
policies were studied in eight 
communities outside Winchester: 
Arlington, Burlington, Brookline, 
Lexington, Medford, Newton, 
Stoneham, and Woburn. 

The survey report included the 
following observations: 

1) All the school systems sur- 
veyed have a permanent school 
policy for the administration of a 
mandatory in-school lunch program 
at the elementary level as well as 
at the secondary level. (90*77- of the 
cities and towns in Massachusetts 
have single-session days with in- 
school lunch programs.) 

2) All of the eight communities 
have had a lunch program for the 
last five to 30 years. (Arlington 
and Medford have single-session 
day only during the winter 
months.) 

3) The length of the in-school 
lunch hour varies from 30 minutes 
to 60 minutes. 

4) the length of the elementary 
school day varies according to the 
length of the lunch time. 

5) Most of the lunch areas ob- 
served were rooms larger than 
classrooms, to implement super- 
vision and to expidite custodial 
procedures. 

6) Within each school system dif- 
ferent arrangements of staff and 
lunch time allow the best use of 
space in older school buildings. 
(Some schools have two or three 
periods.) 

7) Although six of the seven 
surveyed communities have hot 
lunches available even in schools 
without cafeterias, many children 
bring bag lunches from home. 

8) Lunch supervisory personnel 
used in the eight communities in- 
clude teachers, cafeteria workers, 
and clerical aides. 

Principals Meet 

On May 28th representatives of 
the In-School Lunch Program Com- 
mittee met at 1 p.m. in the Superin- 
tendent’s office with Dr. Klemer, 
Miss Martha Cunningham, principal 
of Lincoln School, Dr. Leonor 
Rich, principal of Washington 
School, and Mr. Richard Young, 
principal of Muraco School. 

The parents and principals dis- 
cussed the pros and cons of a pos- 
sible pilot in-school lunch program 
in the three schools this coming 
September. 

The parents emphasized their in- 
terest in the establishment of an 
in-school lunch policy for the entire 
community. The proposed pilot pro- 
gram, in their opinion, will enable 
the costs, the methods of super- 
vision, and the effects of a shorter 
school day to be tested on a small 
scale. 

Parents’ Poll 

A recent poll of parents in these 
three school areas revealed over- 
whelming interest in an in-school 
lunch program. 

The principals discussed the ef- 


fect of a possible lunch program on 
the academic program. Miss Cun- 
ningham and Dr. Rich stressed the 
current high percent of space utili- 
zation in their schools. 

Mr. Young stated that in his 
opinion the children benefited from 
the opportunity to return home for 
lunch time. 

The parents presented to the 
principals the results of their sur- 
vey of eight surrounding communi- 
ties. 

Members of the parents’ com- 
mittee have arranged visits by the 
principals to schools in Stoneham, 
Lexington, and Newton. 

Miss Cunningham will view the 
lunch program at the Munroe 
school in Lexington. Dr. Rich and 
Dr. Klemer will visit the schools in 
Stoneham and Newton.

Office. 

Mr. Lonergan was referring to 
medical expenses covered by Part 
B of Medicare which covers doc- 
bills and other medical ser-

vices. Under the medical insurance 
plan any expenses incurred in Oct- 
ober, November, or December 1967 
must be submitted on or before 
December 31, 1969. After that date 
payment cannot be made for ser- 
vices received in those months. 

Mr. Lonergan stated that the So- 
cial Security Administration be- 
ieves hundreds of medical insur- 
ance beneficiaries will lose out on 
payments to which they are legal- 
ly entitled because of the mistaken 
belief that they must have been 
hospitalized before payment for 
doctors’ services can be amde. 

Others are under the false im- 
pression that they must first pay 
their doctors’ bills and submit re- 
ceipted bills with their claims. And 
then there are those who just don’t 
know how to go about filing a 
claim.

Ten weeks from the date a Fed- 
eral income tax return calling for 
a refund is mailed, the taxpayer 
either has his check or a letter 
explaining why it is held up, Wil- 
liam E. Williams, district director 
of Internal Revenue for Massachu- 
setts, said today. 

For this reason, a taxpayer who 
has not heard about his refund 
should wait ten weeks before writ- 
ing IRS. By waiting this length of 
time, most taxpayers will find their 
inquiry unnecessary, Mr. Williams 
said. 

If it becomes necessary to write, 
the taxpayer should indicate where 
and when he filed his return and 
give his name, address and social 
security number, Mr. Williams 
said. 

Millions of tax returns are hand- 
led every filing season at the North 
Atlantic Service Center which ser- 
ves Massachusetts taxpayers. The 
volume of processing operations 
there makes it practically impos- 
sible for IRS to locate a particular 
return and to answer any question 
about it until processing is com- 
plete.

Families Here 
Move Infrequently 

What proportion of Winches- 
ter’s population consists of people 
who came from other parts of the 
country to make their homes in the 
local area? 

How many families have been 
living at the same address for more 
than five years? 

According to facts and figures 
released by the government, local 
residents are less transient than 
the majority of Americans. 

Details on the movement of pop- 
ulation, covering all sections of 
the nation, are based upon an an- 
alysis of data compiled by the De- 
partment of Commerce, the Mar- 
ket Research Bureau and others. 
The purpose was to get some idea 
of the extent of internal migration 
in the United States. 

The shifts and swings of popula- 
tion are such, it was found, that 
one fnmily out of every five in 
the country changes its home ad- 
dress each year. 

And, in a period of five years, 
ns the last census showed, close to 
half of the population moves. 

Winchester residents prove to be 
somewhat less mobile than most. 
About 36 percent of those over the 
age of five were found to be living 
at a new address after five years. 

This was lower than the five- 
year mobility rate in the United 
States as a whole, 47 percent. The 
rate throughout the New England 
States wns 41 percent. It was 40 
percent in the State of Massachu- 
setts. 

Of the total number who moved, 
6,335, some 4,226 merely changed 
to different homes within the local 
area. The other 2,109 were new- 
comers, who came from outside 
the county. 

No figures are given, however, 
to show how many local people 
moved away during the five years. 

Various factors load people to 
change residence, according to the 
findings. Some of them are eco- 
nomic. If their incomes go up they 
may want to live in better style, 
so they switch to swankier homes 
in more expensive areas. 

Frequently, a job offer or a busi- 
ness opportunity in a different lo- 
cality presents itself, and a move 
is in order. 

Or a change may be called for 
because of an increase or a de- 
crease in the size of a family.

Student Unrest Discussed 
At WCCA Sponsored Forum 


I lie opinions voiced at the recent "Student Unrest” forum sponsored by the Winchester Council for 
Community Action, were representative of the universal response i<> student rebellion, Vietnam and re- 
lated problems. 


The panel of three was chosen 
for its range oi; generations. 

As a spokesman for the “hard 
line,” Representative Harrison 
Chadwick defined his position as 
being on the side of the majority 
of students, whom he interpreted 
as desiring an uninterrupted edu- 
cation while at the same time 
realizing that "all is not well.” 

Further he pointed out the $200 
million spent by Massachusetts 
taxpayers on higher education, 
the number of qualified students 
that must be rejected from these 
institutions and the actual mili- 
tant and subversive intent of the 
well-organized Students for a De- 
mocratic Society (SDS). 

However, in the question and 
answer period which followed the 
punel discussion, the general 
opinion expressed showed sym- 
pathy with student ideas und the 
thoughts of the remaining two 
panelists. 


Sol Gittelman, head of the Ger- 
man Department at Tufts Uni- 
versity, placed himself in t,ie 
period of the Korean War veter- 
an. 

Touching upon the problem of 
indoctrination by the "mass me- 
dia,” Professor Gittelman sees the 
American student as still "ideal- 
istic, ” but being alienated by be- 
ing lumped together with violent 
students. 

Steve Wermil, a political sci- 
ence major at Tufts University, 
made it clear that he was n"t a 
radical militant, but understand- 
ing and sympathetic of student 
rebel causes. He described today s 
student as a dreamer, cynical but 
idealistic. 

Society Not Rational 

Because this is not a "rational” 
society — he has seen three ol his 
heroes shot out from under him — 
he can not rely upon a blanket ac- 


ceptance of a previous genera- 
tion’s code.

Marycliff Articles Approved 
At Special Town Meeting 

Purchase of Marycliff Academy for $775,000 was given unanimous approval Thursday at a special 
session of the Town Meeting. 

Original asking price for the nine-aml-a-quart er acre Academy and its three buildings was $850,000. 


The new price had l>een negotiated with Academy officials after discussion by the Board of Selectmen 
and the Marycliff Acquisition Study Committee. 


An additional $7,500 was appro- 
priated to purchase a sales agree- 
ment on the acquisition. Added to 
the $2,500 option price authorized 
at the March 13 Special Town 
Meeting which formed the Study 
Committee, the money will be ap- 
plied to the purchase price. 

Final action on the acquisition 
of the property is dependent upon 
permission from the State Legis- 
lature to borrow $1,060,000 on a 
10-year loan toward the cost of 
purchase and renovation. Cost of 
renovations is estimated at $325,- 
000 . 

A down payment of $40,000 plus 
the $7,500 sale agreement would 
come from current revenue, add- 
ing a cost of 25 cents to the 1969 
estimated tax rate of $44.50 per 
thousand. The $2,500 option price 
was previously included in the 
tax estimate.

School Lunch 
Pilot Program 
Recommended, 

Not Voted 

On Monday night at the Vinson- 
Owen School the In-School Lunch 
Committee presented to the School 
Committee the following state- 
ment and recommendation. 

"The objective of the In-School 
Lunch Committee is the establish- 
ment by the Winchester School 
Committee of a policy directing 
the implementation of an in-school 
lunch program in the Winchester 
elementary schools. 

"The In-School Lunch Commit- 
tee recommends that the School 
Committee initiate an in-school 
lunch program in the elementary 
schools in September, 1969. There- 
fore, the Committee recommends 
the initiation of a pilot program 
at the Lincoln, Muraco, and 
Washington schools beginning 
September, 1969, and continuing 
for one academic year.” 

Included in. the parents’ group 
report were the cost estimates for 
two possible lunch plans. Copies 
of the recommendation and cost 
estimates were distributed to 
members of the large audience at 
Vinson-Owen. Copies had been 
presented to th e School Commit- 
tee, the administration office and 
the administrative staff last Fri- 
day. 

Mrs. Richard McQuillin made 
the presentation to the School 
Committee. School Committeeman 
Richard Sehroeder in. response to 
the parents’ recommendation em- 
phasized the "tight” school bud- 
get, the result of the March, 1969 
Town Meeting reduction of the 
school budget. Mr. Sehroeder also 
stated he felt money should be 
spent on academic programs and 
that the schools were not respon- 
sible for solving all the social ills 
of the community. 


man of the Board of Selectmen, 
who presented the financial report 
on the acquisition, if the legisla- 
ture denies state aid for the pur- 
chase, 86 cents would be added to 
the tax rate next year. As the 
loan is paid off, this would decline 
to 79 cents in. 1979. 

Added Taxes 

If state aid is granted, how- 
ever, only 63 cents would be added 
to the tax rate next yesar, declin- 
ing to 36 cents in 1979. Present 
state law does not allow state aid 
toward the purchase of school 
land and existing buildings. 

Included in Article Two, there- 
fore, was a clause asking permis- 
sion to petition the legislature to 
grant state aid in this case. 

Town Meeting Member Michael 
Saraco proposed an amendment to 
Article Two asking that the $40,- 
000 down payment be taken from 
the excess and deficiency account. 

Commenting that he had been 
an active Town Meeting Member 
for 22 years, Mr. Saraco said this 
was the first time he had seen 
money appropriated after the An- 
nual Town Meeting. 

Mr. Saraco added that h e was 
objecting to the additional 25' 
cents on the tax rate because it 
would cause a hardship on elderly 
property owners living on a fixed 
income who had difficulty receiv- 
ing tax abatements.

Are We Progressing? 


An article in the June issue of Good Housekeeping 
magazine dealing with the drug situation in the 
neighboring town of Wakefield and the methods 
used by townspeople in dealing with it, remind us 
that the drug situation here should remain a present 
consideration. 

Presentations have been made in Winchester since 
initial concern with a drug problem was sparked 
last year. These programs, however, have not dealt 
closely with education of the adult mcml>crs of the 
community on the present status of the situation. 

The Wakefield article strikes close to home as it 
was a drug raid in Wakefield last month where two 
Winchester teenagers were arrested by State and 
Wakefield Police. At the same time a police report 
here recorded the arrest of a third Winchester teen- 
ager for sale anti possession of narcotics. 

Winchester's problems in this area are far from 
licked, yet the CONCERN committee, formed to 
deal with community drug education and action 
toward eradication of the problem, has been unable 
to publish a question and answer column it began 
early this year in the Star because no one has asked 
a question through its Post Office Box or its mem- 
bers. Avoiding the issue will not make it disappear. 

High School students have done their best this 
year to keep the problem in the open and to con- 
tinue student education on the problem. The Stu- 
dent Council, under thfc leadership of President James 
Mallon, a student member of the CONCERN com- 
mittee, should be commended for the student-run 
drug program implemented in the sophomore Eng- 
lish classes and in the Junior High Schools this year. 

Operating under the theory that peer group ad- 
vice and instruction in this area often, has more in- 
fluence than adult-supervised programs, the Student 


Council trained mcml>ers of its drug subcommittee to 
moderate classroom dialogue on the drug issue. I he 
forum was carried out without adults in the class- 
room. According to the student leaders, an open 
atmosphere was thus provided and they were able to 
disperse knowledgeable information on the effects of 
drugs and to answer questions from the younger 
students. 

At the eighth and 11th grade levels the Personal 
Ethics classes also devote a certain amount of class- 
room time to dialogue and information sessions on 
drugs. 

This succeeds in keeping drug education alive for 
some students while leaving others, and nearly the 
entire adult community, unaware of the present 
situation. 

In Wakefield, according to the article, school per- 
sonnel are working on a fifth and sixth grade drug 
education curriculum. School children as young as 
seven have been found using drugs in Wakefield, 
sometimes having been started on them by an older 
brother or sister. 

Wakefield School Superintendent Thayer Wade 
said in the article about the grade school children, 
"Enough others hear about drugs at the grade school 
level that we want them to get the information 
straight.” We, Too, should educate our elementary 
children. 

As long as there continue to be Winchester stu- 
dents arrested on narcotics charges it can he assumed 
others experiment and still others are regular users 
without being caught. 

A problem still exists, and until it is eradicated 
it should be kept in the forefront of everyone’s con- 
cern.

In addressing the WHS class of 1969 at its com- 
mencement exercises Sunday, Superintendent of 
Schools Donald A. Kleiner said. "I know that you 
are much more committed to solving some of these 
problems than was my high school graduating class— 
and you are perhaps less naive than we were about 
what can be done to solve them.” These students, 
outstanding and average, more educated and more 
sophisticated, hold indeed the hope that our nation 
may overcome its present problems. 

There’s is a terrific responsibility to use their added 
knowledge and their sophistication toward improve- 
ment of our society by constructive, rather than 
destructive and violent methods.

Guidelines 
Offered For 
Fire Safety 

School doors will close for the 
summer and families become in- 
volved in warm-weather activities 
which may include fire hazards un- 
less proper precautions are taken. 
These timely pointers are offered 
for keeping the danger of fire at 
a minimum in some typical sum- 
mertime situations. 

When open fires are used handle 
matches carefully and keep them 
out of the reach of small children. 
If you use kerosene or similar com- 
mercial fire starters, apply the 
liquid sparingly, BEFORE the fire 
is first lighted. Never use gasoline, 
paint thinner or similar flammable 
liquids to start a fire, and NEVER 
add any liquid starter to freshen 
a fire once it has been lighted. 

If caught outdoors by a thunder- 
and-lightning storm seek shelter 
at once in a good-sized building, 
a car, a cave, a deep valley or a 
dense woods. Avoid isolated trees, 
metal buildings, wire fences, hill- 
tops and wide-open spaces. If you 
are boating, head for shore and 
shelter; if you are swimming, 
leave the water at once. 

Concerning vacation living quar- 
ters follow the same procedures 
you should have for escape plan- 
ning from your year-round home. 
This means going over the vaca- 
tion cottage for possible fire haz- 
ards, following the checklist in 
Sparky’s Inspector’s Handbook as 
a guide and cleaning up any haz- 
ards found. 

Then plan at least two escape 
routes from each room, especially 
the bed rooms, and decide upon 
an outside 'assembly point where 
everyone should meet in case of 
fire. Remind the whole family of 
another of Sparky’s rules: “Once 
Out, Stay Out!” 

Also, make sure everyone knows 
the fastest way to summon the 
Fire Department serving your 
vacation area, especially since there 
may not be the corner alarm boxes 
and plentiful telephones found 
around home. 

Do not start fueling motor boats 
until you are certain there are no 
open flames nearby and no one is 
smoking. Wipe up any spilled fuel 
at once. Air the engine compart- 
ment to get rid of gasoline vapors 
before starting the motor. Never 
use stoves or portable heaters 
fueled by gasoline on shipboard, 
and be sure there is an approved 
fire extinguisher in good working 
order at all times. 

Summer clothing, usually of 
lightweight material and loose- 
fitting design, can be an invita- 
tion to fire, particularly where 
there are open flames for barbe- 
cues, burning rubbish, etc. Don’t 
let little girls wear frilly, full 
skirted garments around an open 
fire. For girls and boys alike, safe 
play clothes are made of denim or 
other sturdy fabric cut to fit dose 
to the body. 

However, if clothing does catch 
fire, never let the victim run, this 
only fans the flames. Instead, roll 
him in a heavy coat or blanket or, 
if no covering is available, smoth- 
er the flames by rolling the per- 
son on the ground. (Reprinted from

BOOK REVIEW

MYSTERIOUS PEOPLE 


by* Daniel Cohen 

This will attract Immediate attention. The title 
has a romantic sound and the shiny black book jacket 
is illustrated with a fragment of mosaic in the form 
of a pair of appropriately mysterious eyes. Mr. Cohen 
has picked places which have ensnared people’s 
imaginations for centuries such as Atlantis and 
Stonehenge and the Easter Islands and has written 
about the legends attached to them and investigations 
into their history. 

Atlantis is, of course, one of the most picturesque 
of these regions and probably the best known and 
most written about. The story, as everyone knows, 
goes hack to Plato who wrote of the enormous island 
west of the* Pillars of Hercules. It was inhabited 
by a fair and noble race, and Plato recounts their 
customs and their government. He describes the city 
of Atlantis on the island continent — a circular 
city surrounded by canals. Nine thousand years ago, 
he says, Atlantis was destroyod by some great cata- 
clysm and the Atlanteuns who escaped sailed east and 
wefct to find civilizations in Europe and Africa and in 
the Americas. 

This is certainly an intriguing story and nobody 
knows for sure whether Plato invented the whole 
thing or whether it had some basis in history. Ever 
since that time people have been trying to find the 
lost continent. The latest and one of the best authenti- 
cated locations is the discovery in 19(57 of the Minoan 
city of Thera buried intact in ancient volcanic ash. 
The date and the location do not agree with Plato’s 
story but they have been very plausibly explained. 
This seems so far to be a more reasonable accounting 
of the old mystery than many. 

Another place, not so well known today, but eager- 
ly romanticized and puzzled over throughout the 
Middle Ages, and almost up to the last century, was 
the kingdom of Prester John. There was a belief that 
just beyond the reaches of the then explored ter- 
ritory, lay a vast and magnificent Christian realm 
ruled by a powerful priest-king, Prester John, or as 
we would say, Priest John. It was thought to be 
somewhere within the unknown continent of Asia 
and was sought for by early travellers including 
Marco Polo. The faith in this wonderful kingdom 
persisted in the face of all kinds of proof to the 
contrary partly because it gave hope to the masses 
all through the Dark Ages. Even though their lot was 
miserable, somewhere there existed a powerful reli- 
gious leader who could come in all his might and 
save them. Daniel Cohen has searched out all the 
bases for this belief and finds only various shadowy 
traditions of Christian rulers in the unknown East, 
but no evidence of any of the splendor or nobility 
that the legend called for. 

The author’s research into the Middle American 
kingdom of the Olmecs is particularly interesting in 
the light of todays news. Thor Heyerdahl even now 
is attempting to cross the Atlantic in a reed boat 
constructed like those used by Ancient Egyptians to 
prove that explorers could have come from that 
country several thousand years ago and settled what 
is now Central America. That would help to explain 
the existence of ancient pyramids in both countries. 
It is true that there are evidences of probable con- 
tact with many parts of the Old World but no direct 
indication that Mexican Indian civilizations were 
founded by anyone but the Olmecs themselves. 

There is a widely held belief, even today, that any 
advanced civilization must necessarily have been 
originated by the white race. This work disproves 
that convenient theory. It also gives the reader in 
an entertaining and chatty way the latest finds in 
the archeological field on many intriguing mysteries.

Achievements 

Among the achievements of the 
company in the field include pa- 
tents for thp economic production 
of Thulium-171, an extremely low 
dose rate isotope applicable to im- 
plantable power systems; research 
models of cardiac assist devices; 
research models of implantable 
power systems; and animal re- 
search experiments examining 
computability of proposed com- 
ponents with body tissues. 

The present program aims to- 
ward an integrated heart program 
covering all aspects of cardiac ar- 
rest and/or replacement devices. 

Human application of a nuclear 
powered assist device is anticipat- 
ed in three years, according to Mr. 
Harvey. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, a specialist in 
radiation safety and health phy- 
sics, is the author of the book, 
‘Mathematical Theory of Radi- 
ation Dosimetry.” 

Research 

Work on low radiation dose iso- 
topes in the early 1960’s led Mr. 
Fitzgerald to the conclusion, that 
a totally implantable nuclear 
power system for an artificial 
heart was feasible, and he was the 
first to propose such a concept. 

Born in Boston, Mr. Fitzgerald, 
50, received his bachelor of sci- 
ence degree from Boston College 
in 1949 and his master’s degree 
there in 1950. 

Supervisor of the Knolls Atomic 
Power Laboratory and associated 
with the General Electric Com- 
pany, Schenectady. New York, 
from 1951 to 1958, Mr. Fitzgerald 
was an assistant professor of 
physics at Harvard from 1958 to 
1961. 

He became president of the 
Cambridge Nuclear Corporation 
in 1961 and president of the San- 
ders Nuclear Corporation in 1966. 

Mr. Fitzgerald was a Univer- 
sity of Rochester Fellow in 1951. 
He is a member of the American 
Nuclear Society; the Health Phy- 
sics Association, of which he was 
the first president of the New 
England Chapter from 1959 to 
1962; the American Industrial 
Hygiene Association; the Atomic 
Industrial Forum; the Royal So- 
ciety of Health; and the U.S. Na- 
vy League. 

Married to former Claire E. 
Whelan, Mr. Fitzgerald is the 
father of six children, Claire, 
Joseph, Joanne, Edward, Francis 
and Kevin. 

The Fitzgeralds have made 
their home in Winchester since 
1960.

Paul Del Rossi, elected to the 
School Committee in March, 1969, 
stated ho had not had time to re- 
view the information of costs, the 
methods of possible implementa- 
tion, and had not sufficient infor- 
mation from the principals and 
administration to enable him to 
vote on the recommendation of es- 
tablishing an in-school lunch po- 
licy. 

Mrs. McQuillin asked that the 
School Committee announce its 
decision on the parents’ recom- 
mendation at the next School Com- 
mittee meeting scheduled for June 
23. 

Dr. Kleiner, superintendent of 
schools, recommended that the 
subject of in-school lunches in ele- 
mentary schools be placed on the 
agenda of the first summer meet- 
ing of the School Committee. 

No summer meeting schedule 
has been established as yet.

Opposition 

As a voice of the opposition 
Arthur J. Hewis condemned the 
30-30 ratio of inner-city to Win- 
chester children participating in 
the afternoon program as “un- 
fair.” 

Relating the Lesley School pro- 
gram to that of METCO,- Mr. 
Ilewis hoped that ideas would not 
be changed because of its sanction 
and support by the Ecumenical 
Council. 

Among others speaking out at 
the meeting was Mrs. Mary Pron- 
ski who called it an “. . .incredible 
situation that the Superintendent 
of Schools didn’t notify' the citi- 
zens of this Town that their chil- 
dren were going to participate in 
an integrated program in the sum- 
mer school.” 

But Frederick Murray, who will 
be the new director of the sum- 
mer school, said that such pro- 
grams will allow a student to 
answer for himself ambiguous 
cultural questions. 

This was an echo of the earlier 
statement of the Reverend Waters 
who appealed to the merit of ex- 
perience, 'involvement,” and “hu- 
man relations.”

After citing explicitly seven ma- 
jor points causing student discon- 
tent. Mr. Wermil said that he fol- 
lowed the path to violence result- 
ing when heads are batted against 
the walls of peaceful procedures 
through “channels.” 

While Representative Chadwick 
placed major blame upon the uni- 
versity faculties which are in the 
process of being infiltrated by 
SDS. Professor Gittelman and 
Mr. Wermil alluded to the dis- 
tortion of the mass media. 

During the question and answer 
period Representative Chadwick 
had the opportunity to refute stu- 
dent sympathizers with an appeal 
to the legislative process, that we 
must “do our part in our time.” 
A 17-year-old felt that given a 
choice of the three, he would 
choose the legislator’s. However, 
Professor Gittelman pointed to 
the youth’s feelings of the Rus- 
sians as our archetypal enemies 
as further evidence of the propa- 
gandism of the news media. 

The evening ended with opinions 
still being bandied spiritedly and 
amicably among those attending 
the forum.

Emphasized in the School Com- 
mittee recommendation was the 
space at MaryclifT to house the 
school administration and the cost 
of adding temporary classrooms 
and building additions to present 
schools to meet classroom needs if 
MaryclitT was not purchased. 

Extension 

A July 15 extension on the op- 
tion for MaryclifT has been, re- 
ceived to allow for a return on 
legislative action. The original 
90-day option taken to allow stu- 
dy of the acquisition will expiro 
on June 18. 

Stephen Parkhurst spoke for 
the MaryclitT Committee on the 
plans for renovating the Academy 
for use as an elementary school. In 
his remarks he summarized the 
reasons for acquiring the school. 

Among the reasons cited by the 
MaryclifT Committee for favorable 
Town Meeting action on the arti- 
cles were that a legitimate need 
exists for a new school district 
of 350 pupils; that cost estimates, 
including acquisition and renova- 
tion, compare favorably with pro- 
jected expenditures for new school 
construction; that acquisition will 
give the Town flexibility in the re- 
defining of school districts, cou- 
pled with the use of McCall Juni- 
or High School as an interim ele- 
mentary school, and will delay the 
need to expand other schools; and 
that direct savings are realized 
in portable classroom space and 
rental cost for housing the ad- 
ministration. 

Incinerator 

Following a report and slide 
presentation by Mr. Amico, the 
Town Meeting voted to allocate 
$10,860 in further monies for re- 
pair of the incinerator. 

With the bids for construction 
work in., total cost of the inciner- 
ator repairs came to $96,920 not 
leaving enough in the originnl 
$101,140 allotment for any con- 
tingencies. 

Scheduled date for completion 
of the repairs is September 1. 

In other action, the Town Meet- 
ing voted to indemnify three em- 
ployees for accidents in Town- 
owned vehicles. The three articles 
called for $900.62, $182.89 and 
$139.10 respectively.

Senator John M. Quinlan of Nor- 
wood, prospective candidate for 
lieutenant governor, was the guest 
speaker at the Winchester Repub- 
lican Town Committee meeting on 
Wednesday evening. 

Mrs. Robert Reynolds, who is 
serving her 10th year as the Com- 
mittee’s finance chairman, opened 
her home for the meeting.

AMENDMENT TO GENERAL BY-LAWS 


TOWN OF WINCHESTER, MASSACHUSETTS 


Adopted at Special Representative Town Meeting 
on February 13, 1969 


VOTED, That the town hereby amend the General By-Laws 
of the Town as follows: 


ARTICLE 3 


VOTED, That section 10C of Article III of the General By- 
Laws of the Town be amended by striking out the words “on or 
within fourteen days prior to State or Town Election days” in 
paragraph one thereof and said section be and hereby is further 
amended by striking out the last paragraph in said section, so that 
as amended section 10C reads as follows: 


“No person while standing or passing on any public way with- 
in the Town shall display or carry for display any show card, 
placard, Bign, or advertising device, or distribute to persons in or 
upon any such way any handbills, cards, circulars, or any form of 
advertising or printed matter other than newspapers, except that 
political handbills, cards and , circulars in compliance with the 
statutory provisions relating thereto may be distributed provided, 
however, that if any person shall make aplication for a permit so 
to display, carry for display or distribute, and the Chief of Police 
shall find that the applicant is of good character, that the matter 
to be displayed or distributed and the conditions under which the 
display or distribution is to be made will not constitute a source 
of danger, interfere with travel or be offensive or injurious to the 
community, he shall issue a permit therefore notwithstanding the 
foregoing provisions. Said permit shall specify the time or times 
when, the place or places where, and the conditions under which 
it is to be exercised, and it may be revoked by the Chief of Police 
at any time for cause.”

11 reads as follows: 


“No person shall go from place to place within the town soliciting 
alms, contributions, or donations for himself or for any person, 
cause, or organization, or distributing, or for the purpose of dis- 
tributing, handbills, cards, circulars, or any form of advertising 
or printed matter except as provided in said section 10c. This sec- 
tion shall not upply, however, to the distribution of newspapers 
as defined in section 10c or to the distribution of political hand- 
bills, cards, and circulars which comply with the statutory pro- 
visions relating thereto nor shall it apply to the solicitation of con- 
tributions in any regular campaign or canvass duly authorized 
by and in behalf of any duly organized religious society having 
a place of worship within the town or by any organization duly 
established and operated exclusively for charitable, benevolent, 
scientific, literary, 01 educational purposes and regularly con- 
ducting its activities within the town, no part of the income of 
which or funds solicited by or for it inures to the benefit of any 
private shareholder, member or individual.”

Dr. Howard Ulfelder of 15 Shef- 
field Road is chairman of the Mas- 
sachusetts General Hospital com- 
mittee planning a $9 million Radia- 
tion Therapy and Cancer Center. 

Outspoken about the benefits of 
such enneer hospitals, he sees that 
by placing all of the patient-care 
cancer facilities together, a more 
modern and effective treatment 
can be effected. 

Doctor Ulfelder said that a 
higher percentage of cancer pati- 
ents benefit from treatment than 
patients with most other major 
diseases. One of four patients en- 
tering the Hospital with cancer 
is cured. Radiation therapy (X-ray 
therapy) is especially useful in re- 
ducing pain. 

One of every three persons liv- 
ing in Massachusetts who has 
radiotherapy is now treated at 
MGH. with one in 10 of all their 
radiotherapy patients coming from 
other New England states.

After due figuring, you can see 
that three can be made in any 
suit, in clubs, diamonds or spader 
I by North-South or in hearts by 
| East-West. So three spades is the 
I optimum plus score for North-South 
jto bid and three hearts for East- 
West. But so sharp was the com- 
J petition that not one pair was al- 
I lowed to play a three bid. East 
| West carried on to four hearts, pre- 
| forring the one-trick set to letting 
North-South make a three bid. 

And now comes the moment of 
truth for North-South. With divid 
ed points, you really can’t be sure 
of doubling four hearts. Do you 
just pass and hope to set East 
West or carry on in one of your 
(suits? Not easy. 

Well, in actual play Wednesday 
it was about half and half. The 
plus scores for North-South were 
mostly for setting four hearts. 
(One North-South made four 
spades, probably through a second 
heart lead by East- West allowing 
ruff and a sluff.) On the other 
hand, the North-Souths who bravely 
bid four clubs, four spades or five 
diamonds fared poorly indeed over 
in the minus column. One four 
hearts also made by a hold-up of 
the club Ace, I would assume. 
Otherwise everyone was pushing 
out of a makable bidding range. 

Moral: It’s infinitely easier to 
win when you are dealt the big 
hands instead of these balance-of 
power ones.

The total cost of lunch super- 
vision in the elementary schools 
is $8100. The six teachers are 
paid an additional stipend of $700 
per school year for lunch super- 
vision. The six nbn-academic 
supervisors are paid at an equi- 
valent rate of $4 per hour. 

The average supervision ratio 
is one supervisor or teacher per 
25.6 children. 
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Originally, the 1200-pupil co- 
educational regional school was 
scheduled to open next September, 
but the opening was postponed to 
January when fall work schedules 
lagged, complicated by severe 
winter weather conditions. 

The $5.9 million regional fa- 
cility under construction on a 60- 
acre site off Farm Road, Wake- 
field, will serve Malden, Melrose, 
Revere, Chelsea, Stoncham, Sau- 
gus, Reading, North Reading, Wo- 
burn, Wakefield, Winthrop and 
Winchester. 

District Committee Chairman 
George E. Lodgen said that the 
new delay caused by the carpen- 
ters’ strike “answered the ques- 
tion of the superintendents.” He 
referred to a letter received last 
month signed by all 12 superin- 
tendents of the participating com- 
munities, seeking to have the 
opening date of the school changed 
from January to September, 1970. 

Although all of the superin- 
tendents had been invited to the 
District Committee’s June 12 
meeting to discuss the communica- 
tion, only on e attended, Paul H. 
Phaneuf of Malden. He explained

contractor. However, when the 
architect presented the latest re- 
quisitions from the contractor, 
representing the dollar-value of 
the work completed in the last 
month, Mr. Lodgen noted that 
Frasca was again below work 
schedules set by the contractor 
himself. The chairman asserted 
that since the contractor started 
the job with a 20-month schedule 
for completion, “he has never met 
his monthly work quotas.” 

It was also announced at the 
meeting that the appointment of 
the regional school director, Doug- 
las J. Tilley of Delaware, had been 
approved by the State Department 
of Education. 

Mr. Tilley is expected to begin 
his new duties on July 1, and a 
sub-committee was authorized to 
obtain temporary office space for 
the director until administrative 
offices become available in the 
partially completed school. 

Another immediate problem 
caused by the delayed opening of 
the school is the delivery of equip- 
ment ordered from bidders over 
the past year when a 1969 open- 
ing was anticipated. Representa- 
tives of Educational Consultants 
Council, Inc., Braintree, handling 
equipment bids for the school, in- 
dicated that suppliers were seek- 
ing information concerning the 
storage of equipment ready for 
shipment to the school. 

One piece of equipment, accord- 
ing to consultants, is en route 
from Chicago, and another had al- 
ready arrived at the school site. 
Delivery schedules based on the 
originally planned opening date 
would bring equipment into the 
school at a stepped-up pace from 
now to the fall. 

District Treasurer Anthony 
C. Moschella W’as instructed by the 
Committee to begin immediately 
investigating possibilities for 
warehousing the equipment, as in 
some instances delayed delivery 
would pile up storage charges or 
cuuse orders to be cancelled and 
resubmitted at a later date at pre- 
vailing prices, probably higher 
than the original bid. 

In awarding further contracts 
for equipment, the Committee ad- 
vised the consultants, a new sche- 
dule of deliveries would have to be 
established to provide for the de- 
layed opening. 

The consultants reported to the 
Board that to date nearly $1,100,- 
000 in equipment contracts had 
been awarded, and the bidding 
had been such that the cost esti- 
mates for the equipment hud been 
exceeded by less than $1,000 al- 
though prices have been fluctuat- 
ing since the long process of bid- 
ding began lust summer.

The Reverend John J. Sheehan, 
pastor of St. Joseph’s Church, 
Amesbury, formerly of the Im- 
maculate Conception Parish in 
Winchester and founder of the Im- 
maculate Conception Drum and 
Bugle Corps, was elected National 
Chaplain of the Veterans of For- 
eign Wars of the United States. 

His election and installation took 
place at the final meeting of the 
V.F.W.’s 69th Annual National 
Convention held August 16-23 in 
Detroit, Michigan. 

On Friday, June 13 the Depart- 
ment of Massachusetts V.F.W. of 
the United States and its Ladies 
Auxiliary sponsored a testimonial 
dinner in his honor with guest 
speaker Brigadier General James 
Hittle, assistant secretary of the 
Navy. 

The National Chaplain was bom 
August 23, 1908 in Cambridge, and 
graduated from St. John’s Gram- 
mar School, North Cambridge;

Some of the latest types of this 
obscene mail being received is now 
endorsed with “Notice to Address- 
ee.” on the front of the envelope and 
tells the addressee if they do not 
want to accept the piece of mail to 
not open it and mark it “Refused” 
and return it to the postman or the 
Post Office. 

Any mail bearing this endorse- 
ment should not be opened, and it 
should be marked “refused” and 
returned to the Post Office for re- 
turn to the sender. 

Once a person opens this type of 
mail, he has accepted it.

Anti-Litter Problem 


Ami-lit ter week, sponsored by the Winchester Gar- 
den Club has ended and the Star joins with the 
Club in the hope that it will be the beginning of a 
365 day a year campaign against litter here. 

Although the anti-litter week served its purpose 
in many ways, a great deal remains to be done and 
the Club is formulating plans for continuing efforts 
in this area. Stressed is the need for an educational 
approach against litter commencing at the grade 
school level. No child is too young to be taught that 
a carclesslv discarded candy wrapper is where a Litter 
problem costing our town thousands of dollars an- 
nually begins. 

During this vacation it is hoped that parents will 
take the litter problem seriously and make an ad- 
ditional effort to teadi their children good habits 
by setting good examples themselves. The backyard 
barbecue and seashore picnic are good places to be- 
gin. and parents who take the time to find waste 


containers for picnic remains will teach children to 
follow their clean up habit. The litter problem must 
be met before it starts with the children. An in- 
formed and cooperative public is the greatest asset 
toward the maintenance of any town. 

The Town By-Laws prohibit the disposal of refuse 
on any street or Itody of water in the Town. Judging 
bv the debris pulled from Smith Pond by the Girl 
Scouts last week, however, the law is being ignored 
and should be enforced. 

Clean-up of litter in the Center of Town alone 
costs thousands of tax dollars which could well go 
toward education, public housing or other areas for 
the public welfare. 

. We hope that the hours spent in clean up of Win- 
chester last week will not be in vain and that the 
residents will continue the work begun by the Garden 
Club. 


School’s Out! 


For Winchester students this will be the week of 
"No more pencils. No more books” as schools here 
close with the elementary students on half-days to- 
morrow and Monday and dismissed for the sum- 
mer on Tuesday morning. The High School and 
Junior High School students will follow individually 
when exams end. 

Summer days will stretch endlessly and the Town 
Recreation Department offers many programs this 
summer which we feel will be worthwhile. For the 
elementary school students the playground program 
will open Monday, June 30 at Ginn Field, West 
Side Field, McDonald Field and Leonard Field. 
Staffed by experienced school teachers and college 
students, the playgrounds offer many of the same 
programs found at day camps. The program includes 
arts and crafts, music, drama, volleyball, baseball, 
croquet, badminton, dancing stunts, day-trips and 
a variety of special activities. 

For boys of Little League age, there is an inter- 
playground baseball league and older boys have a 
choice between basketball and football during the 
evening. Tennis is offered for every age with lessons 
for children during the day and supervision on the 
courts for adults at night. 

The adults have their choice of programs also, 
with two summer theatre productions, football and 
softball leagues, tennis and Wednesday night band 
concerts. 

For children using bicycles as transportation this 
summer we remind them to follow the rules of bi- 
cycle safety and manners. 


Safety calls for riding bicycles with the traffic in 
the street and riding single file in the streets. Good 
manners call for dismounting and walking near pe- 
destrians. State laws on bicycle safety state that oper- 
ators of bicycles shall conform to all traffic rules and 
regulations; that no operator shall permit more than 
one person on the bicycle; that every bicycle operat- 
ed at night shall have a white light on the front of 
the bicycle and a red reflector in the rear; and that 
bicycles must be registered. 

The Winchester laws prohibit any person from 
operating a bicycle on the sidewalk. 

Also, according to Safety Officer Roland Roy. mini- 
bikes (motorized bicycles) now are outlawed on the 
streets of the Commonwealth. 

We urge motorists to be particularly careful to 
watch for children now that school is out. Motor 
Vehicles Registrar Richard E. McLaughlin has is- 
sued a warning stating; 

“You are the adult and the driver of a potentially 
dangerous weapon. The responsibility to protect 
pedestrians is yours. Slow down in play areas— take a 
second look for that youngster about to dash into 
the roadway— then proceed cautiously. The close of 
school also presents a challenge to parents to do 
everything possible to keep their children from being 
hurt by automobiles.” 

We add our warning to his and urge that parents 
keep close watch over their children this summer. 

Keep Winchester a safe and happy place for chil- 
dren this summer! 


Editorial Comments 


Chief Joseph J. Derro has again warned that ob- 
scene materials are being mailed to residents. Ma- 
terials recently came from a California firm; this time 
the return address is Fifth Avenue, New York City. 
The envelope bears the word "personal” and a no- 
tice to the addressee that it contains an unsolicited 
offer for adult merchandise. In cooperation with the 
Chief, we urge residents to return the envelope, un- 
opened, to the Post Office and to request a form from 
the State Attorney General's Office providing for 
stoppage of delivery of this type of mail to your 
home. 


With the bids out this week on the High School, 
the long-awaited building project seems a reality. 
Hopefully completion date is the fall of 1971, and 
we wish the Secondary School Building Sub-Commit- 
tee and the School Committee smooth sailing in the 
completion of the project. Among the innovations 
planned for the new high school is the “campus 
plan” which allows students flexibility in scheduling. 
The student council has discussed this plan with 
the administration and we hope it is implemented in 
the new school.

Citing the by-laws book which 
was printed in 1963, he noted 
that 11 changes have been made 
since then. There is question of 
the wording, relevance and even 
the constitutionality of some of 
these laws. 

By-Law Revision 

He would like to see their com- 
pilation with cross-referencing 
under jurisdictional body and 
subject and then have the book 
placed in a central file. Current- 
ly the laws are housed with each 
separate committee to which they 
pertain. The "overlap of authori- 
ty” among the Town of Winches- 
ter. City of Boston and state 
jurisdictions was also pointed out 
as a matter needing clarification. 

With Mr. Freeman’s remarks as 
preface Representative Chadwick 
presented the Kennedy Center 
letter and mentioned the com- 
puter as a valuable means of 
storing the by-laws. "The codify- 
ing of by-laws is something I 
very heartily support,” he said. 

Moving to another topic under 
the consideration of the Town 
Government Study Committee, 
that of the Town Meeting, their 
speaker predicted that in the next 
redistricting a seventh precinct 
would have to be created in the 
West Hill section. 

The nationwide trend is for a 
decrease in the size of legislative 
bodies and he would not like to 
see an increase in the number of 
Town Meeting members. The ad- 
dition of another precinct would 
mean 33 new members added to 
the already unwieldy number of 
198, therefore a drop in the num- 
ber of members from each pre- 
cinct would be advisable. 

Town Meetings 

He continued with the sugges- 
tion of more frequent, continuous 
Town Meetings and special meet- 
ings as needed to maintain the 
relevance of topics in discussion. 
He would encourage shorter ses- 
sions in the Spring and try to 
limit those in the Fall to a Mon- 
day, Thursday, Monday, Thurs- 
day schedule, with finishing work 
accomplished on that Saturday. 
This would eliminate the usual 
four or five weeks which tie up a 
businessman’s time and have been 
the reason for the loss of several 
“good men.” 

Chairman Hicks noted here that 
Saturday was a working day for 
many men of the community and 
that one duty of the Committee 
might be to take a poll of the 
time at which the townspeople 
are generally available. He also 
said that the previous suggestions 
were matters of education, rather 
than structural change. 

Next Mr. Chadwick brought up 
the discouraging practice among 
some committees to submit their 
reports too late to be of value at 
a Town Meeting and said that a 
restriction should be made that 
reports be submitted 30 days be- 
fore such Meetings. Also the 
Town Clerk should in actuality 
have on file all of these reports, 
not just theoretically. 

Membership 

He questioned whether some of 
the chairmen and committee 
members should be automatically 
members of the Town Meeting. 
This is with the exception of the 
Finance Committee which he felt 
earned such distinction. It was 
noted that the Town Counsel and 
Finance Committee were the only 
appointed people to have votes in 
the legislative body. 

The next general topic was the 
proposed Department of Public 
Works. His thought was to com- 
pose the body of one member 
from the Selectmen, the Water 
and Sewer Board, the Recreation 
Commission, the Park Commis- 
sion and the Cemetery Commis- 
sion. 

A twist to this method would 
be to elect the Department of 
Public Works and then place one 
qualified member to be chairman 
of each of these areas. One ob- 
servation to these suggestions 
was that this would create the 
autonomy and centralization de- 
sired. 

The problem with selling such 
an unprecedented board to the 
townspeople, the Representative 
noted, was not so much one of 
money, but of the fear of loss of 
"good people” already working 
on the various committees and of 
the increase of administration,' 
and the accompanying fear of in- 
creased power. 

Park Commission 

He would also abolish the Park 
Commission, which the Town has 
“outgrown,” pqtting such servic- 
ing under this new department 
and would have the Recreation 
Committee elected, not appointed 
Commending the work of the 
Water and Sewer Board. Mr 
Chadwick noted that basically 
Hheir job was done now, except 
for maintenance, and it was u 
general feeling on the Committee 
that they should no longer be al- 
lowed to inuke their own p Ur I 
chases. 

The entire discussion then 
came back to what the Commit- 
tee has been observing u t t | 1(1 j ast 
two meetings, that it will take 
a full yeur of practical political 
action and persuasion to convince 
townspeople to depart from tradi- 
tional ways. 

Their speaker then cited an an- 
alogy to the roll cull machine aied 


in the Massachusetts State Legis- 
lature for which he had to cam- 
paign for six years. Now if it is 
inoperative, the Legislature moves 
to adjourn until it is repaired. 

Major Problems 

The Committee listed the major 
problems into which the commit- 
tee hopes to do research. The first 
six arose from discussions with 
the Selectmen, the next seven 
from the Winchester Council for 
Community Action and the re- 
maining are from various sources.

The co-operation of the Boston 
and Maine Railroad as well as 
help from the commuters is re- 
quired at both stations, she said. 

In the shopping areas there are 
still alleys with weeds and debris, 
especially at the rear of some of 
the stores, the Garden Club re- 
ports. 

Shoppers are reminded to help 
the storekeepers who clean the 
sidewalks and curbs daily by 
throwing their litter in the con- 
tainers provided. 

Cost 

It costs $8,000 annually to clean 
the Center alone and considerably 
more to clean the entire Town, 
the Garden Club reminds. 

The work of the Boy Scouts and 
the Girl Scouts, under the di- 
rection of their leaders, in clean- 
ing the areas around Wedge Pond 
and Smith Pond, was an outstand- 
ing contribution to the Anti-Lit- 
ter Campaign, according to the 
Garden Club. 

Mr. and Mrs. Stephen Moore 
organized these groups conducted 
by the Aberjona Neighborhood 
Service Project. The Smith Pond 
area is part of the Winchester 
Conservation- Commission and will 
be used for nature walks by the 
Vinson-Owen summer school stu- 
dents. 

The Anti-Litter Committee of 
the Garden Club has recommended 
that more freshly painted litter 
containers be placed around the 
Town to encourage residents to 
keep Winchester clean.

A SUMMER POTPOURRI 

Gore Vidal’s " Reflections Upon a Sinking Ship ” is 
not for everyone. Yet there is something so astrin- 
gent in- him that he is enlivening to read. 

Is it really the way he says it is? ("Unless dras- 
tic reforms are made, we must accept the fact that 
every four years the United States will be up for 
sale, and the richest man or family will buy it.”) 

He calls us "electronic villagers” tuned in to the 
machine (TV). We are not a nation of readers. In 
Hpite of the stress upon education, success, and the 
nffluent life. Another one of our ironies is that a 
nation which has never experienced a coup d’etat 
should be so obsessed with conspiracy. “From the 
John Birchers who regarded General Eisenhower as 
a crypto-Communist to those liberals who find it 
thrilling to believe that Lyndon. Johnson was respon- 
sible for Kennedy’s murder, paranoid delusions af- 
flict millions.” 

He’s sophisticated enough, but some will feel he is 
at times extreme. 

Augusta Foote Arnold has prepared a guide to the 
study of seaweeds and the lower animal life found 
between tide-marks in "T/tei Sea Beach at Ebb-Tide .” 
First published in 1901, its worthy of its re-issue, 
having more than 600 illustrations. It’s designed to 
be an aid to the amateur collector. 

She tells us that on some beaches the sands emit 
sounds when struck or disturbed in some way like 
the "Singing Beach” at Manchester-by-the-Sea. “On 
some beaches these sounds resemble rumbling, on 
others hooting; sometimes they are bell-like and even 
rhythmical. The cause of this sonorous character is 
not definitely known, but it is possibly due to films 
of compressed gases which separate each grain as 
with a cushion, and the breaking of which causes, in 
the aggregate, considerable vibrations.” 

Dr. B. F. Skinner, according to some members of 
the American. Psychological Association, has been 
rated as perhaps the most influential contemporary 
psychologist. 

His contributions have been to research methodolo- 
gy, a refinement of the Pavlovian concept of condi- 
tioning, which he calls “operant conditioning,” the 
principle behind the "teaching machines.” 

In “B. F. Skinner, the Man and hie Ideas,” by 
Richard Evans, Skinner is quoted as saying, "My in- 
terest is in a science of behavior which is part of 
biology; it deals with observable events, not with the 
fictitious or metaphorical apparatus which Freu- 
dians feel they observe in the organism. So far as 
I’m concerned, these are versions of some sort of 
primitive animism.” 

It is felt that his techniques of shaping behavior 
poses a threat to individuals with humanistic values. 
They fear his powerful techniques of control will be 
dangerous, dehumanizing. His views are determinis- 
tic, but supposedly with his thrust, pointed in the 
right direction. 

Edna St. Vincent Millay, the popular poet of the 
twenties, whose candle burned at both ends 
and gave a lovely light and who said that Euclid 
alone had looked on Beauty bare, was someone who 
came out of nowhere. Jean Gould’s biography of her, 
“ The Poet and Her Book,” may be a little on the 
saccharine side, but it rounds out the poet's life more 
effectively than anything to date. 

Her personality was as stunning as her poetry. 
New York bejng what it is, she lived for a while in 
Greenwich Village She wrote of herself, "What 
should I be but a harlot and a nun?” The author 
writes: "This bewitching, humorous, mischievous, but 
rather weird and bitter ballad was taken literally by 
many readers, and did much to engender the legend 
of Edna St. Vincent Millay as a libertine poet.” The 
two important men in her life were Arthur Davison 
Ficke and her husband. It was to Ficke that she ad- 
dressed many of her sonnets. 

And now we have with us “ The Beatles,” by Hunter 
Davies, the authorized biography. An easily read, in- 
timate account, earthy and pungent.

Water Consumption Doubles 
On First Hot Days Last Week 


Water consumption in Winches- 
ter doubled on the first two days 
which were evidence of the pro- 
mise of the hot summer days to 
come. 

In a comparison with the aver- 
age consumption of 2.8 million 
gallons per day, the amount in- 
creased to 4.5 million gallons on 
Thursday, June 12, and 4.9 mil- 
lion gallons on Friday, June 18. 
There has now been a return to 
normal. 

Superintendent Thomas W. 
Conlon of the Water Department 
urged that the community prac- 
tice reserve in its use of the 
water supply in the critical 12 
weeks of July, August and Sep- 
tember. However, he anticipates 
no shortage due to the comfort- 
ing supply found in the three 
reservoirs of the Middlesex Fells 
area, which measured 360.5 mil- 
lion gallons on Tuesday, June 10, 
and the tie-in with the M.D.C. 
water system. 

The summer months are natu- 
rally a period of increased build- 
ing and construction, use of air 
conditioners and over-use of 
water sprinklers. Restrictions on 
such use of lawn sprinklers has 
been imposed in other of the 32 
towns served by the M.D.C. sys- 
tem, but they are not as yet con- 
templated in Winchester. These 
communities were surprised v* f hen 
use greatly more than doubled in 
this two day period of last week. 

According to the statistics of 
the M.D.C. there has been a 
steady rise this year in the rate 
of water consumption from 10 
to 15 million gallons a day more 
than in 1968. 

Last Thursday the M.D.C. 
pumped 393 million gallons of 
water to the 32 communities 
drawing from its reserve, on Fri- 
day the total was 400 million 
gallons and 381 million gallons 
on Saturday. The previous high 
record was in the amount of 380 
million gallons in July, 1965 dur- 
ing the peak of the extended 
drought. 

Winchester is not only interest- 
ed in the conserving of its water 
supply, but is also active in im- 
proving its water main supply 
lines, by a cleaning and cement 
lining process that prolongs life 
of water pipes and provides for a 
greater flow of water for better 
user service.

Two Plans 

On June 9, the In-school Lunch 
Committee presented to the 
School Committee two possible 
plans as guidelines for a pilot 
lunch program to affect 1000 
children in the Muraco, Lincoln 
and Washington schools. 

Plan A uses a supervisory ratio 
of one to 25 and a salary sched- 
ule of $4 per hour. 

Plan B used a supervisory ratio 
of one to 50 and same salary 
base. The one supervisor per 50 
children ratio was observed in 
several other communities. 

Plan A: 

For entire year: $36,336 

For winter months: 15,696 

Plan B: 

For entire year: $22,800 

For winter months: 10,800 

The School Committee gave 
three criteria that determine the 
numbers of elementary children 
eating lunch at school: (1) Bus- 
sing outside a school district; (2) 
walking beyond the one mile 
limit; and (3) doctors’ recommen- 
dations. 

The School Committee also 
emphasized the substantial cost 
of the proposed guidelines recom- 
mended by the In-school Lunch 
Committee. 

It was pointed out that the 
more costly plan was based on 
current expenditure procedures 
now in practice in Winchester 
elementary schools.

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AMENDMENT TO GENERAL BY-LAWS 
TOWN OF WINCHESTER, MASSACHUSETTS 
Adopted at Special Representative Town Meeting 
on February 13, 1969 

VOTED, That the town hereby amend the General By-Laws 
of the Town as follows: 

ARTICLE 3 

VOTED, That section 10C of Article III of the General By- 
Laws of the Town be amended by striking out the words “on or 
within fourteen days prior to State or Town Election days” in 
paragraph one thereof and said section be and hereby is further 
amended by striking out the last paragraph in said section, so that 
as amended section IOC reads as follows: 

“No person while standing or passing on any public way with- 
in the Town shall display or carry for display any show card, 
placard, sign, or advertising device, or distribute to persons in or 
upon any such way any handbills, cards, circulars, or any form of 
advertising or printed matter other than newspapers, except that 
political handbills, cards and circulars in compliance with the 
statutory provisions relating thereto may he distributed provided, 
however, that if any person shall make aplicution for a permit so 
to display, carry for display or distribute, and the Chief of Police 
shall find that the applicant is of good character, that £hc matter 
to be displayed or distributed and the conditions under which the 
display or distribution is to be made will not constitute a source 
of danger, interfere with travel or be offensive or injurious to the 
community, he shall issue a permit therefore notwithstanding the 
foregoing provisions. Said permit shall specify the time or times 
when, the place or places where, and the conditions under which 
it is to be exercised, and it may be revoked by the Chief of Police 
at any time for cause.”

VOTED, That section 11 of Article III of the General By-

said section be and hereby is further amended by striking out the 
words, ‘or within fourteen days prior to State and Town election 
days” in the second sentence thereof, so that as amended section 
11 reads as follows: 

“No person shall go from place to place within, the town soliciting 
alms, contributions, or donations for himself or for any person, 
cause, or organization, or distributing, or for the purpose of dis- 
tributing, handbills, cards, circulars, or any form of advertising 
or printed matter except as provided in said section 10c. This sec- 
tion shall not apply, however, to the distribution of newspapers 
as defined in section 10c or to the distribution of political hand- 
bills. cards, and circulars which comply with the statutory pro- 
visions relating thereto nor shall it apply to the solicitation of con- 
tributions in any regular campaign or canvass duly authorized 
by and in. behalf of any duly organized religious society having 
a place of worship within the town or by any organization duly 
established and operated exclusively for charitable, benevolent, 
scientific, literary, or educational purposes and regularly con- 
ducting its activities within the town, no part of the income of 
which or funds solicited by or for it inures to the benefit of any 
private shareholder, member or individual.”

The new schedule, prompted by 
the delay in last year’s Town 
Meeting start due to the lateness 
of the Finance Committee’s re- 
port, calls for a deadline of Dec- 
ember 22 for all budgets. 

Individual deadline dates for de- 
partments to file their budgets for 
review by the various committees 
will be announced at a later time. 

Meeting on Monday night, the 
Selectmen heard a progress report 
from Arthur Rand, architect for 
the Town, on the renovations to 
the Selectmen’s offices on the sec- 
ond floor of the Town Hall. 

Renovations are expected to be 
finished in early July. The Select- 
men’s office is temporarily housed 
in the Health Room on the ground 
floor of the Town Hall. Meetings 
of the Board are being held in the 
Welfare Office. 

At Monday night’s meeting the 
Board voted to order a table top 
for the room at a cost of $350 
from Theodore Schwaub of Arl- 
ington.

Discussion 

During the discussion of the 
procedures and of any assistance 
the Board could provide on the pe- 
tition action, it was noted that the 
Winchester petition to the Legis- 
lature was the first of its kind 
asking to purchase a school build- 
ing already in use. 

The petition had been drawn 
after advice from the House Coun- 
sel, the Town Counsel and Bond 
Counsel. It was signed by the Se- 
lectmen and was submitted by Mr. 
Chadwick to th e Legislature on 
Wednesday, June 18. 

The bill would authorize the 
Town to borrow $1,050,000 and to 
issue bonds or notes. 

Current plans are dependent on 
the action of the Legislature on 
the bill. 

Purchase of Marycliff was ap- 
proved at the Special Town Meet- 
ing on June 5 and the appropri- 
ation includes purchase of nine- 
and-a-quarter acres of land, the 
school building, a dwelling and 
other facilities on the High Street 
site, and renovations for elemen- 
tary school use.

High School Dress Code; 
Discusses Report Cards 

Discussion of the dress code for high school students was truncated by a move of the topic into ev- 
ecutive session for reasons of ‘personal reputation” at the Winchester School Committee meeting held on 
Monday evening, June 23, at the Washington School. • 

Dr. Donald A. Kicmer, superintendent of schools, stated that some evaluation for such a code had 
been made in June by the Student Council and the high school faculty. 


Among those points upon which 
the code frowns are bizarre and 
extreme costumes, mustaches and 
beards, pants worn by girls, un- 
kempt or shoulder-length hair on 
boys and shirttails not tucked in. 

Speaking as a student interest- 
ed in abolishing such regulations, 
Marc Levinson felt that the Com- 
mittee had no other purpose in. 
such a code other than wanting 
to preserve its authority. He said 
that the students did not appreci- 
ate being judged by those from 
without its body and that it was 
the parents responsibility to set 
dress rules for their individual 
child. 

Mrs. Ruth Terzaghi of 3 Robin- 
son Circle observed that there are 
areas in which students need gui- 
dance; however, these areas 
should be limited to those of real 
need, for example, the drug prob- 
lem. She warned against “squan- 
dering authority.”

Avoid Decision 

A parting comment was made 
by W. Howard Niblock, principal 
of the High School, that both fac- 
ulty and student committees 
should be available to evaluate 
any dress code in order that an ad- 
ministrative decision might be 
avoided.

Summer Theatre 
Announces Cast

The intrigues of a working in- 
school lunch program and the 
problems arising from them were 
very apparent as Mrs. Beverly 
Nash, a member of the Citizens 
School Lunch Committee, called 
their roll at the Monday evening, 
June 23, School Committee Meet- 
ing held at the Washington 
School. 

Asking for a clarification of 
the lunch program submitted and 
declaring that the original pro- 
gram was insufficient, Mrs. Nash 
raised a series of questions which 
she read to the committee. 

What are the total costs and 
how will they affect taxes, why 
not pilot test in one rather than 
three schools and are these three 
selected representative of the 
greater school population, what is 
the release time, and what form 
of supervision would there be. 

Also, how many students arc in- 
volved, what is the play time, 
what play equipment would be 
available, how much time would 
be taken away from use of the 
auditorium, would extra custodial 
employment be needed or neces- 
sary, how much of the teachers’ 
time would this absorb, and what 
is the length of the tables, how 
many children could be accommo- 
dated at each. 

Volunteers 

Mrs. Nash continued the list, 
and made a suggestion that the 
system used by the Newton 
Schools of a volunteer program 
paid for by the parents of those 
wishing to participate be con- 
sidered. She closed her remarks 


by observing that 1000 children 
and 630 families were involved. 

A suggestion came from Mrs. 
Richard Clinton, seated in the 
audience, that a poll be taken 
in the whole town to find out 
what the true majority wants, “so 
that it could be ended once and 
for all.” This followed a comment 
that school committees, superin- 
tendents and administrators were 
constantly being changed, making 
any continuous consultation on 
the problem impossible. 

Richard Schroeder of the School 
Committee said, “I can’t under- 
stand how this would contribute 
to education,” which later provok- 
ed a comment from one listener 
that we should educate socially 
as well as academically. He ob- 
served that such a program would 
cost more than the outlay for 
textbooks. 

Warrant Item 

He suggested that a group of 
citizens put this item on the war- 
rant for the Town Meeting, re- 
commending that such a cost 
should not be made part of the 
school budget. 

Mrs. Mary Mears, also of the 
School Committee, made a re- 
mark of sympathy for all opinions 
concerned and the delay involved, 
however, she also recognized the 
necessity of consulting admini- 
strators before a decision could be 
made. 

The dilemma of the school 
lunch program is scheduled to be 
decided at the next meeting to 
be held Monday, July 10, at Mc- 
Call Junior High School.

Vacation 
Expenses 
Are Higher 

Middlesex County families tak- 
ing: automobile trips on their sum- 
mer vacations will be faced by in- 
creased travelling: expenses, as well 
as the higher cost of automobile 
maintenance and operation. 

Food, gasoline, lodging for the 
night, tolls and sales taxes in many 
places will be found to be higher 
than in. previous years. 

Two years ago, according to a 
survey made then by the American 
Automobile Association, a day on 
the road cost about $36 per couple. 
The estimate for today is $41. 

This assumes that they travel 300 
miles a day and get 15 miles to a 
gallon of gas. 

Thus, a two-week trip for two 
Middlesex County people will cost 
approximately $574 just for neces- 
sities. Outlays for amusements, 
souvenirs or admissions to places 
of interest are not included. 

The facts and figures are based 
upon the latest reports from the 
Commerce Clearing House, the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics and oth- 
ers. 


! The $41-pei--day budget breaks ( 
down to $15.50 for meals and I 
snacks, or $2.50 more than in 1967, | 
$13.00 for sleeping accommodations, , 
$1 increase, $9 for gas and oil,, also 1 
$1 more, and $3.50 for tips and mis- ! 
cellaneous, an increase of 50 cents. 

In addition to the higher cost of 
j vacations, the annual expense in 
volved in- the ownership and oper- 
ation of a car has mounted consid- 
erably. 

For the typical driver of a stand- 
ard-size car in the medium price 
range, driven 10,000 miles a year, 
the estimate is $1,550. The cost per 
mile, 15.5 cents, compares with the 
13.6 cents that the AAA reported 
in 1967. 

Most of it, $1,160, is for fixed 
costs, independent of how much the 
car is used. This includes depreci- 
ation, insurance and license fees. 

The variable costs, chiefly for 
gas and oil, total $390 for 10,000- 
mile usage. 

Based upon the 478,990 cars in 
operation locally, residents of Mid- 
dlesex County are spending some 
$742,435,000 a year in this direc- 
tion. 

The record number of cars in the 
area has also been a boon to local 
service stations. Their business vol- 
ume in 1968 came to $129,792,000, 
as against the prior year’s $126,-

The Massachusetts Society for 
the Prevention of Blindness, Inc., 
can quote the figures on the results 
of “playing” with fireworks. 


In 1967' a total of 36 reported 
eye accidents are recorded, while in 
1968 the total was nine cases. Mrs. 
John D. Nagle, executive director 
of the Massachusetts Society, points 
out that these figures might have 
been higher but for the action of 
the Massachusetts Legislature in 
rescinding a law passed in 1966 
which would have legalized some 
sparklers. 

The 1968 casualties were primari- 
ly in children under 18 years of 
aga Only or. € of the nine cases Avas 
not the result of “playing” with 
fireworks. 

The 1967 statistics give two cases 
resulting in the eyes being removed 
because of such accidents. Of the 
34 other injuries reported, 19 were 
from sparklers, seven from cherry 
bombs, and 10 from other fireworks 
including debris from community 
fireworks displays. 

Historically, the “Safe and Sane” 
Fourth of July movement was 
launched 50 years ago, after an 
American Medical Association re- 
port listed 215 Americans killed 
in 1909 from fireworks and 5,092 
injured. 

The Massachusetts Society re- 
commends supervised public fire- 
works display. It is also actively 
urging legislation against fireworks 
in th e remaining 24 states which do 
not have such laws. 

The National Society for the Pre 
vention of Blindness, Inc., founded 
in 1908, is the oldest voluntary 
health agency nationally engaged 
in the prevention of blindness 
through a comprehensive program 
of community services, public and 
professional education and research.

Insect Spraying 


A letter to the editor in today's Star deals with 
insect spraying in Winchester. The woman writer 
makes a plea for the butterflies and fireflies as well 
as the mosquitoes which arc killed during the spray- 
ing. Her advice for mosquito-bite plagued residents 
is to “let them scratch.” 

In much the same vein as this letter is an editorial 
in the Boston Globe of June 25. It notes that a 
United Nations glottal conference may be held in 
1972 in Swetlen for the purpose of convincing gov- 
ernments at* all levels that courageous action is neces- 
sary to stop pollution. The editorial concludes that 
“Rachel Carson's Silent Spring could be just around 
the corner." 


While we like fireflies and butterflies and deplore 
pollution, we arc still happy to see the mosquito 
spraying project which will be carried out, weather 
permitting, every Tuesday night this summer. I he 
current program here is the result of several com- 
plaints received by the Board of Health during 1967 
and will continue until the Board of Health deems 
it not necessary or the annual Town Meeting dis- 
approves of the program. 

Reminders are perhaps necessary that not only are 
mosquito bites uncomfortable, they can also be 
deadly if the mosquito happens to be disease-carry- 
ing. "Let them scratch.” would be fine advice, if it 
could be proven beyond a doubt that no Winchester 
resident would become ill from a single disease- 
carrying mosquito here. 


Cherry Sheet: A Joke?

THE IMAGE MEN 

by J. B. Priestley 

How is your image? What is your image? Do you 
even know how you appear to other people and why? 
Drs. Owen Tuby (short and tubby) and Cosmo Sal- 
tana (lanky and sardonic) could tell you. They could 
even change it for one more appropriate. Or so they 
say, and they are very persuasive talkers. 

At the drop of a hat they come to the rescue of 
the widow of an American millionaire who wants to 
spend her husband’s money on. an educational foun- 
dation in England and has been balked in the at- 
tempt. "The Institute of Social Imagistics” springs 
full born to both of them and having invented the 
title, they’re off and away. They really are professors, 
though not necessarily of sociology, but why not be 
with such an opportunity at hand? 

Before too long, the administrative ranks of the 
Institute are swelled by all manner of unlikely peo- 
ple — Elfreda Drake, of course, whose money makes 
the mare go, Primrose East, a highly successful pro- 
fessional model who looks like a drowned princess and 
wants to stop modeling and get a degree in. sociology, 
the ferocious Mrs. Mere. And people do want changes 
in their images. Not everything always runs smooth- 
ly. Tuby and Saltana, apparently equally attractive 
in their very different ways, often find their hands 
full with their female aides and clients. Not that 
they are averse to a romp — anything but. There is a 
great deal of non-detailed dalliance, some very funny 
incidents and a good time is had by all. 

The Image Men is a long book and not to be skim- 
med. Underneath the fun and games are some sharp 
commentaries on the current social and economic 
scene. The cast of characters is so large (over one 
hundred) and each one is so diverse that the English 
structure is very completely covered — by a past mas- 
ter at the game. The entrepreneurs are delightful 
enough to be forgiven.

Last Wednesday night, the West 
Side Fiejd refreshment stand was 
broken into apparently by the force- 
able use of a crow bnr being applied 
against the hasp and lock. When 
the break was discovered late 
Thursday afternoon, Mrs. Roger 
Stillman, Little League Womens’ 
Auxiliary stand supervisor was un- 
derstandably upset to find four co- 
ca cola syrup cylinders missing and 
apparently stolen by the sneak- 
thieves. 

This is the first break at the West 
Side stand, but a serious one in that 
replacement of the cylinders will 
cost Little League $100! Unfortu- 
nately, as the result of this incur- 
sion, the company that loaned the 
soft drink machine and cylinders 
for the use of dispensing refresh- 
ing drinks to Little Leaguers and 
their parents and friends who come 
to the games will remove the ma- 
terial from this stand and the re- 
maining two weeks of Little League 
play will not have the benefit of 
thirst-quenching soda or snacks at 
the West Side Field.

It is hoped that someone 
will find the missing cylinders and 
report their whereabouts to the po- 
lice or to Little League, so that, at 
least, there will be less monetary 
loss than now is facing the organi- 
zation. The only hope for the 
thieves is that they drink the syrup 
and get deathly ill, as they will if 
the syrup is drunk “straight.” 
Small consolation, we are afraid. 
Any lead as to the culprits will be 
appreciated by Little League and 
the Winchester Police Department.

Editor of the Star: 

I would like to congratulate Nan 
cy Hilliard and her math class at 
McCall Junior High School for tnk 
ing an active interest in the “War 
on Poverty.” I know from experi- 
ence how much the boxes they sent 
will be appreciated by the families 
who receive them, as I am the local 
co-ordinator for a program called 
“The Box Project” which has been 
sending food and clothing to the 
South since 1964. It started out ns 
one woman’s iden, and has since 
grown to encompass hundreds of 
volunteer workers across the coun- 
try, and thousands of helping fami- 
lies. We match Northern families 
with needy Southern families, and 
have recently expanded to include 
Indian, Mexican-Ameriean, and Ap- 
palachian families. Our helpers 
send boxes of clothing, food and 
household goods, whatever they can 
afford, about once a month. Larger 
families may have two or three 
helpers. 

Our aims are: to help the chil- 
dren to get the best education pos- 
sible by providing them with clothes 
and school materials and by urging 
their parents to kcop them in school 
— to provide a little extra protein 
in the diet of the smaller children to 
lessen the risk of irreversable brain 
damage — to give the parents hope 
for the future and the feeling that 
somebody does care. We also, indi- 
vidually, write many letters to leg 
islators and government offices try- 
ing to get laws initiated or changed. 

We realize we are only a stopgap. 
We are filling in until the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the state and 
federal governments, the white 
structure and the people them- 
selves are able to shoulder their re- 
sponsibility for employment, equal 
education, job training and re- 
training, and housing; and until the 
real change comes. While we run 
the risk of continuing the paternal- 
istic, welfare-dependency system, 
we have to do something to meet 
crying emergency needs, and we 
bring the message that “we care!”

For Driving 
On July 4 

Suppose during a 4th of July 
trip an oncoming car veers into 
your lane and hurtles toward you. 
Which two of the following four 
actions do you take ? 

1. Blow the horn. 2. Apply the 
Brakes. 3. Steer as far right as you 
can. 4. Switch to the lane the 
other car should be in. 

In all but the rarest circum- 
stances, moves one and three are 
the best. The horn may wake the 
other driver up, and a right steer 
is more likely to provide escape 
than braking or turning into the 
oncoming traffic lane.

Miss Rich has offered to speak 
with parent groups on request 
who would like further informa- 
tion. 

Summer School 

Another topic at the Committee 
meeting was that of the summer 
school. Superintendent Klemer 
cited the insufficient enrollment in 
the program and suggested closer 
co-operation among several con- 
tiguous school systems in order to 
present broader offerings. This 
would be of most benefit to second- 
ary students who are below the 
work age. 

Discussing the bussing system. 
Dr. Klemer said that at present 
only 18 of the 40 parents involved 
were interested in using the bus- 
sing. Therefore, since this is pnid 
for by the parents, he suggested 
that car pools might be instituted 
in its place. 

This led to a noting of the popu- 
lation bulge at Lincoln School, and 
the transfer of 16 students from 
Lincoln to Muraco being imple- 
mented to solve this problem. On- 
ly those in the sixth grade are af- 
fected and in most cases it will 
fall upon those in closest geogra- 
phical area to Muraco. 

Overpopulation has caused this 
to he used in several cases over 
the years and the availability of 
Marycliff in September of the next 
year will eliminate this internal 
shifting. 

Move Fifth Grade 

Replying to suggestions that 
perhaps it would he better to move 
fifth graders and that Muraco em- 
ployed a different, more progres- 
sive teaching system than Lincoln, 
Dr. Klemer said that a careful 
study had been made and that this 
was the “best combination that we 
could make.” Sixth graders are 
“more durable.” 

Parents should b e notified of 
any such change for their child 
by August 1st. 

The Superintendent also men- 
tioned the program involving the 
exchange of ideas to be participat- 
ed in by Newton, Brookline, Sha- 
ron, North Reading, Lexington 
and Winchester school administra- 
tors this summer. More effective 
involvement of students, student 
publications, narcotics and the 
evolving concepts of student 
rights and responsibilities will he 
discussed. 

Exchange 

There will be a similar exchange 
covering financial matters among 
several Greater Boston school 
systems, concerning textbook 
costs, costs per pupil, etc. The in- 
formation published by the State 
Department of Education arrives 
or.e year late and is not available 
in the fall when needed. 

Dr. Klemer said that they were 
applying to the State for a grant 
of $9,000 to be used for children 
suffering from severe learning dis- 
abilities. There are eight or nine 
such children at this time he stat- 
ed. Currently in the school budget, 
but also in the form of an appli- 
cation for federal aid, is $1,500 
being used in the English compo- 
sition. program. 

Other matters were discussed at 
the School Committee meeting, 
and various business was acted 
upon in anticipation of the slower 
summer months. (S.H.) 

Savings 

William F. Clark, assistant 
superintendent for administrative 
services, announced that there is 
a probable savings on bid awards 
in the school budget of $5535, the 
difference between the amount 
budgeted and the recommended 
awards. 

The foremost item of savings 
was audio-visual equipment at 
$3715, followed by musical in- 
struments at $1000. Only in the 
area of physical education equip- 
ment, where the cost of gym 
mats has increased appreciably 
since the time of budget planning, 
was there a loss. This was $268. 


Rep. Macdonald 
Directs Consumer 
task Foree 

Congressman Torhert H. Mac- 
donald (D-Mass.) has been appoint- 
ed to direct the Consumer Task 
Force in the Congress of the 
United States. The announcement 
was made by the Democratic Study 
Group which is responsible for the 
creation of this task force. 

Mr. Macdonald, who has been 
recognized nationally for his con- 
tributions in behalf of the con- 
sumer, will head a group of Con- 
gressional Democrats who will be 
responsible for developing needed 
consumer protection measures and 
for conducting an extensive study 
of present consumer protection 
laws. 

Mr. Mncdopald, who is also the 
Assistant Majority Leader for Now 
England, has introduced legislation 
which would provide for a separate 
Cabinet-level Department of Con- 
sumer Affairs. 

He indicated that there may be 
adequate consumer laws on the 
books already, but that their effec- 
tiveness has been impeded by “a 
splintering of responsibility for en- 
forcing these laws.” He pointed out 
that 33 Federal departments and 
agencies are now administering 
some 260 consumer protection pro- 
grams. 

He indicated that an evaluation 
would be the first order of busi- 
ness of his Consumer Task Force. 
Macdonald stated: "If consumer 
protection at all levels is going to 
be truly effective, if gaps and 
duplications in consumer programs 
are to be done away with, then 
we must provide the American 
people with a strong voice in Con- 
gress on these matters.”

College Aid 
For Veterans 


More than 11 million veterans 
have received G.I. Bill education 
and training in the quarter of a 
century since th e World War II 
G.I. Bill was signed into law on 
June 22, 1944, the Veterans Ad- 
ministration reports. 

Under the World War II pro- 
gram, 7,800,000 veterans received 
$11.5 billion in educational assist- 
ance from the VA. 

Before that program ended in 
July 1956, more than two and a 
quarter million World War II veter 
ar.,s entered the nation’s colleges 
and universities. Another 3,400,000 
took below-college-level training. 

On-the-job trainees numbered 

1.400.000 while 690,000 received in- 
stitutional on-farm training. 

The Korean G.I. Bill education 
and training program ran from 
July 16, 1952, to January 31, 1965. 

During this period, 2,391,000 eli- 
gible veterans received $4.5 billion 
VA educational assistance al- 
lowances. 

More than half of the Korean 
Conflict G.I. Bill trainees (1,213,- 
000) entered colleges and universi- 
ties, 860,000 took below-college-level 
training, 223,000 received on-the- 
job training, and 95,000 enrolled in 
institutional on-farm training. 

The present PoBt-Korean G.I. Bill 
education and training program be- 
gan in June 1, 1966. To date, nearly 

1.150.000 eligible veterans ar.d 83,- 

000 servicemen have entered train- 
ing 697,000 at the college level, 

194.000 below-college-level, and 68, 
ooo’in on-the-job truining. 

The VA has paid approximately 
$1.2 billion in educational assist- 
ance allowances to these trainees, 
more than half of whom had Viet- 
Nam area service.

AMENDMENT TO GENERAL BY-LAWS 
TOWN OF WINCHESTER, MASSACHUSETTS 
Adopted at Special Representative Town Meeting 
on February 13, 1969 

VOTED, That the town hereby amend the General By-Laws 
of the Town as follows: 

ARTICLE 3 

VOTED, That section 10C of Article III of the General By- 
Laws of the Town be amended by striking out the words “on or 
within fourteen days prior to State or Town Election days” in 
paragraph one thereof and said section be and hereby is further 
amended by striking out the last paragraph in said section, so that 
as amended section IOC reads as follows: 

“No person while standing or passing on any public way with- 
in the Town shall display or carry for display any show card, 
placard, sign, or advertising device, or distribute to persons in or 
upon any such way any hundbills, cards, circulars, or any form of 
advertising or printed matter other than newspapers, except that 
political handbills, cards and circulars in compliance with the 
statutory provisions relating thereto may be distributed provided, 
however, that if any person shall make aplication for a permit so 
to display, carry for display or distribute, and the Chief of Police 
shall find that the applicant is of good character, that the matter 
to be displayed or distributed and the conditions under which the 
display or distribution is to be made will not constitute a source 
of danger, interfere with travel or be offensive or injurious to the 
community, he shall issue a permit therefore notwithstanding the 
foregoing provisions. Said permit shall specify the time or times 
when, the place or places where, and the conditions under which 
it iB to be exercised, and it may be revoked by the Chief of Police 
at any time for cause.”

ADL Projects 
Great Benefits 
From Expo 76 

New projections from an in-depth 
study by Arthur D. Little Inc. of 
Cambridge indicate that Expo Bos- 
ton 76 could bring 65.4 million 
visitors to .the proposed U.S. Bi- 
centennial Exposition in Boston 
and stimulate a total of $3.6 bil- 
lion in increased sales for all of 
New England. 

Gilbert H. Hood Jr., president 
of Expo Boston 76, and a resident 
of Everett Avenue stated that the 
new projections “prove beyond any 
doubt -that Boston and the rest of 
New England will reap tremen 
dous benefits if we are successful 
in winning our bid to become fo- 
cal point for the nation’s bicenten- 
ial celebration in 1976.” 

“There can be no question now,” 
said Mr. Hood, who also serves as 
President of the New England 
Council, “that Expo Boston can be 
a major factor in accelerating the 
growth of this region’s increasing- 
ly important tourist and vacation- 
travel industry.” 

The impact of construction of 
the exposition site and buildings 
will have is the subject of a sec- 
ond ADL study which is not ready 
for release. The second study will 
also deal with the organization and 
financing of Expo Boston. 

Conclusion of the economic im- 
pact study is that Expo Boston 
will have a “major positive im- 
pact” on Massachusetts, Boston 
and all of New England. 

It will attract millions of visit- 
ors who would not otherwise come 
to the region, , will generate about 
$3.6 billion in new business, 


Counseling Services YMCA 
Opens North Suburban Office 


The Counseling Services YMCA 
of the Greater Boston Young 
Men’s Christian Association open- 
ed its North Suburban Office, ac- 
cording to Arthur Flagler Fultz, 
its executive director, on May 1st. 

The agency is located at 19 
Campbell Street in Woburn. 

The step that brought this work 
to the north suburban communities 
was taken as a result of hearings 
before the school administrators 
and guidance personnel from the 
high schools and school systems 
of Woburn, Winchester, Wilming 
ton. Burlington, and Billerica, and 
before officials of the Mystic Valley 
Mental Health Association. 

These people, whose endorsement 
of the plan to introduce the work 
of the Counseling Services YMCA 
in this area underscored its efforts 
to do so. pointed out that it will 
bring professional counseling and 
psychological testing within the 
reach of 180.000 people in seven 
adjacent communities. 

Timothy Ring, guidance director 
at the Woburn High School, and 
Norton Demsey, director of gui- 
dance in Winchest- r schools, 
serted that there is a great need 
for “in-depth” counseling among 
young people who have problems 
of identity, of strategy building, 
and personal development which 
this specialized YMCA provides. 

Mrs. Sidney Horgan, supervisor 
of Pupil Personnel Services in Bur- 
lington, and a member of the Gov- 
ernor’s Advisory Board on Mental 
Health, stated that at this time 
there seems to be a greater need 
for resources where people can 
be helped to find answers to mar- 
riage problems, to career changes, 
and to the whole range of inter- 
personal relationships. 

Mr. Fultz said that the Counsel- 
ing Services YMCA had realized 
a 43 percent reduction in man- 
power losses in small business 
firms by its service. 


crease employment by about 130,- YMCA. 


Referral Center 

Dr. Melvin Rosenthal, former 
chairman of the Board of Directors 
of the Mystic Valley Mental Health 
Association, described the great 
need in the north suburban area for 
a qualified referral center to which 
people with personal problems may 
go for help. 

The primary concern of the 
Counseling Services YMCA, ac- 
cording to Mr. Fultz, is to make 
its facilities easily accessible to 
persons from 14 years of age up, 
male or female, and afford com- 
prehensive psychological testing 
and professional counseling on an 
individual basis. 

He pointed out that his agency is 
equipped to deal with problems of 
education and college admission, 
vocational choice and career plan- 
ning. personal development and 
strategy building, marital relation- 
ships, retirement planning and sec- 
ond careers, and industrial per- 
sonnel service and employee evalu- 
ation. 

This work was pioneered by the 
Huntington YMCA in Boston in 
1927, and has enjoyed an unin- 
terrupted history to the present 
time. In 1968, the Counseling “De- 
partment” became a Branch of the 
Greater Boston YMCA with its 
own staff, its own board of di- 
rectors, budget, program, etc. It 
became established in branch sta- 
tus as the “Counseling Services

VOTED, That the town hereby amend the General By-Laws 
of the Town as follows: 

ARTICLE 4 

r ^ OTED, That section 11 0 f Article III of the General By-

This sec- 
tion shall not apply, however, to the distribution of newspapers 
as defined in section 10c or to the distribution of political hand- 
bills, cards, and circulars which comply with the statutory pro- 
visions relating thereto nor shall it apply to the solicitation of con- 
tributions in any regular campaign or canvass duly authorized 
by and in behalf of any duly organized religious society having 
a place of worship within the town or by any organization duly 
established and operated exclusively for charitable, benevolent, 
scientific, literary, or educational purposes and regularly con- 
ducting its activities within the town no part of the income of 
which or funds solicited by or for it inures to the benefit of any 
private shareholder, member or individual.”

Special Students 
Learn Reading 
At Muraco School 


P-n-e-u-m-a-t-i-c, spells pneu- 
matic.” That is not an unusual 
statement in an intermediate ele- 
mentary classroom. But — it’s news 
when it is heard in the special 
class at Muraco School. 

Through color and the inspira- 
tion of their teacher, Mrs. M. Lor- 
ette Smith, the fourteen educable 
retarded children are reading words 
such as “pneumatic, schism, quay 
and knowledge.” 

They have learned their phonics 
with the help of color, know the 
meanings of the words they spell, 
can write and have learned to 
recognize the words when they see 
them in black and white. 

“Words in Color,” a technique 
teaching reading begun by Mrs. 
Smith this year, has met with tre- 
mendous success. The program, de- 
signed by Dr. Caleb Gattegno, in- 
volves the use of 50 different colors 
with one used to represent each 
sound in the English language. For 
example, the letter “F” as in fat, 
ph as in phone, and gh as in cough 
are all printed in the same color. 

According to Mrs. Smith, the 
success the children have had is 
partly due to the feeling of self- 
satisfaction engendered as the 
children learn to spell harder words 
than they ever thought possible. 

This boost to their pride enables 
them to return to attacking the 
book, “Dick and Jane,” with a 
vengeance. Use of the black and 
white version of the words is in- 
troduced immediately so that the 
transfer from color to regular 
printing is effective.

Started over a year ago and ser- 1 
ving the central Dorchester area 
this Center is sponsored by Boston 
State Hospital, Neighborhood Ser- 
vice Center Programs through fund 
raising and donations. 

Paintines at the art exhihit will 
be for sale and artists from Rook- 
port, the Museum of Fine Arts 
School, Beacon Hill and other 
places will have their work on dis- 
play. Some have been done by pa 
tionts in the hospital. 

Tickets on Saturday and Sunday 
will be $2.50. 

The L Building Community Cen- 
ter hopes to serve its community 
and also the other programs of the 
Neighborhood Service Center com- 
plex. It is the Center’s role to bring 
to the community a Group Work 
program that will solve many of 
the basic cultural, educational and 
ego growth needs of the children. 
Its initial focus will be to serve 
children ranging in age from 4 to 
13. 

The Outreach Program will serve 
the Center in a number of ways. Its 
primary role will be to discover and 
cure problems termed crisis prob- 
lems: examples of crisis problems 
are crime by or against our clients, 
welfare, housing, or legal aid. 

These four problems will be 
handled by our three Outreach 
agents. Once the crisis problem has 
been solved or brought under con- 
trol and when family consent has 
been given our agents, they will 
then begin to help the family with 
any other problem they may have. 

When appropriate, the agent will 
refer the family to the proper 
agency or will call in the proper 
services that will hopefully he sup- 
plied by the Neighborhood Service 
Center complex. 

The next function of the Out- 
reach staff is to serve in the role of 
community organizers to form 
groups of people over community 
concerns such as garbage removal, 
police protection or brutality.

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Writers To Join Muraco Staff; 
Also Continue On Tufts Faculty 


Robert Forest and Chet Delani, 
formerly on the writers’ staff at 
Muraco School, will servo as class- 
room teachers at the school in 
September. 

At a recent School Committee 
meeting a group of Muraco School 
parents read a petition directed to 
the Committee strongly supporting 
the program in. which Mr. Forest 
and Mr. Delani were involved. They 
spoke in favor of retaining the 
writers despite the fact that the 
Federal Grant which supported the 
program expired this year. 

Through a special arrangement 
with Tufts University, the School 
Committee has hired the two men 
as classroom teachers for the 1969- 
70 school year at Muraco School. 
Under this plan the two writers 
will work ns classroom teachers and 
part-time clinical professors in edu- 
cational methods for Tufts Univer- 
sity. 

This will enable them to follow 
through on observation and refine- 
ment of materials they have design- 
ed for use at the Muraco School. 

Mr. Forest has recently had his 
book, “Bicycle Detectives,” publish- 
ed as previously reviewed in the 
Star. 

Mr. Delani works with Muraco 
children on the use of cuisenaire 
rods for math instruction. (Other 
Winchester schools also use these 
rods.) 


Cuisenaire rods are a set of 10 
different colored wooden rods in 
lengths from one centimeter 
through 10 centimeters long. They 
are a manipulative material and 
can be used to symbolize a multi- 
tude of mathematical operations 
and relationships. 

Math By Rods 

A specialist trained in the use of 
these rods, Mr. Delani explained 
that the major emphasis in the pri- 
mary math program at Muraco 
School is placed on the use of the 
colored rods. The children have 
been exposed to and have substan- 
tial mastery of th e concept of the 
operations of addition, subtraction, 
multiplication, and division of whole 
numbers. 

The classroom teacher has work- 
ed with the children who have done 
extensive explorations into the sys- 
tem of fractional numbers and are 
able to think out most mathematical 
problems dealing with numbers less 
than 100. The focus of the program 
is on discovery, exploration, de- 
ductive and inductive thinking. 

The school system is planning to 
conduct an in-service teacher train- 
ing course for primary teachers in 
the use of the cuisenaire rods. Mr. 
Delani has been requested to teach 
this course when final arrangements 
are made.

Board 3 in Section B (North- 
South vulnerable, West dealing, and 
the hand rotated for convenience) 
points up the added challenge of 
duplicate. Look at the North-South 
hands and decide what contract you 
would choose in rubber bridge and 
in duplicate. 

As you see, in rubber bridge, as 
long as you get to game, in dia- 
monds, clubs or no trump, you’ll do 
fine. 

In duplicate, however, with ten 
other pairs trying to make more 
points with the same cards you hold, 
you have a double-barrelled prob- 
lem. First, if you settle for game, 
you have to decide whether to play 
in a minor suit or no trump. (Mak- 
ing three no trump is the same as 
five of a minor; making four no 
trump is better.) So if you don’t 
have slam in a minor suit, it’s usu- 
ally better to settle for no trump. 
But a slam in a minor suit is of 
course better than a no trump game. 

In my opinion these North-South 
cards warrant exploring for slam. 
Each hand has extra value in a 
suit rather than in no trump, — the 
doubleton heart in North and the 
singleton spade in South. 

With exploratory bidding, South 
can find the fit in both clubs and 
diamonds, and a two suit fit is often 
what justifies a slam bid. 

The hand was played eleven times 
Wednesday. Only two pairs bid the 
slam, one in clubs and one in dia- 


More than half a million U.S. 
families, who count a swimming 
pool as part of home, have been 
given tips by the American Red 
Cross on how to make the private 
pool a place of pleasure and not 
a place for discomfort or even tra- 
gedy. 

“This is the time when pool own- 
ers should clean the winter debris 
out, put the purification system in 
order, and check safety items at 
the poolside,” said John T. Goetz, 
eastern area director of Red Cross 
Safety Programs. 

He said that 575,700 in-ground 
home pools were in use in the 1967- 
68 fiscal year which is an increase 
of 20,500 over the previous year. 
These precautions, he suggested, 
will help keep the home pool a safe 
and enjoyable place for the family 
and friends: 

1. Consult the local health de- 
partment about pool sanitation. 
Know how to test for purity of 
Winter and how to maintain good 
chemical balance. 

2. Be sure the pool deck is as 
slipproof as possible. Rough cement 
or small tiles make a safer sur- 
face. 

3. Clearly mark the shallow and 
deep parts of pool with buoy lines. 

4. Allow no one to swim alone. 

5. Provide supervision for young- 
sters at all times. 

6. Fence the pool and include a 
gate which can be locked when the 
pool is not in use. 

7. Make provisions for shade so 
that pool users can get respite from 
the sun. 

8. Install a Home Pool Safety 
Post with ring buoy, reaching pole, 
and a list of emergency phone num- 
bers. The Red Cross chapter can 
provide a poster which gives the 
specifications for setting up the 
post. 

9. Keep a first aid kit on hand. 

10. Be sure that some member of 
the family knows how to adminis- 
ter first aid; especially airtificial 
respiration. The Red Cross chapter 
can tell when its next first aid 
lifesaving course is scheduled. 

11. Do not allow running or horse- 
play around the pool. 

12. Do not allow bottles or glass- 
ware around the pool. 

13. A diving board can be a haz- 
ard. Caution swimmers to stay 
away from the area directly in 
front of the board. 

14. Free swimming instruction is 
available through the Red Cross 
chapter. It can also provide the il- 
lustrated booklet, “Teaching John- 
ny to Swim,” which will give step- 
by-step information for teaching 
very young children to swim. 


This is the statement that Sparky 
wishes everyone would remember 
this summer, especially around the 
time of the Fourth of July. 

By remembering that no fire- 
works of any kind are snfe, many 
fingers, hands, eyes and even lives 
can be saved. Every summer some 
people ignore Sparky’s warning 
and do buy fireworks — or use ones 
they find or which are given to 
them — only to learn through 
serious accidents that fireworks can 
be very dangerous “toys.” 

Each Independence Day as many 
as 5,000 persons in the United 
States are injured by fireworks, 
suffering bruises, burns, cuts and 
broken bones. 

For many years the National 
Fire Protection Association has 
worked to inform the public that 
all fireworks — even sparklers — 
are dangerous. As a result of ef- 
forts by this association and others, 
two-thirds of the people in the 
United States live in states which 
have strict laws regulating fire- 
works. If they have adopted NF- 
PA’s “Model Fireworks Law,” 
these states allow only paper caps 
which can be used by youngsters, 
and the big public display pieces 
which are presented by experts. 
Even with these laws, however, 
fireworks are oftern “bootlegged” 
— brought in secretly by persons 
who know they are illegal. 

Many times, children are victims 
of fireworks which they find or 
which are given to them. They can 
be badly hurt because they don’t 
understand how dangerous fire- 
works can be. 

“Cherry bombs” are probably 
the most “popular” fireworks with 
teen-agers, who act irresponsibly 
when they throw cherry bombs into 
cars, at groups of people, and even 
through school and house windows. 

Sparklers, which many families 
believe are “safe” for their child- 
ren, can be just as dangerous as 
noise-making fireworks. 

Did you know that the tip of 
a burning sparkler can reach the 
temperature of 200 degrees Fahr- 
enheit? This means that even after 
it has stopped throwing off sparks, 
the extremely hot wire can ignite 
things it touches and can cause 
burns to a person if he even touches 
the hot tip. 

Sparklers have set fire to thin 
material like boys’ summer shirts 
and girls’ dresses, and can cause 
dry leaves and grass to catch fire. 

Fire works can start fires in 
fields, in houses and almost any- 
where else. 

It can even be dangerous to be 
“on the sidelines” where there are 
fireworks. A study made by the 
National Fire Protection Associa- 
tion shows that an estimated six 
out of every ten persons hurt by 
fireworks are on-lookers or are 
completely unaware that anyone is 
handling fireworks in the area 
where they happen to be. 

Children who know there are fire- 
works in their neighborhood or at 
school should remember how 
dangerous they are, and should 
stay as far away as possible. Don’t 
be tempted to move up close to 
get a better look at what the 
others are doing.

AAA Warns 
Of Fashion 
Sunglasses 

Sunglasses and safety don’t mix 
at night, the American Automobile 
Association has warned. 

Commenting on the current fash- 
ion of wearing brightly colored 
eyeglasses, Richard W. Hoover, 
safety director of AAA’s Massa- 
chusetts Division, said: “Tinted 

lenses of good quality are very 
helpful for daytime driving, but 
when worn at night they decrease 
the already limited amount of light. 

“If the amount of light reaching 
your eyes is reduced, your ability 
to see is correspondingly reduced. 
Take off your sunglasses when the 
sun goes down.” 

The AAA official pointed out 
that the eyeglasses with the popu- 
lar blue and yellow tinted lenses 
come under the same don’t-wear- 
at-night rule, even though they are 
designed primarily to be stylish 
rather than as sunglasses. 

“The danger is that some drivers 
may think that wearing tinted eye- 
glasses will reduce the glare from 
on-coming headlights,” he said. 
“Actually, sunglasses cause a 
blackout’ of vision at night.”
